If you 
examine a Robber concerning the Infamous Life he 
leads, he'll tell you every Man robs in his own way», 
and will not believe you to be an honefter Man than:

- That's plainly feen by their 
growing rich all of a fudden, by their Equipage 
and Tables, and a thoufand Prodigal Charges which 
their own Incomes could rot maintain, and they 
could never fupport, if there was any thing more for 
them to do than to take the Money and divide ie

How many other Examples of this nature might 
Iinftance in, if 1 did not apprehend 1 fhould at once 
fright abundance of People? Ihave juít touch'd upon 
theMatter,and you may depend upon it fhall go thro' 
with it when Lam provok'd to it, Perhaps you:

being nothing in ic bue whats is 4candalous and 
'rafcally, 'twould have been more for my advantage 
«that not a word: fhould have beenÍaid of ie, and 
'much more for: the' advantage of ' others to have 
known nothing ofit. But thole who have talkt, or . 
Shall hereafter talk at ehis rate, do not fure value 
:themfélves much upon their -Sincerity, nor reafon 
-very juftly : Belides, 1 can't help being a little difh- 
-dent of their Sentiments, with reference to this Ar- 
“gument, and doubt they are fome-of thofe whom 
my Cart has joftled, or who are afraid when. they 
fes' me hold up my Cudgel, knowing full well they

Sharp and bitter: If they are well in health, and . 
have no more Infirmities than their Neighbours, 
they will not trouble themfelves about what 1 fay, - 
they will commend me, my Portraits and Tales will 
beto their liking , and 1 fhall be very welcome to 
them. 
I fay ftill, and let who will hearken to me, That 
1 don't make my General Confeffion, nor publifh 
this Inventory of my Faults, with an intention that 
the World fhould imitate them : Who'll be fo great 
2 Fool? But that the Reader fhould be deterrd by 
ehem from the like Crimes, and make his advantage 
of my Misfortunes. 1 believe no body of common 
Senfe, who fees how miferable 1 made my felf by 
my Evil Courfes, will be tempted to tread in the 
«fame Steps which lead fo direétly to the Gallows or 
the Galleys; Ionly Shew People which Way 1 took, 
how 1 ftumbled my felf, and I am pretty well affur d 
that no Man in his Wits will be incited to follow 
me. There's nothing perfeát in this World; all Men 
are Men, and fubjeét to Errors as well as my 1elf; 
perhaps lI am not more foolifh or frail than others: 
Let every Man look at home, and examine faithful- 
ly how it ftands with him within ; let him fearch 
every Creek and Corner, and [eeif there's no place 
filehy and out of order: If he has nothing to fet to 
rights there, let him not fife and cull out the worft 
“of other Mens Actions to comment upon, nor mind 
what others either do, or do not do. Thou arta 
very fine Preacher, fay you, and a Man mult be 
mad, if he was fick, to come to fuch a Phyfician, 
a thoufand times ficker than himfelf; for it soy 
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Jikely that he who cannot cure himfelf, will never 
do much good to another. *Tis.not, you.tell me, 
in a Viper'sTeeth,or a Scorpion's Tail, that people 
feek for thofe excellent Antidotes which expel Poi- 
fon; neither is it in fuch Rafcals Difcourfes as thou 
art, that Men can learn to amend their Lives, 1 
have again and again confeísd that 1 am not worth 
much,and he who;,would give a great deal of Money 
«for me, would have a hard bargain ont. Neverthe- 
«Jelsas great a Rogue as 1 am, you and all that re- 
gale themfelves with my Life, and Adions, will fee 
it happens to me as it does to a Nobleman's Carver, 
who having cut up a Capon very, dexteroully, diftri- 
butes a Wing:to one, and a Leg to another, a Sidef- 
man to a third, and the Remainder to the reft; that 
after every one ¡is ferv'd according to his Quality, 
the Company are fatisfy'd, bur there is nothing left 
for himfelf; all the. Guefts eat heartily, and he only 
tird with ferving others, has nothing to eat himfelf; 
the poor Wretch isalmoft ftarv'd, while the relt. feaft 
and fill their Bellies: You will eafily make the Ap- 
plication of this Comparifon to my felf; and-if. that 
does not hit , 1 have another for you, which.is. as 
at:as if it had been made on purpofe: And. it.muít 
e :own'd, Simile is my Talent: Perhaps you. are 
lometimes of a.contrary Opinion, 1 can't help that; 
when you are weary of me, have done with me: 1 
have told you 'tis at my Peril ¡and expence that I 
- dilcover the Rocks and Shelves of. a. Dangerous Sea, 
- that. you may not:run upon them, fplit and be 
Itranded, but fcape thofe Perils which 1 met with: 
Rats Bane, a dangerous and deadly Poyfon, is.not;, 
however , without its Ufles, hasits Virtues , «and is 
not to bg.had without Money ;the Apothecaries and 
Druggiíts fell it at a dear rate ; and though 'tis per- 
 nicious for Man or Beaít to eat alone, yet tis pro= 
per in feveral Medicines, and Íerves to kill feveral'

ES Thus, 
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Thus, my good Friend, though my Adtions fig- 
fiific nothing, my Example may teach People to rid 
themíelves of an infinite number of Scóundrels, and 
be like Ratsbane, the utter extirpation 'of abun- 
dance of dangerous and hurtful' Animals which. 
plague their Houfes. “Thefe Animals are the more 
tó'be feard, becaufe appearing in a Human Shape, 
foft and infinuating, they gain upon their Confi- 
dence, and” také the fureft way to devoúr them': 
They feem to enter into their Intereíts, to pity their 
Misfórtunes, while'they aim ar nothing elle but to 
fúirprize them, and tear em in'a thoufand pieces by 
thicir Robberies, Tyraniny and Injuftice. Howma- 
ny fuch fort of Beafts. are to bé met with in the 
World ,' That éat us up every day ? What: good 
would my Ratsbane do, if it could: deftroy them 
all; or the belt part of*em ? T'am Tatisfy'd it will . 
not-at all agree with "em. What a happinefs 'wotld 
it be, if by this means we could “correét” fuch 
as are puft up with- their Grandeur and Fortune; 
who are indebted tó nothing fo'little asto their Me- 
tit; whoare o difficult to be come at; and look on 
the reft of Mankind with the laft * contempt, be- 
caúfe; forfooth, they 'have got Places, and their 
Service is neceflary ? How well pleas'd fhould TI be 
if TÍ" could convince fome Timerous 'Complaifant 
Judges , that "tis every whit ' así bad' to' let a “poor 
Wretch- fuffer, as to 'be the 'cánfe of his Suffering; 
to pronounce a Sentence, as to'execute- it; arid not 
Le Ser to oppofe, as much Injuítice, as to do it? 

old, fay you, why fhould a Man ruin his Fortune 
fora Perfon who is a Stranger to him,' and can do 
him no fervice ? "Tis enough that he does him no ill 
himfelf ; if others do' it, let others anfwes for “it. 
He walhes his Hands, and cries, Eet every Man 
look “to himfelf. O Heaven, if 1 would reply to 
you, what an Anfwer might I-'make you? "Tis no 
matter; the Thing fpeaks enough of it felf; “only 
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you will agree with me, that now-a-days there's a 
great deal of Difference between the Trade: of a 
Judge and the Duty, that all” of them know what 
the Laws of God and Man require of them , but 
that all of them do not think fit to Sacrifice their 
Intereíts to their Confciences. No more of this; 
Atis a very Ticklifh Argument. Let us go on wich 
our Matter. The. Image of my Life will be one 
of the moft ufeful things in the World, if it delivers 
thofe that make ufe of it from a parcel of idle: Fel- 
lows, who have nothing to do but to beat the 
Streets all day. Tf it reforms fuch as run from Houfe 
to Houfe Gofliping and Tattling, to raife Feuds and 
Jars among Neighbours: If 1t makes Spungers 
afham'd of themíelves, Thefe area fort of Ani- 
imals, that very much refemble St. Antomy's Swine ; 
good fot nothing, troublefome to every body ; who 
impudenely thruft their Nofesinto every Houfe they 
come to, and feat themfelves down by Virtue of 
fome wretched Story or new Scandal, with which 
they purchafe a Dinner. "Would to Heaven, by all 
that 1 have fuffer'd through my ill Conduét, 1 cou'd 
teach thefe Tale-bearers a better way of Living,and 
make "em loath their miferable Trade of Railing. 
The Tongues of thefe Men, like Snakes, poifon' all 
alike, and- Ípare the Innocent no 'more “than the 
Guilty, nor a Man of Honour more than a Scoun- 
-drel.* 1d tt 119; yr 
After my way of Areuing, "is probable you'll be- 
—Tieve 'tis my Opinion, That the World is full of no- 
thing but Thieves,'* Extortioners , Monopolizers, 
Proud Lords, Falíe Judges, Knavifh Lawyers, Raf 
cally Attornies, Bailiffs not worth hanging, Cheats 
ofall Trades and Profellions ; But yon are miftaken, 
dear Friend, «it does not enter into my “Thoughts, 
“would be a fine World indeed, if that was true, 
no body could Live in it. 1 know very well there 
Are a great many Honeít Men ; yer wheneyer *tis 
o 5 A 
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yours or my good Fortune to light upon them, 
we ought to be as much ftruck with Admira- 
tion, as we are at the Sight of thofe Rarities that 
come from the Indies : For certainly there is nothing 
upon Earth rarer than an Honeít Man. And if in 
- Diogenes's time, fearch was made after one with one 
Lanthorn ; whoever does it now will want Two. 1 
dont fear being accusd of a Paradox, in aflert- 
ing, That fuch Rogues as Í are the Majo- 
rity ; and that there's hardly any thing elfe to be. 
found. The Incorrigible are the moft to be feard, 
and fuch as are Enemies to Morality, fuch as 1 rid 
my hands of in this Treatife. You will fee that 
there's but too many of them to be met with ; and 
you or Lare not beholden to them for it, if they 
do not devour us as we país by them. We are loft 
Men if we fall into their Clutches ¿ and they can 
do our Bufinefs without Noife. You'll fay,the Gib- 
bets on the Highway fhould rather be furnifh'd wich 
them, than a Hiftory : That it would be the beft 
Hanging in the World for the common Hedges on 
the Road-fide, better than the moft curious and de- 
lightful Tapiltry of Flanders, in the Opinion of Ho- 
neft Men. "Tis true, there muít be: Rewards and 
Puniíhments ; but the worft of it is, 'tis the Poor 
Rogues that havethe Punifhments, and the Rogues of 
Quality that have commonly the Rewards. | 
If there were none but honeít Men in the World, 
Laws would be fuperfluous. If every one was 
Virtuous and Wife, the Moralifts would be Laughe 
at, as a company of Blockheads, to give themfelves 
fo much Trouble in crying down Vice... Phyfick is 
for the Sick only, but ways muft be found out to 
make "em take it. I know that Evil has very much 
the Afcendant over the Heart of Man, who is born 
with a Defire after Liberty, and to do what he plea- 
les. From whence, I doubt, 1 muft confeís, that 
all I can fay of my own Life will not have Effica» 
cy 
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cy enough to check the Diforders of Mankind, 
which are almoft infinite, nor take fufficient root to 
bring forth the Fruit 1 wifh for. 1 fhould be very 
vain, and have an extraordinary Opinion of my 
own Capacity, did 1 fancy any fuch thing : Howe- 
ver, I will do my Duty, and comfort my felf with 
the Mariner, who does not always come into one 
Port; or with the Phyfitian, whofe Prefcripts are 
not always infalible. I givel you and others 
good Advice; and am lin fault that you don'tmake 
ule of it ? 

You fee lam gone out of my way a little, and 1 
fear 1 (hall find it difficult to getinto it again. "Tis 
one of my Errors. Neyer was there an Author fo 
given to Digreflions as my felf: But if you find 
lomething ufeful in them, *is not loft Time. 1 
1hall come into my Path again Pll warrant ye, with 
a lierle fearch. 1 was telling you the Story of my 
Life ; and 1 know there have feveral different Judg- 
ments been paft upon it already : But 1 look upon 
my felf asa Countryman or poor Courtier, who 
to Equip himfelf with new Rigging, has recourfe to 
the Brokers. Away he goes to fome By-Street or 
Lane, and the Shop-men no fooner have him in 
Ken, but they lie in wait for him. When they can 
leize him, out come all the Brokers in the place to 
fell him their Wares : One pulls him by one Sleeve, 
v'other pulls him by the other ; each would fell him 
lomething, though the poor Man has very little to 
Buy. He can't tell which way to flir ; and is afraid 
of being Cheated. For, indeed, thofe Brokers are 
great Cheats, and can't carry on their Trades with- 
put Knavery. 1 know what they would have of 
me, when they ask me to buy any thing; the Que- 
ltion implies Cheating. But not a word of the 
Brokers more. 1own 1 have been oblig'd to them 
jor buying Goods of me, which, to my [hame be it 
Spoken, ] never boyght my felf : And” for lending 
' ; me 
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- me Money upon Merchandize that was never in my 
Cuftody, nor out of the right Owners Warehoufe; 
and teaching me to reduce a Cloak toa Waftcoat ; 
Remnants and Shreds being a confiderable Branch of 
their Traffick with the Botchers. 1 am fenfible, 
that feveral Judgments have been paft uponmy Sto- 
ry. Ihavehad fo many feveral Advices and Coun- 
cils given me ; every one offering me his, that if 1 
Thould attempt to Content all Men, 1 Should make 
an Apothecary:Shop of my. Hiftory. 1 am quite 
giddy at the fight of fo many Counfellors , they 
Ttun me, and I don't:know which to taketo, for l'm 
acquainted wich them all, and gueís what they mean 
by their fine Compliments : One would have. me 
write very fofily ; others very Mharply.. Mens Opi- 
nions are as various as their Tafte. Some are for 
fryd Olives ; Some don'tlove Salt, not fo much as 
in theiriEggs. This Neighbour of mine is for the: 
Brainsofa Hare; and That thinks nothing is lo de- 
licare.as the Feet of a Partridge burnt in the Can- 
dle: ¿How many.other different Palates might be 
reckon'd up, dc. Not one of "em agree with mine. 
¿A certain Blotter of Paper, a known Cheat, a beaft- 
ly Sot, if ever Man deflerv'd that Name, going out 
'of his Houfe to live in another, having orderíd all 
the Furniture to be carry'd to his new Habitation, 
went back to review the ¡Houfe he had left, and. 
make ftriét fearch for fear any thing fhould be left 
tbeebind. «He was fo very thrifty that 'he took the 
Nails out:of: the Walls, “and by chance finding fome 
old rotten Radifhesin the Kitchen Chimny, he was 
Very angry with his Wife for her Negligence and 11: 
¡Houfwifry ; he took:a String out of his Pocket, ty'd: 
the Four Radifhes very handfomely together, made. 
«a lictleBunch of *em, and carry'd *"em'home to his: 
Wife,+under his Cloak. When he Law: her, “he 
frown'd:, and faid in a: lurly Tone, fewing her 
the Radifhes, “Tis in vain to think. of getting. 
Mea. | any 
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any thing, if you wafte ic in elis manner. You 
brought me nothing ; and fo you: don't. care how 
the Money goes. You fee what you might have 
Loft, if I had trufted to your Management. Here, 
Lock up thefe Radifhes ; you did not buy em for 
nothing: 'And you had not beft throw them away. 
But the truth is, 1 am more to blame than you, for 
fuffering fo many. to be bought at once , by which 
means, we éxpofe our felves to fuch a Lofs. The 
poor Woman took them and lock'd them up in her 
Clofet.. : 
- In the Evening, the fordid Wretch orderd the 
Radifhes to be brought forth, and was lo generous 
as to break an old Cuíftom, which was to have no

There are fome Men who «are not fatisfy'd with 
commending whatever pleafes their own Gow(f, but 
will have others alío commend it. All the World 
mulft agree with them in what they like or diflike ; 
and nothing is good or bad, but what they approve 
or dilapprove. They don't confider, that MensSen- 
timents are as different from one another, as their 
Humours or Faces; and nothing is more free than 
the Mind. "Twill be with me and my Hiltory as it 
was with an Author and his Play.The Poet went the 
firlt Night into the Pic, wrapt up in his Cloak,: that 
he might not be known, there he Liften'd with great 
Attention to fee che Fate of his Comedy. qe 
Ei: ay 
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Play was no fooner begun, but thole who ftood be- 
hind him cry'd out, Hold your Head a little more to 
the Left ; you hinder People from Sesing. Thofe 
on the leftífide frequently accofted him thus ; You 
- Sir, with the Cloak at Mid/ummer , Ítand more to 
the Right, if you pleafe. “Thus the poor Poet does 
not know which way to ftir; he Offends both the 
Right andLeft,and to content them both,ftands Side- 
ling, a very uneafy Pofture for a Man that is atten- 
tive: Yet he mult do it , there's ño other way for 
him to keep Friends with every Body ; and he thinks 
himfelf very happy if the People will be fo (atisfi- 
ed ; which it feems they are reflolwd not to be. For 
now his Hat is in their Light. Off it goes. ¡And not 
enough ftill, for fome one or other Complains his 
Hair is Troublefome, and hinders his Sight ; he 
ftraightway very obligingly puts it behind his Ears, 
- and Íaysto himfelf, Sure this will do or nothing, 
for they can't well have more of me. And yet 
Monfieur Author is miftaken; A merry Wight cries 
out from behind, What a Nofe that Fellow has, it 
may well hang in his own Light, when ic hangs in 
ours. The Poet nowin a rage had a great mind to 
be reveng'd, by blowing it upon him as he paíS'd by. 
"Tis true, his Nofe was fomething like the Gnomen 
of a Dial; and in the polture he ftood , fometimes 
looking on the Aétors, fometimes on the Audience, 
"is probable it might caft too much Shadow, and 
difpleafe fuch as are angry, if a Fly comes in their 
way.

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an Arch Wag obferving, bawY'd out, What a Nofe, 
good gods, wbat a Nofe the Man has. Upon this, 
all the Speétators gaz'd at him, feveral of "em cry'd, 
What a Nofe the Man bas got. The Cry lafted a 
quarter of an Hour, and the whole Play-houfe rung 
with, What a Nofe as there. “The Poet, as you may 
imagine, wou'd have been very glad if he had been 
out of their way : But all he could do, was to wrap 
his Nofe up in his Cloak, to put an end to the Hur- 
ly-burly, which highly enrag'd him ; and then he 
turn"d about and ítood like the reft in a natural Po- 
'Tture. He took his Hair from behind his Ears,clap'd 
his Haton his Head, and never minded whether his 
Hair,his Hat,or his Nofe Offended or not Offended; 
nor who would have him ftand Sideling, nor who 
would have him incline to the Right, nor who tothe 
Left : But lays he,Let every Man [ee as well as he can. 
This Compariflon, my Friend, is fomewhat long ; 
¡“tis an orginal Tale, and may direét you. The 
Application is eafily made. , 

To return to the Story. The Man's Nofe being 
¡under his Cloak, and no body: knowing him, he 
heard thofe about, argue differently'upon his Play ; 
¡and he had the pleafure to fee how Men lik'd it or 
'diflik'd it, according as it touch'd their feveral Hu- 
'mours or Interefts. If he had gone to have alter'd 
¡1t, and endeavour'd to have contented every one, 
¡he muft have written as many Plays as there are dif- 
¡ferent Charadters of Men. And *is the fame with 
me.

And as for you, my dear 
Companion, whom1 converfe with more freely,and 
whofe Patience 1 often put to the Proof, you know 
the Foible of thofe Men who have feen a great deal, 
is to tell long Stories, and abundance at once; their 
Heads being full of their Adventures; Therefore 
you will be the more eafily prevaild upon to pardo 
my Digreffions.

fer and without blame : Whereas he ought adi:

hear ¿ncognito what others fay of him ; *is Odds but 
all the Parts of the Piéture will not pleaíe him. 
What I lay, is no laughing Matter; and whoever 
will refleét on my Condition, the Miferies I have 
endurd, and thofe 1 may ftill endure by my wretch- 
ed Conduét, will have more reafon to tremble at 
the Misfortunes to which Mankind are expos'd, than 
to be merry with mine, or with thoíe Errors which 
I relate, and of which a Man refembling themfelves 
Was guilty.

When we fay fuch a one is a Great Man, we don't 
always mean that he isa Man of great Qualities 5 
theré ¡are Great Men" of all forts, and all forts of 
Greatnefs, and a Man may on this Account be as oft- 
en deceivd as in fome new Books which are print-= 
ed, and have nothing good but the Title.

We take it for granted that a great deal of Meri: 
and Virtue accompany great Titles, but we find our 
- felves almoft always miftaken; Experience at laft 

Ihews us that they, like the rareft Plants, have moft 
need of Culture. How many Lords are there in the 
World who want neither Power nor Riches, yet 
wanting good Qualities, their Riches and Power 
are of no Service to them, or rather worfe than 
none ? Since they only give them Opportunities to 
make themífelves ridiculous and contemptible. For 
the molt part they are no great Lovers of Men of 
Virtue, and feldom reward their moft faichful and 
ufeful Servants as they fhould ; but fuch Perfons as 
are ferviceable to them in their Pleafures, their 
Flatterers, Buffoons and Confidents are their chief Fa= 
ocurites; they confider that their good Servants,, 
when they have done their beft, have ftill done but 
their Duty; whereas the Perfons who contribute to: 
their Pleafures are, as they think, extreamly necef= 
fary, they cou'd not live without them, or not live: 
pleafantly, which is as bad as not living at all; and! 
cho” they pay them liberally, and are govern'd by: 
them in the difpofing of their Bounty to others, yet 
they ftill think they are oblig'd to them, and fhall! 
never get out of their Debt for the agreeable Serviz 
- ces they have done them. Thus the Greas are led! 

away 
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away for the moft part by rafcally and infamous 
"People, who: know their weak Sides, and have 
. Cunning enough to get in with them that way, 
What's worlt of all is, that many of thefe Grear Lords 

believe it does not become Men of their Birth to 
have lo much Virtue as others; they are fometimes 
afraid to fhew too much of it; and *tis matter of 

Pity that, inftead of walking in thofe Paths of Vir- 

tue, which truly and only render Men worthy of 
the Name of Great, they value themfelves on' the 

quite contrary Way of Life, and give themfelves 
over to the Conduét of bafe and lewd Wretches, 
who hang upon them to ruin 'em, and out of whole 

Hands they feldom get till they are entirely ruin'd, 

unleís “cis by a Miracle. Thence come thofe exceflive 

Expences, thofe dreadful and thoughtleís Prodiga- 

lities, that vain Magnificence, which coft lo dear at 

firft in Money, and at laft in Gonfufion, Sorrow 
and Repentance. : Aid Sra 
Ifa Man who has nothing "but Virtue and Merit 
to recommend him, addreíles himfelf to them, they 
will not deign to look upon him ; if any one fpeaks 
to them in his Behalf, they fhrug up their Shoulders, 
and ask »bhat he 5 good for? And indeed an Honeft 
Man is a very ufelefs Creature to fuch fort of Grert. 
Men; they muft have Perfons about 'em whofe In- 
clinations correlpond with their own; Backbirers 
are always welcome to. their Tables, as are the 
_boldeít Pretenders in all Arts and Sciences, the molt 
forward pulhing Fellows, who have, as they fay, 
leen every thing, and know every thing; Men 
skill'd in the Delicacies of Pleafure, who refine up- 
on the moft Debauch'd and Vicious, and are Ma- 
Tters in the wicked Arts of Lewdneís; chefe are rhe 
Men they favour, for whom their Hearts and Pus- 
des are always open. Thisis not for want of Dil- 
¡Sernment; they know very well what true Merit is, 
"but they follow cheir Inclinations, and nor their 
A QS RO Judg- 
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Judgments ; thefe Wretches are made more for their. 
Tafte, and others in their Opinion good for no- 
thing ; 'tis their want of Love to Virtue and virtu- 
ous Men. After all, as things ftand with them, I 
think they are in the right of it; they wou'd always 
appear what they are not, and not what they are; 
they muft be flatterd incellandly , and the leaft 
Truth which difcovers the Cheat, fhocks them ; in 
fuch Cafes they muít have Men of corrupt Prin- 
ciples about 'em whom they hire to praile them. 
And where is there a Man of Honour to be found 
who wowd make his Fortune on thofe Terms ?

The Bargain wowd be too dear for him; if he 
Shou'd happen to do it once, his Confcience wou'd 
check him, and he wou'd never do it a fecond 
time. 

1 won't condemn thofe Princes and Great Lords 
who keep Men about “em for their Diverfion, *tis 
fit they fhould have Men of all Profefioms, but fome 
of em are of fuch, that they are more a Shame than 
an Honour to them ;¿ and if Rogues are neceflary 
to them, as it happens fometimes and on certain 
Occafions, they fhou'd never make ufe of them but 
when they can't do without "em, and when an Ho- 
neft Man with all his Talents cowd not have done 
their Bufinefs. 1 know that they have had Fools, Fe- 
fiers and Bufoons, Time out of Mind; that the molt 
orderly Courts have been furnif'd wich “em, and 
that often they are the beft Connfellors; wherefore 1 
íhowd be in the wrong if I rail'd againtft the ufe of 
"em without Exception. They have faid fuch bold 
Truths, that the wifeft of Princes have profited by 
them, and not defpisd their Reproof or Counfel : 
When they are liberal to thefe forts of Domefticks, 
. who generally ars fatisfy'd wich a litelo, their Libe- 

| rality 
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rality is not 11l beftow'd. Kings and Princes, as well 
as other Men, have Riches given them only to 
make ufe of 'em when Occafion requires; the Art 
15, to know when they ule them to the purpofe and 
with Prudence: Icou'd give but too large an Ac- 
count of fuch Things as thele : 1 have ferv'd in the 
Capacity of a Buffoon, and to my Sorrow can Íay 
enough of that Matter by my own Experience, 
when Ilivd with the Spa:fh Ambaílador at Rome - 
in that Office, which is not the eañeít in the World, 
and which every Body is not capable of undertaking. 
No Man is a Buffoon by Choice, he muít be fo by 
Nature, and be born with the Talents neceílary for 
ic. And as there is nothing fo foolifh and ridiculous, 
and which one wou'd more avoiá, than a wretched 
Buffoon; lo to make a good oñe, the moft lively and 
fhining Wit is requifite, a Natural Impudence, and 
Wiídom and Judgment to tell a Tale, or crack a 
- Jeít a Propos. Itis allo needful that the Man who 
- aéts the Buffoon fhowWd know the Humour and Cha- 
raéter of the Períon he endeavours to divert, and 
the Character and Humour of him at whofe Expence 
he diverts him: Time and Place muft be always 
confiderd: He fhou'd be acquainted with the moft 
lecret Affairs, have a good Memory, and Boldneís 
evn to Impudence, to attack fome fort of Men 
- whom every Body elle worfhip, and who are never 
nam'd but with Refpeét. Belides all this, a certain 
particular Air is neceflary; he mufít be able to turn 
himfelf into a Thoufand different Poftures, have a 
great freedom of Speech, and his Tongue and 
Words muft never fail him. This Grimace and this 
particular Tone ars not to be learn'd in a Man's 
Life-time, if Nature has not given him a Genius for 
Buffoonry. -In a Word, all the Qualities of an Ex- 
cellent Comedian are requiíite for a good Buffoon; 
and that will.not do, if he has not belides a ready 
and a dextrous Hand. Extempore Jefts are the moft 
C3 difficult ; 
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difficult ; and the only way to put a Jefter by Trade 
outof Countenance, let him be never fo famous for 
his Knack at ic, is to bid him fay fomething prefent- 
ly and of£hand that fhall make you laugh, youll 
certainly find him at a lofs, and he will not know 
how to anfwer you. Thus Cifmeros, a famous Come- 
dian, talking one Day with his Companion /4oxca- 
mos about the King's having fent for them as the 
- Two moft Excellent Buffoons of their “Times, faid 
to him, 1 believe , Friend, it will not be amils if 
we furnil'd our felves with fome pretty Repartees 
and Jelts, that we may not be ata lofs when we 
come to Court, and lofe our Reputations; for as 
foon as we come there the King will certainly ask 
us whether we are Moncano's and Ci/mero's, you fhall 
anfwer yes; for Pll give you the Honour of fpeaking 
firft, as your Due, being the oldeft; :1f he fhoud 
then have a mind to try us, and command us to lay 
or do fomething to make him laugh, what fhall we 
fay to him 2 Say to him? Why, what fhou'd we fay, 
quoth Moncamos, but that our Pancake is not fryd 
yet? And Moncanos was in the right ont; he talk'd 
like one who underíftood his Bulineís, and knew a 
Man cou'd not make a Jeft in the twinkling of an 
Eye; it muít be the Effeét of Wit or Chance; a 
Man may be born a Bufoom, but he'll find it a hard 
Matter to be fo much a Maíter of his Mirth, that he 
íhall be able atany time uponDemand to make año- 
ther laugh; the more he defires to do it, fometimes 
the lefs able he £hall find himfelf. The motft eafy 
Way of fucceeding in this Prof£fiion being by Rail- 
ing, Slandering, Backbiting and Drolling upon Perfons; 
“it commonly makes thefe fort of Feffmongers many 
Enemies. can fpeak it by Experience, and have 
often fufferd a great deal for railing at others, and 
making the Company merry at their Expence; but 
I was young, and was hard put to it to geta Live- 
lihood, wherefore 1 am the more exculcable; l did

| papas by thisMeans that 1 in lome manner made 

k my Fortune in the Ambaflador's Service, that 
1 became his Confident, and did what 1 pleas'd in: his 
-Houfe, either brought Fair Weather there, or Foul, 
as the Humour took me : Every one who -ftcod:in 
need of him, found their neareft Way of coming. at 
him was by me : Thus] grewan Important Pesfon, 
and arriv'd at the Honour of being neceflary to Per- 
lons of greater Importance. Ioblig'd as many as 1 
could , that 1 might not raile Envy or Jealoufie by 
my Good Fortune. At that time 1 muft own 1 had 
a lore of Wit, with which my Lord Ambaílador was 
very well pleasd, and he lov?d extremely to chat 
wiírh me, but 1 did not always entertain him wich 
 Trifles. He did like a Skilful Gardner, who knows 
- What Flowers are proper for a Nofegay, and what 
for the Ornament of his Garden: He often enter d 
Into the Particulars of Certain Affairs with me, that 
he might go to the bottom of them, and to hear 
what People faid of him : 1 could tell bim as well as 
any body, becaufe 1 was always beating the Streets, 
and had my Ears open to every thing that. was 
faid of him; yet he did not content himfelf with 
my Relations only ;+ when the Matter was of Con- 
¿equence , and worth:the “Prouble, he had his Spies 
abour “Town, Inhabitants of the Place, fome of 
whom he gain d. by Prefents , others by Promifes; 
Tome by Good Oftices, others by Civility. : He invi- 
BD Cs ted 
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ted them to His Houfe, according as he had occafi- 
on of "em, entertain'd em either in publick or pri- 
vate, and got out of them whatever he had a mind 
to know. He did not do: like a Blockhead of a 
Minifter whom 1 knew, who valu'd himfelf fo much 
on his own Lights and Judgment, and was fo apt to 
iniftruft others, that he forbad every one his Houfe, 
even thofe that might have been ferviceable to him. 
Poor Fool! he had not learnt that there are certain 
Times when a Politician may profit himfelf of every 
thing, when the Meaneft Men may be ufeful to him; 
as Money is made of Eel-Skins : He fhould have ta- 
ken the Gold out of all the Mines he difcoverd; 
they lookt dark,andthat frighten'd him: Thothe more : 
precious the Oar, the darker always the Mine. He 
was afraid left they fhould have penetrated his Poli- 
ticks, and enter'd into his Secrets, he did not un- 
derftand the Art of hiding them, and penetrating 
thofé of another Man : He fet up for a very Cun- 
ning Minitter, when he fhould have return d to Sa- 
lamanca to have learnt his Trade. 
- My Mafter was by no means fuch a fort of a 
Man; every one was welcome to him, let him have 
as many Ears and Eyes as he would,and be of what- 
ever Nation; if he had a Tongue in his Head, and 
my Mafter could underftand it, he'd loon know the 
 Infide of him. Thus he inform d himfelf of every 
thing that was to his Purpoíe : He heard all Men, 
and follow'd the Advice of the moít Judicious, if his 
own Judgment approwd of it. He condelcended tó 
converfe with the moftOrdinary Tradefmen,and Me- 
chanicks, if he found they were Cunning, and Men 
of Intereft: With theíe he correfponded to find out 
the molt Secret Cabals; and not one of all his Houf2 
hold knew any thing of the Matter. When he was 
with other Minifters, he was a perfect Proteis, a Ca- 
meleon, which afíunYd all forts of Shapes, and fel- 
dom his Natural one: "Twas in vain for any of them 
de 
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to fife him ; when they thought they had come at 
his Defigns, they were a Hundred Leagues off of 
them : Sometimes he would be brisk, fometimes 
dull ¿ fometimes talkative, fometimes mute; fome- 
times proud¿ fometimes humble; fometimes quar- 
rellome, fometimes very loving; fometimes impati- 
ent, and fometimes patient, as he thought it for his 
Turn : In a Word, he was a Mafter Minifter, of a 
Profound Judgment, a Univerfal Knowledge, a Juft 
Difícernment, and a Charming Converfation. He 
lovd and cherifhd Honeft Men, and fervd them 
when they ftood in need of him, if it lay in his 
Power. He was a [worn Enemy to all Falle Mo- 
ney, as. well of the Body as of the Mind. But 
amidít all thefe Virtues and Good Qualities, he had 
his Foible, and that, as 1have told you elfewhere, 
was his Love of Women. He was lo amorous, that 
he often forgot “his Character; *twas his Failing , 
and the place by which we found that he was a 
Man as well as others. "Tis true, we were all born 
to love; there's no Man without his Weaknefs on 
¡that fide; but as for my Mafter, one would think 
that he had engrofs'd all the Weaknefs of Mankind 
in the Affair of Gallantry : It lookt the worfe in 
him, becaufe of his Publick and Exalted Station, 
which rendred his Faults the more vifible and re- 
=markable. Indeed after 1 came to him, though he 
was more faulty than ever, yet he threw a great 
part of the Blame upon me ; and 1 muft own , if 1 
¡ had been more unfortunate in my Services that way, 
| J believe he would have been more innocent. 1 did 
it out of Zeal to fhew my Gratitude for the Favours 
he beftow'd upon me; and to be plain with you, he 
was lo bad before 1 came to him, that there were 
no hopes of his Mending. If I kindled the Fire, 
the Matter was very well prepard for a Flame; 
therefore 1 ought not to have born lo much of the 
blame as 1 did : I was knowa all over the City of 
LN AA ; Rome, 
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Rome, as well acquainted at every Man's Houfe as! 
at “our own; and having a pretty good Voice, a 
tolerable Air in Dancing, 1 fet up for:a great Ma- 
fter of the Two Noble Sciences of' Singing and' 
Dancing , fo ufeful in all Good Governments : Y 
taught all the Ladies that would learn of me, for no- 
thing, and by that means, in a little while, 1 made: 
my felf as many Friends as there were Gallant Peo= 
ple in Rome. All the Fair Sex courted me on account: 
of my Dancing and Singing ; but Ifeldom oblig'd' 
any except they were youngand handíome: To thefe: 
J lung and danc'd eternally, and by that means inf- 
nuated my felf into their Confidence : I managd 
their Pleafures, ftudy'd their Weaknelles, fatter d' 
their Paflions, and in fhort , made my felf a very 
neceflary Perfon among them. 1 help'd them to: 
Ways to deceive their Husbands and Parents, and to: 
pleaíe others, efpecially my Mafter, whom l every ' 
Day inforn'd of the Difcoveries 1 made; and as, 
he lik'd or diflikd them, 1 chofe or refus'd the molt. 
Beautiful Women in Rome for his Diverfion. “Tis: 
true, confidering how apt: he was of himfelf to take. 
fire at the fight of a Pretty Woman, 'twas very un=' 
happy for him to light upon fuch a Servant as I, 
who fet him in a Flame, and increas'd his Irregula- 
rities, by the eafineís of his fatisfying his Loofe ' 
Defires. 1 was lo well known to be his Chief Mi. 
nifter «for Intrigues, that whenever 1 went to a 
Houfe, let it be whofe it would, 'twas immediately. 
fufpedted a Woman was in the Cafe, and that he 
fent me thither. This Sufpicion very often was in- 
jurious to People of the beft Fafhion's Houfes : Bue 
"twas not mine, nor my Mafter's Faule, lo much as 
thofe Husbands or Mothers», or other Heads of Fa= 
milies, who always made me welcome , for [ never 
came empty-handed, who were pleasd with my 
ConverÍation , and took delight to hear me tell 
them the News of the Town, true or: falle, Jer 
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moít Men.and Women love to hear: 1 began al- 
ways by finding out what Humour the Father and 
Mother of the Lady 1 aim'd at was of; and when I 
knew that, Imanag'd Matters fo, that Ifoon got 
into Credit with them; there was no fort of Com- 
placency which 1 had not for them, no Services 
that ] was not ready to do them , and 'twas very 
rare that did not gain my Ends : By this Means, 
in a litele time, 1 became Mafter of the Houfe, 
and they matter rd not what the World faid of it; 
they believ'd “twas outof Envy, and thought me a 
very pretty Fellow, very obliging , and one who 
would do no body.any harm. Thus Intereft de- 


lthemfelves to the Ruin of their own Reputation; 
land «a Venifon-Pafty , a Basket of Fruit, fome 
¡Boxes of Sweetmeats, Íome  Jeflemy Gloves, and 
lother little Prefents, given with a Grace and a Pro- 
ipos; have made my Way through Doors that have 
Ibeen the beft barracado'd of any in. Rome. Jn a 
¡Word, my Singing, Dancing, and the Monkey 
Tricks 1 play'd on thofe Occafions, in fpite of all 
the Scandal that was caft on. me, not only made me 
welcome where-ever 1 came , but were the occafi- 
¡on of my being courted by Perfons of the beft 


¡Quality s and only thofe whom 1 did not vifit, be-

caule 1 had no Bufineís with them, had any thing to 
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have made Immenfe Fortunes by it? Is it honoura- 
ble to Pimp for a King, and infamous to do it for: 
an Ambaffador ? And can the difference between: 
the Qualities of the Perfons make fo much between: 
the Nature of one Office and the other, as to ren- 
der the one meritorious, and the other deteftable ? 
Thofe that ferve Kings in this Capacity, are call'd' 
Favourites ; and thofe that ferve Lords, Confidents : Y 
ic was a Shameful thing to do it, fure Perlons of the 
Higheft Quality would not feek the Place with; 
fuch Care and Complaifance as we lee they daily 
do in moft Courts ; nor would they think themfelves: 
o happy and lo glorious when they attain that Polt: 
as they do. And if *tislawful and honourable in: 
them, why fhould it not be fo in me, when 1 ac-. 
quitted my felf in it with equal, or, perhaps, more: 
Dexterity and Succeís ? There is really no difference: 
between their Office and mine, let the Courtiers: 
lay what they pleafe: I have feen thofe that have: 
enjoy'd itin fome Courts, the moft refpeéted and' 
careís d of any about the Prince's Perfon, and even: 
envy'd by the greateft Lords there : I have feen: 
every Knee bow to them, that nothing has beem 
done without them, that there was no coming to: 
the Sovereign but by them, and that a Look or a; 
Nod from them has been thought enough to make: 
a Man happy. , Allow for the diftance between a; 
Prince, and an Ambaflador who reprefents a Prince,, 
1 was as much to be valu'd for my Services to his: 
Excellency, as they for theirs to his Majelty; I was. 
the fame Officer as they, only not fo proud, which: 
your Favourites are naturally ; ] was more modeft 
and obliging, and having more Prudence, got the 
Love of every body, inftead of purchafing the Ha-.

one Eye, was fparkifh and neat, and had Money 
in my Pocket, Slander prefently reported 1 was 
fomewhat of an Amphibious Nature ;

This 1 have heard , but defpisd as a Scandal which 
Envy had rais'd againft me ; though it muft be con- 
fefsd, that Vice has thrivd mightily in Italy fince the 
Cefars Days, who took particular delight in that 
deteftable Pleafure, too infamous and too obÍcene to: 
name : There's no need of going to Bithinia now, 
and learning it of Nicomedes, as fulims did, the Itali- 
ans are themíelves perfeét Matters of that Black Art; 
and have refin'd upon the Lewdneís of their Ance- 
ftors fo much, that there's no further Improvements 
to be made int ; yet they cannot have the Impu- 
dence to fay, 'tis not the moft Beaítly, Infamous 
and Unnatural Commerce in the World; which, if 
they were not Cbriffiams, is enough to raife Horror 
in the Minds of all Reafonable Creatures: Yet in 
Italy ”tis lookt upon to be no more than a Piccadillo,or 
rather a piece of Gallantry, which does not ill be- 
come a Gentleman ; the very Women make no 
fcruple of talking of it : 1 won't lay what Women, 
out of refpeét to the Sex in general; almoft all their 
Raillery, their beft Jefts, and mart Repartees tura 
upon this, and there is very little pleafant Com- 
verfation, as they call ic, without it. indeed never 
Infamy was lo well eftablifh'd any where as “is in 
this Country ; there is no Stranger, lec him be ne- 
ver fo much prepoflefs'd of this Cuftom, but if he has 
the leaít grain of Modelty,he'l blufh when he comes 
there, and be terribly furprizid at this Horrible Bru- 
Mo “However, as bad as Italy is, we muít not 
think chere is no Country belides guilty of the bi 
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Vice , the Coldeft Regions have been infeéted with 
ic; only the difference is, that the Difeafe in Italy 
is general, fcarce a Houfe but the Contagion has 
reach'd it; whereas in the Cold Climates 'tis par= 
ticular, and not lo foon difcoverd. If 1 was not 
afraid of fcandalizing the Reader, I could tell bin 
a great many Stories on this Subjedt; buta Man! 
muft have more Leifure and Inclination to do it 
than T have. Enough of thefe Fine Feeders, as they: 
termit, their Brutality being a Difh for a King: 
Much good may do them, we in Spain don't envy' 
them), and thank Heaven our Country, in this re- 
Ipeét, juftly pales for one of the moft inmocent in: 
the World. "Tis not the Virtue of the Climate fo 
much, as that of the Inhabitants, for Spain is as hot: 
as Italy. Y muft do my felf fo much Juftice, as to 
declare, Il always kept my felf a Spaniard in this: 
Point; and was never Ío fhock'd with any thing, as: 
to hear Women rally the Men freely on fo Filthy a 
Subjeét, which ftrikes Horror rather than provokes 
Mirth : *Tis what they fhould not have thought, 
much lefs have talk'd of. The Charge that was: 
brought againft me by fome on this Account, made: 
me lo mad, that 1 was fleveral times about to leave | 
my Mafter, withouttelling him of it; for 1 did not 
care to let him knew what the Town faid of him y 
Thofe who knew any thing of my Averfion to: 
this Brutality, laught at me, and what was very' 
ftrange, made a Jeft of my Simplicity, wondring' 
that 1 fhould be forry for a thing; which they thought” 
was an Honour to me : And one time when ]I was 
talking bittérly againtt this Vice, and railing at' 
thofe Seétaries and Hereticks in Love that follow'd' 
ic, to an Old Man whom ] thought 1 fhould oblige 
by it; Child, faid he, did you ever know what it 
is? Ll know it, 1'l die firft, reply'd 1 fharply 
You Fool you, quoth the Old Fellow, “tis not the

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art of a Wife Man to condemn any thing before 
E knows it-: He faid no more, and 1 did not care 
to continue the Difcourfe. I was very much fur- 
prizd when a Man in Years, and whom 1 took for 
a Saint, talk'd after that rate ; Ifound he was not 
2 proper Perfon for me to apply to, if [would be 
confirm'd in my Hatred to chis Sin ; at laft I us'd 
my felf to the Difcouríe by degrees, and in the 
end look'd upon't only as the Gallantry of the Place; 
l could hear People rally on it without offence, 
as long as they did it only to divert me,' which Í 
thought they would not do, unicís they had a value 
for me. The lralians, and the Romans efpeciall y, 
lays a Grave Old Man'to me one day, fecing 1 
was lomewhat out of Countenance at fuch Conver- 
lation, thank Heaven, know: what Delicacy is as 
well asothers: They do nothing without Confi- 
deration 3 and this Pleafure , or this Vice, call ie 
which you pleafe, for at the end of the Accóunt 
¡all Pleafures are Vices, isas old as theirCity. They 
will not reform out of Love to you; they are curi- 
¡0us, would try all things; and perhaps you may try 
as well as others; if you do, take my Word fort, 
you will not leave it as foon as you think for; and 
for this Reafon too, that Chi a bene mon fi icove. 
The Reafoning of this Philofopher, and of fome 
¡ocher fuch Sages, gave me as much Horror of their 
Philofophy, as of their Aftions. Enoueh of this, 
land, it may be , too much ; let's proceed to fome-

Of Deceit y and the feveral Ways of Cheating iñ 


the World, 


HE more a Man knows of the World, the 
more he defpifes it: Say and do what you 


will, "is full of nothing elfe but Lies and Cheats 
in all Places, and in all Things. We all know and 


experience this Truth , and condemn our felves 
when we condemn others: We can find fomething. 
or other blameable in every body but eur felves, 
which is the greateft Fault we are guilty of. We 


pare our felves, and will not fo much as be at the 


painsto examine and fee if we have any Faults or. 
not; we take it for granted we have none, and 
fhould not be at all pleas'd if we fearcH'd farther into 
the Matter. All our Employment is to examine others; 
and difcover Imperfeétions in them, which we flat= 
ter our Íelveswe are exempted from. If it happens 
that any of us are fo juft to our felves , as to be-. 


lieve we are not without Infirmities, we fancy we 


have a particular Art in concealing them fo well, 
that no body elíe perceives them ; and the moft 
Cunning Perfons give moft into chis Hlufñion: More 


or leís we all endeavour to hide our felves , and des 


ceive others. We don't ftrive to become virtuous, 
that's too hard Work, but we all would appear fo ¿ 


end thus it will be to the End of the World. *Tis 
not fair that we fhould require all Minkind to be 


blind out of Complaiflance to us,or think theyare fo. 
The beft of our Friends would not be welcome, if. 


he fhould once tell us, that we cannot deceive him, 


and that he knows us to be what really we are 3 


This 
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“This would be fuch a piece of Indecency, as we: 
da never pardon in any Mán ; the Infection 
ipreads lo far, and is fo general, that .even things 
inanimate are touch'd with it. Trees and Plants 
deceive Mens Hopes in promifing is abundance of 
Fruit, by the quantity of Bloffoms which we fee ini 
the Spring; and in Autumn we firid they all come 
to nothing : Even Stones, though they are Stones;. 
and cannot think, yet they impofe upon us as much 
by their Brightneís and Colour; we believe they are 
fine Stones,when often theyowe all their BriMimt and 
Beauty to the Art of Men, Conjunátures, Appear- 
ances, Taftes, and above all, the beft-concerted 
Meafures, every thing deceives and feduces us, and 
there's nothing in the World but what, as 1 have 
faid before, is falle and deceitful. | 
. However, though the Ways of Deceiving are in- 
“finite, there is a certain Doctor of the Schools,whom. * 
Tor once we will follow out of Complacency,that has 
teduc'd them to Four only : The firlt, fays he, is 
when the Cheat fucceeds in his Cheating; as it 
happen'd to a certain Student of Alcala de Henare 0 
who, Enffer drawing nigh, and he not baving 4 
Penny in his Pocket, thought he fhould país the 
Holidays very uncomfortably, unleís he contrivd 
2 Way to get a Supply : It came into his Head to 
rob an Old Scoundrels Hen-Houfe that was not 
far off, in which a Dozen of good Hens usd to 
rooft at Night, and furnif'd the Old Fellow with 
Eggs all the Year round, though he feldom gave*em 
any thing to ear but what they pickd up in the 
Streets, where they rambled about from Morning 
to Night. The Student coming to this Unlucky 
Refolution with: refpeét to the Old Man, and not. 
ing able to execute ic but in the Night-time, ima- 
gin d chat he fhould be dilturb'd by him in bis Ar-

Adions, when Fellows fhew Tricks of Legerde- 
main, where the Deceptio Vi/us pleafes by the Surprize 
we are in, at the Dexterity of the Perfon that fhews 
us his Tricks, and who injurés Ór hurts no-Body 
by it. | 

“The fourth Way of deceiving is, when the Decei- 
ver is caught in his own Snare, and finds he has to 
do with one that's cunninger than himfelf; as it hap- 
pen'd to a Great Prince in ltaly, and, as "is faid, to 
Auguftus alío. This Prince having fent for a Poet, 
and entertaind him in his Service, he at firít was 
very generous to him, and highly rewarded him ; 


but in the end growing weary of his Generofity, he 


wanted handfomely to rid his Hands of him; the 


Way he thought of was this: When the Poet came 


next to bring him his rhiming Compliment, he got a 


Paper of Verfes ready, being himfelf a Retainer to

traordinary manner, puts his Hand into his Pocket 
and pulPd out a fair Crown-piece, which he ([lipt 


into the Prince's Hand, faying, Good Wits always 
deflerve Encouragement; he then made a very low 
Bow and retired, leaving his" Highneís in fome 
fort of Confufion, to be trick'd by one whom he 


intended to trick himfelf. This Tale has been told

"There are feveral other forts of Turns of Wit and 
Malice that are common in the World, moft of 
which are good for'nothing, and yet they render a 
Man contemprible to all Men of Honour, who love 
Plainneís and Sincerity. Thofe Adventurers who 
travel from one Country into another under bor- 
rowd Names and Titles, which do not belong to 
“em, cheating every Body they have to do with, 
fupport themfelves by Turns of Wit; tho” we muft 
confeís, their Foreheads are of more Service to "em 
than their Brains. They enter boldly into all forts 
of Places, thruít their Nofes into all Companies, 
fcrape Acquaintance with People of the higheít 
Quality, and vanifh on a fudden with the Mercers 
Cloaths and the Bankers Money ; theíe are not :

and with a Delign never to pay a Farthing, nay, 
when they know they never can pav?

He then re- 
turn'd to the Company, and I rejoyc'd to lee him,

étions, and dy'd with Impatience to fee her, that 
he might judge of thar himíelf. He had little Know-* 
ledge of Count Gabriel, whom he had only feen 
twice or thrice at the French Ambaflador's, whofe ' 
intimate Friend he was, He went to vifit that Mi-. 
nifter in hopes of meeting with the Count, and in-. 
deed he met him as he expeéted. Count Gabriel was. 
a very gallant Man, courteous and obliging, a Lo-. 
ver of Men of Wit; a Wit himfelf, and one who 
was far from giving any Gentleman much Trouble:

me; and laying it, he pul'd out the precious Muff;. 


adding, Come, Madam, you need not fear my.

- The Counteís at thefe Words reluming her grave 
Airs, and looking on the Muff, reply'd, "Tis truey 
that Mujff belongs to me, and was ftoll n from me 
at Church:3 or 4 Days.ago. But what do you mean 
“by your Difcretion, and your keeping a Lady's Se-

“crets? The Conference, in all Probabitity, wou'd 

have ended very difagrecably; and my Mafter found 

himfelf very much embarrafsd with 10; when the 

Count and the French Ambaflador, thinking 'twas 

not good Manners to leave my Mafter by himfelf 

with the Counteís fo long, return d into the Room 

where they left them; and the Count having ex- 
cus'd their Abíence in a few Words, the Converfa: 

The Lady took ño no- 
tice of what had paít, tho' fhe was not very well fal 
tisfy'd with the fhort Dialogue between my Maíter 
and her. She wanted to know: the meaning'of my 
Mafter's Difcourfe, imagining there was fome In- 
trigue at the bottom, and that 'twoud not be for 
her Reputation to leave him in the Dark about it.

lin his Attacks ar firlt. The French Ambaflador, my | 
¡'Malter, the Count and Counteís, having taken 
Xi E 4 Leave 
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Leave of each other, went to their feveral Apart 
ments and Houfes. My Mafter being oblig'd to 
make an Entertainment on a Day of publick Re- 
- Joycing, took hold of that Opportunity to invite 
the Ladies, that the Countefs might come with the 
reft, She wou'd have excusd her felf, had fhe :not 
had a great mind to finifh the. Conference he had 
with her ac her own Houfe, and to that end he paít 
over all her Scruples and came to ours, with an In- 
tention to come. to an Eclairciffiment with my Malter 
about it. He did his utmoft to fhew his Refpeét to 
her, and paid her extraordinary Honours; and tho' 
there were feveral Ladies of as good Quality, and 
ome better, as Princefles, yet he was more obfervant 
to her than to any of them. However, her Reputa- 
tion for Virtue was fo well eftablifH'd, chat what he 
did cou'd not hurt it, notwithítanding they faw he 
gave her the Preference. My Matter cou'd not help 
accofting her in the ruiddle of the Featt, and the 
Diverfions he had provided for his Guefts. He talkd

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any in the World. 1 permit you with all my Heart, 
reply'd She, with a forc'd Smile, provided you agree 
that we ask the Confent of the Count my Husband. 
My Malfter fmiling, ask'd her if fhe always follow'd 
that Method, and never did any thing without his 
Order? She anfwer'd very refolutely, Yes, my Lord; 
and added further, fhe had never any need of asking 
his Confent, for never Man before was fo bold as 
to put her to the Queítion. Then 1 am the firít, faid 
he, Madam, and it belongs to you to do as you 
think fit. The Matter went ro further at that time ; 
and notwithítanding all the Counteís had faid, my 
Malter was not yet undeceiv'd. He took it all for 
Grimace, which only confirm'd him in his wonted 
Belief concerning Women; that in the Affair of 
Love they know a great deal more than Men, and 
always make Fools of them. His Friendfhip with the 
Count grew more and more evry Day; they vili- 
ted one another often, and that gave my Malfter 
frequent Opportunities of feeing the Countefs. She 
at lalt grew weary of his Vifits and amorous Flights, 
and relolv'd to break off Converfation with a Man 
of his Principles; wherefore fhe avoided the Sight 
of him for a time.

find wich his Perfon reply'd the Counteís ; with his

lays the Count a little warmly, what's this Difcourfe: 
of his which fo offends you? 1I can't repeat it, faid!

Ship, and fuch fort of Stuff, which renders his Com=- 
pany very tirelome to me. ]s that all, quoth her: 
Husband fmiling ? Indeed, Madam, 1 had need' 
know you very well, to believe you are fincere in 
making Scruples of what:other Women are lo well!

Come to Dinner, come, Madam, Monfieur the: 


Ambaflador is a profef'd Gallant Man, you are a;

. civil to you, if he did not talk to you as he does to' 
Other Ladies; he believes you are of the fame: 


Make; hear him, and laugh ar him; for to take: 
what he fays in jelt, in earneft, is worfe chan if you: 
heard him with Pleafure. He is my Friend, I love 
his Company, and wow'd not fall out with him for: 
fo ímall a Matter as this, that wouwd: make us the: 
Talk of the whole Town. Live on as you have hi- 
therto done ; your Reputation is fafe, a 
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Ambaffador can't hurt ir, as long as you give him 
ño more Reafon than to hear and laugh at his Gal- 
lantry. You know I am as much concern'd in this 
Matter as your felf, and if there was any thing bad 
in it, you may be fure I wowd not fuffer ic. Laugh 
once more at him, if he talks to you again after the 
fame rate; 'tis the belt Couríe you can take both for 
my Credit and yours. Dinner ftays for you ; carry 
your felf more gayly now than you usd to do; you'll 
oblige me by it. After all this fage Advice, which 
few Italian Husbands cou'd have giv'n their Wives, 
the Count, who did not however know his Lady's 
Humour, perfeátly prevail'd with her to dine with 
them. He went before, and the Counteís follow*d 
him a Minute or Two afterwards. Her Husband 
told my Mafter that his" Wife had the Head-ach, but 
however fhe wouw'd come and eat a bic with "em. 
Accordingly fhe came, and look'4 frefher and fairer 
than ever, having nothing like a fick Woman in her 
Countenance. My Matter perceiving it, prefently 
gueís'd that there was fomething elfe in the Bufineís, 
for he was no Fool, yet took no notice of it.

ble; this Alteration, revivd his Hopes, which were 

dying before, and embolden'd him in his renewing 

his Attacks. This Converfation lafted fome time; 

the Lady all that while put a Conftraint on her (elf; 

was very complaifane, laugh'd and banter'd as well 
as Íhe cou'd, for *twas all forcd; and my Malter,. 
deceivwd by this Appearance of a Change, grew 

more in Love than ever. He ventur'd evn to write 

to her; fhe receivd the Letters, but returnd no An- 

Íwer. - However, my Mafter was not difcouragd ; 
that went for nothing with lo amorous a Man as he: 
was; and no Man cou'd be more, efpecially fince:

worft Conftruétion upon all her Actions; tvn her: 
Severity paft for Tenderneís; and he fupposd that:

clination. Notwithftanding what my Mafter was 
pleas'd to think of her, the Counteís was a Miracle: 
of a Woman, and far from taking Delight in thofe: 
Things with which other Women are lo much de=. 
lighted. She grew heartily weary of my Malter's: 
Importunity ; fhe.cou'd not bring her felf to aét the. 
Part her Husband wowd have her any longer. She 

complain'd of the Aimbaílador's teazing. her to the: 
Count, and he always made a Jeít of it ; wherefore 
he relolv'd to rid her felf of this impertinent Affair: 
without his Help; and fhe took this way of doing 
1t. | >

HE Counteís began, as 1 have faid, to carry 
her felf more civilly to my Mafter chan at firft, 
and obferving the Fire kindled at ic, he was ftill 
more civil, chat it might break out into an open 
Flame. A Woman that pleafes one naturally, need 
not be at much Pains to pleafe more; and fhe led 
my Mafter along lo by degrees, chat at laft he be- 
lievd fhe really lovd him. My Misfortune was, 
that being one of the Inftruments of this Amour, 
and one that was troublefome to her in it, fhe ré- 
folvd that I fhowd alío fhare in che Trick fhe' 1n- 
tended to play us. *Twas always our Way when my 
¡Mafter carry d on an amorous Intrigue 1 any 
'Houfe, 1 generally had one of the fame Nature in 
it, either with the Waiting-maid, Chamber-matd, 
¡Tire-woman, or one Female Servant or another; 
land this Pradtice was Óf great ufe to us in our De- 
figns ; *twas commonly my Poft to open the Scene 
by it, before he appear*d, which made his Way the 
¡Ímoother to the Miftrefs. 1 did not fail taking the 
¡fame Method at Count Gabriels, where 1 cat my 
Eye on a pretty Brown Girl, my Lady's Waiting- 
¡Woman, of a lively merry Humour, who feem'd to 
¡fit my Purpofe, for fhe was always talking; and 
"ewas fuch an Inftroment 1 wanted, to know how 
¡Things paft in the Family, for or againtt us. 1 found 
¡her ac firft as Coy as her Miltre[s; one wou'd have 
thought all the Females in the Counts Houfe had 
been fuckled by Tygrefíes. My Lady's Example 
was the Occafion of ic, as that of Gallant Miftrefies 
lis apt to fpoil the difcrecrett Waiting-women a e 
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World. I was not difhearten'd any more than my: 
Maíter at the Damlfel's Cruelty; I knew how to: 
bring her to Reafon, and tame her; a few fmall' 
- ¿Prefents made us good Friends, and from a Tygrels 
The became as mild as a Lamb; but I cowd not get 
much out of her that related to her Miftreís, of 
whom fhe told me nothing that look'd like a Wo- 
man of Intrigue, for which we took her. 1 found 
fhe cou'd not do us much Service in the Mattery 
for in fhort the Counteís had refolv'd to divert her 
felf at our Expence, and my roguith Girl was in 
the Secret; fhe inform'd me, like a falle Jade, that 
fhe began to perceive her Endeavours to ferve my: 
Lord Ambaflador had not been unfuccefsful, and 
that the Counteís lik'd him better and better ev'ry: 
Day. This you may imagine was joyful News t0' 
me ; I acquainted my Mafter with it, expecting he: 
wou'd be in an Extafy when he heard it; and he: 
eafily enough gave Credit to my Report, becaulg: 
it agreed with the Part the Counteís had for fome' 
time adted of an obliging Perfon ; it being alfo na= 
tural for People to believe what they defire fhow'd' 
be true. Thus he footh'd his Paflion till he was all! 
of a Flame. The Counteís's- feeming Compliance; 
and her Woman's Reports, made him no longér: 
doubt of the Reality of his good Fortune, and he' 
began to. preís her to give him fome Proofs of her: 
Love. She did not furrender at the firft Summons3 
that might have caus'd Sufpicions of her Sincerity, 
confidering the Charaéter of the Woman ; fhe did: 
like fome weak Garifons, who not being in a Con 
dition to defend themfelves, will, for their Honour' 
fake, fee fome Cannon fird againft them before: 
they yield up the Places. “This amorous Capitulation: 
lafted Eight Days, and at the end of that Term Í' 
carry'd my Maíter the Articles my felf, which were, 
That he fhow'd come a litele before Midnight, when: 
the Count was abed and aíleep, to the Countels's' 
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Houfe, where, upon a Signal agreed on to be givn, 
the Door was to be open'd. No-body but the Wait- 
ing-maid knew any thing of the Affair, fhe promis'd 
to come to the Door at the Hour appointed, to lead 
us to an inner Court,to which the Counteís's Cham- 
ber look'd ; there we were to find a Ladder of an 
exact Height, by which my Mafter was to mount 
up to her Clofet, where fhe faid fhe wou'd expeét 
him with a Candle. This was a very pretty Adven- 
ture for a Perfon of a Publick Charaéter ; but the 
wicked Girl had Ío reprelented the Matter to me, 
thac I thought there was not the leaft Danger in the 
World ; (he told me the Count had a feparate Apart- 
ment at a Diftance from his Lady's; that all the Do- 
melticks wouw'd then be afleep, and in a word, that 
her Miftreís wowd have the Aflignation no where 
but there, where her Reputation wou'd not be ex- 
posd.

to a Wedding, and indeed we thought 'twas to 
lomething very much like it. We were both, wrap- 
ped up in our fhort Cloaks, and 'ewas well.we had 
them to put on, for it rain'd a Storm, which 1 took 
for an ill Omen. We march'd along very privately 
to the Counteís's, where, when we arriv'd, we gave 
the Signal, but there was no great Hate made:to 
let us inz which 1 took to be done out of .«Malice, 
becaule it rain"d. We ftay'd there a good while, it 
raind ftill; and belides that we were in the-middle 
of che Street, our Affairs were very prefling, and 
.requird fpeedy Admittance. We renew'd. our Sig- 
nal again and again, and at laft we heard a Noile 
at the Door, which was open'd to us a Moment .af- 
terwards by the traiterous Wench that waited on 
the Counteís, She made us 2 or 3 rafcally Compli- 
ments 
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ments for letting us ftay fo long in the Rain; fhe 
had no Candle, and we card as little for Light as 
fhe did; there's certain Affairs that don't ftand in! 
need of it, and ours was of that kind. She gave me: 
her Hand to conduét me along, becaufe fhe cou'd' 
be familiar with me; 1 led my Lord Ambafflador, 
fo we marcH'd Tail to Tail very fofely, for fear of 
“being heard; fhe carry'd us thro” feveral Lodgings, 
up feveral pair of Stairs, and down others, till we: 
came to the inner Court, where, as fhe promis'd' 
us, we law the Lady's Clofet very well illuminated,. 
and all the reít of her Apartment in the dark; with- 
out that Light we cowd hardly fee one another,. 
and with it not very well. 1Task'd of che Girl with 

a low Voice where the Ladder was, and fhe put: 
my Hand upon it as it lay along on the Ground; 
1 raisd it up, and planted it exactly againít the 

Clofet Window ; after which my Malter gave me: 
his Cloak and mounted tt. The Wench feeing he. 
was upon it took me by the Hand and whifper'd, 

Come, let's leave your Mafter to: my Lady, and 

you and I go and chat together. 1 had as good a 
Mind to withdraw with her as fhe; and not belie- 
ving the Ambaflador had any further Occafion of | 
my Service at that time, 1 did not give her much 
“Trouble to hale me after her. We «went back into: 
the Houfe by the fame Door we came out at, which 
She lock'd after her, for fear, laid fhe, any of the 
Servants might have the Curiofity to come that. 
Way. We grop'd our Way Hand in Hand thro' fe- 
veral Apartments, till, as I guefsd by the Smell, 
we came to the Kitchin; we cowd fee nothing, the 
topend a little Door, and faid, go in, 'tis my Cham- 
ber, fear nothing, you'll find-a Bed at the further 
end of it, lye down till l come again, T'll go into 
the Kitchin and light a Candle, and come to you 
»immediately ; fhe fpoke fo naturally and chearfully, 
that I did not fufpect her Sincerity, neither q, | 
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the molt difident Man upon Earth have fufpedted 
her. I went in, and walk'd up towards this happy 
Bed; Ihad not ftéppd far before 1 came to one, 
lay down upon it, and funk in much farrher than 1 
had a Mind to do; forin fhort 'vwas a common 
Sink, cover'd with an old Rug, into which. all the 
Filth and Garbage of the Kitchen was thrown. Ne= 
ver Man was lo frighten'd as 1; I gave my felf over 
for a loft Man, and never expected to get out again; 
as good Luck woud have it, "twas not above 
Knee-deep, but it ftunk like a Butchers Slaughter= 
Houfe ; and my Mafter's fine Cloak as well as mine 
had a good fhare of it; for having both on my Arm 
T fell in with them, and they both funk down under 
me to tbe botrom., 1 faw well enough *'twas a Trick 
which that little Slut had play'd me, but did not 
gueís what Realon fhe had to :ufe me fo fcurvily. 
T then began to be very apprehenfive of my Mafter's 
Fate, for fuch a Treatment.as mine cowd prophefy 
no Good by him. However, “1 was too much con- 
cernd at my own Misfortunes to refleét long upon 
his. 1 did not think it proper to go on farcher, left 
I fhowd meet with fomething worfe, and link down 
deeper in the Naftineís chat furrounded me; Í ftep- 
ped,back 2 or 3 Steps, and reachíd the Door by 
which 1 enterd' the Sink, but 1 found the Jade had 
lock'd it upon me. 1 cou'd nor tell now what to do ; 
to make a Noife and wake the Dogs and Servants 
might be of dangeroús Confeguence; to ftay there 
all Night was next to hanging; and twas now char 
I heartily wifh'd Love and Lovers to the Devil. 1 
was in Defpair, and cou'd not fupport my felf under 
my Misfortunes; at laft 1 took Courage, and fxid 
thus to my felf; "Tis on fuchOccafions as thele that 
a brave Fellow, as thou árt, hhoud fhew thar he is 
above the Strokes of 1ll Fortune, dnd make ufe of 
his Wit to extricate himfelf out of them. Thefe Mo- 
ral Refleétions having givn me a little Courage, 16 
sá Yol. IL F came. 
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came into my Head that this Sink muft have more: 
Ways out of ic than one, .for 1 felt the Air come in 
at more than one place; Ibelievd therefore there: 
muít be fome other Door to it which led into ano-. 
ther Court, from whence the Wind came; all the. 
Difficulty was to find it; for 1 coud fee no more 
than if [ had been in an Oven, and I was afraid of. 
diving farther into the Fileh if I ftepp'd one way or 
tother. At laft 1 refolwd to wade thro' it, and 
march'd along by the Wall, treading very leifurely 
one Foot after another to found the place, and try 
how far 'twas to the bottom. This Method fucceed- 
ed, for 1 had not ftepp'd many Steps before I came. 
to the wifhk'd-for Door, which led out of that nafty 
Jakes to a Court, and by good Luck was only 
latch'd; 'twas rather a Hole than a Door, and che ' 
Servants usd to throw out all the Filth and Ordure 
of the Kitchin at it. I did not mind whether 'twas a.

Voice, that Í cowd nor imagine "twas my Matter; 
et I ftopp'd, to try if 1 cou'd hear, it call again, 
not daring_ tó aníwer. He cal*d me again, and ob- 
ferving chat 1 flay'd to hearken to him, he cryd, 
Dear Guzman, Is 1t thou ? 1 had, put my good Lord 
into a Fright, as well as he had done me, and 
he trembled every. whit as much as 1, and truly not 
without Reafón, Yes, my Lord, “vis L, quoth his 
moít obfequious Servant, 1 did:nor think you were 
there ; the very fame, reply'd my Malter ighing; 
to my Mistortune; we are berray'd, Whence camÍÉ 
MS + Cannot we get out into che Streec by the 

lay thou cam ft hither? No, my Lord, aníwer d 
L Care is taken for that, every thing is, faft lockd; 
and I came out of a:place thac you may fmell, ant 
leales, your Honoúr,. if you cant fee, Yes, -fays his 
Xcellency, thou do ft ftink abominably. For Gud 
KC, Guzman, think of fome: means or other to 
ke our Way into the Street, for 1 had rather lola 


my Life chan fláy to be affronted, as 1 expect [ 
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fhall be, and as my Folly deferves. My Lord, faid. 


L, fince 1 have frequented this Houfe 1 have oblerv'd 


molt of the Paílages to it, and particularly this ' 


Court-yard, tho' *tis the innermolt; to the beft of 


my Remembrance the Stables and Coach-houfes are 


at the farther end of it; if fo, one may eafily get 


off by help of this Ladder, which we may plant 
againtt the Wall of the Coach-houfe, mount it, fix 
it there, and flide down by it into a By-Street, which 
I know the Stables and Coach-houfes open to. My 
good Lord was as well pleasd with this Advice, as 
if I had reftord him to Life from the Dead, fo im- 
patient was he to deliver himfelf out of this cursd' 
Adventure, and out of the Houfe of a Períon who 
had play'd him fuch a Trick, and intended him 
ftill worfe Play. He took the Ladder himfelf, put ít 
to the Wall of the Coach-houfe, and fearch'd with 
his Eyes and Hands to try whether what 1 told him 
was true. 1 got up the Ladder after him, and con- 
vinc'd him that 1 was in the right of 1; lo down 
we both got, by the help of the Ladder, on the other 
fide into the By-Street, and then we drew the Ma- 
chine a litcle Way off, that it might not give Occa- 
fion to People to talk or think upon what «might 
have happen'd.

Man who had juft Reafon to complain of hím, and: 
had both Right and Power to be cruelly reveng'd' 
on him. He now breatH'd freely, and was his own: 
Man again; yet he faid never a Word of his Recep= 
tion till we came Home; where he told me, that as 
foon as he came to the Window, which he fcratch'd: 
twice or thrice, as had been concerted before, hé 
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heard a Noife, and the Window open at the fame 
time ; but, to his Mortal Aftonifhment and Surprize, 
found the Count there, inítead of the Counte(fs, 
Her Husband had a Lamp in his Hand, which he 
held up to my Mafter's Face, that he might not 
miftake him: How, Monfieur Ambaflador, fays he, 
does it become a Man of your Charaéter to break 
into Peoples Houfes thus, like a Robber, at this 
time of Night, efpecially a Friend's Houfe, which 
is always open to you by Night and by Day ? He 
did not hear, a Word more ; and how he came down 
the Ladder again he cou'd not tell; he expeted 
to be affaulted every Minute. And when 1 came 
out of my Hole, he faid 'twas well 1 did not come 
up near him; for taking me for one of the Count's 
Valets whom he had fent to aflaflinate him, he had 
certainly ftabb'd me to the Heart wich his Dagger, 
which he had drawn on purpofe. But when he law 
me grope about like one who was a Stranger in the 
place, he fupposd 'twas 1. We then confider”d who 
it íhouw'd be that had betray'd us; he imputed it to 
one of the Count's Domefticks. And tho' 1 had been 
lervd fo unworthily alfo, he wow'd not believe the 
Counteís had any hand init; fo blind are Lovers 
when their Lady's Conftancy is in difpute, and fo 
loth to believe they are jilted by a Perfon they 
love. I wou'd not offend him, by contradiéting him, 
and telling him what 1 thought of the Bufinefs. 1 
help'd undreís him, and put him to Bed, which he 
Ítood more in need of than of a Miftreís, for he 
was very faint, and look'd as pale as Death; fo I 
left him to his Reft, if 'twas poflible for a Man to 
reft after fuch a wicked Nights Work. 

Next Morning, before 1 was up, 1 fpy'd the - 
Counteíss Page coming into my Chamber; 1 had 
already fcrap'd an Acquaintance wich him, in our 
Vifits to the Count and Counteís, and engag'd him

dey !. Whats the. Martes now, Madam, quoth he 2: 
Ong wou d think indeed that you expeét a Gallant 
to Nigbr ;, you have:hit right; reply d the Lady, I 
o.Expeét one, .and a very tender one too, Me) 
thinks.» :fays che Count, wich che fame gay Air, 
. the, Afíignation Hour is paft, and wich your pre-' 
tended Gellant's Leave 1 fhall make bold to go to 
Bed5 ¿25 for the Hour, reply'd his Wife; I am not' 
yet: very: well acquainted wich chefe things, but! 
Í how a. chink Midnight is the belt Time for it: 
Andas to going to Bed, you Y difpenfe wich me,' 
hope, for this Night 3,1 have givín my Word, and: 
Yau area. Man of lo much Complaiflance for your: 
Eriend,' that 1 am fure you will not let me break ¡tz! 
One Night will make no Difference between you! 
and L, when a Friend is in the Cafe. The Count,: 
who ¡had not often feen his Wife im fuch a merry. 
Humour, wonder d more and more at the Airs he. 
gave ber felf; neverthelefs he cou'd not help laugh-' 
ing, and then he continu'd the Dialogue sha IT 
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fee you are in a rallying Vein, Madam; I, Sir, faid 
he, you fhall fee in a Moment or “Two that 
T am in good earneft; don't you trouble your fe!f 
about it, go to Bed, and let me alone with my Lo- 
ver, without difturbing us; we will not, 11 war- 
rant you, difturb you; for the Gallant Il expeát does 
not intend to come the common Way, but there, 
_Ihe added pointing to the Window, like a trne Ro- 
mantick Lover, as indeed he is. The Count ftar'd 
upon her, and all [he f1id was a Riddle to him; 
which fhe obferving , kept on with her Story, 
and faid Ímiling, Why are you furpriz'd, Sir? Ion- 
y follow your Orders, or at leaft your Inftruétions; 
have been as Complaifant as you wou'd have me ; 
an Hour of private Conference was ask'd, 1 was 
very much prelsd to grant it, and couw'd not, you 
know, handlomely refuíe it ; but 1 gave the Perfon 
timely Warning char 1 wou'd tell you of it, and 
have your Confent, without which 1 cou'd go no 
farther ; you fee I do it, and 1 think there is no 
more to be defird of me. The Count, who all this 
while thought her in jelt, was about to anfwer her 
¡in the fame Language, when the Jade of a Waiting- 
maid came to tell her that 3 or 4 Signals had alrea- * 
dy been givn, and to know if fhe fhou'd open the 
Door; yes, reply'd the Counteís, go, go. What's 
this, fays the Count? What does fhe mean by her 
¡Signals ? Nothing, Sir, notbing, reply'd the Coun- 
iteís, but that the Lover is come, and wants Admit- 
itance. And are you in earneft, Madam, fays her 
¡Husband ? For l fhoud think my felf the greateít 
¡Fool in the World if 1 cow'd believe you to be fo 
¡foolifh as you make your felf. In what am 1 fo fool- 
¡ih, fays (he? Have I done any thing that has not 
¡been by your Order? See there, fhe added, and 
¡gave him one ofmy Mafter's Letters,if one muft not 
have a Heart of Stone to refift fuch a tender Billet ; 
¡T'receiv'd it this Morning, and have a Dozen in the 
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fame Stile on the fame Subjeét. But let us be gone, 
faid fhe, riling up, nothing is more impertinent to 
People who have a right Underftanding than the 
Prefence of a Husband. The Count took the Billec, 
and prefently knew the Hand, having often feen 
my Malfter'ss Writing in Letters to him, and other- 
wife. He follow'd the Countefs out of the Clofet, 
and cafting his Eyes on the Billet read as follows. 
10d! Ea die, or fee you to Day, my adorable 
* Countefs, Never Man lov'd to fuch a degree as 1

“make us pay for his Joys. But 1 fhall owe him the 
“ more, if in this Time of my Penance 1 can prevail 
“ipon you to believe,that never Man deferv'd more 
* than 1 to poflefs you; 1 fhall give you a Proof of 
“it anon; and if you bring all your Hear with 
* you, Ill anfwer for all mine. al 
The Count perceivd now that”twas not Raillery, 
he law more of the Tragedy than of the Comedy in. 
1t3 neither coud he comprehend how a Man of my 
Mafter's Character comd be guilty of fuch an unju- 
ftiñable Action, as well with regard to himfelf'as to 
a Woman of his Wife's Quality. The Counteís ob-' 
ferving he grew very peníive upon ic, and having. 
infenfibly led him into another Apartment, where. 
he fometimes lay, fhe made him a very Jow Court-. 
fy, and humbly begg'd hin to lye there that Night, * 
and the next Day fhe wowd tell him all the Pañages. 
of fo agrecable an Adventure. 1 believe, Madam, 
faid he, I fhowd put you to it too much to take you 
at your Word; however, I am too much concern'd ' 
in the Fealt not to have any Share of it. Let me lee. 
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this Worthy Perfon, and 1 believe 1 cannot chaftize 
his Boldnefs better than by giving him a Sight of 
me. Upon this they return'd to the Counteís's Lodg- 
ings, who continu'd to banter him on this Bufinefs, 
The Count went into the Clofet, open'd the Win- 
dow, found my Mafter on the Ladder, and fpoke 
to him, as I have faid ellewhere. Tho' I apprehend- 
ed that this News wou'd not be very welcome to my 
good Lord, I thought 'twas lo much his Intereft to 
know how the Counteís had trick'd him, that I re- 
Íolv'd to tell him what the Page had told me, that 
he might be the better able to manage his Affairs . 
with the Count; who it Íleems was lo far from 
being outragious againft my Mater, that he order- 
ed the Doors fhou'd be open'd, and he let out with- 
out Noife or Scandal; but his Wife, for her Diver- 
fion, had hinder'd it, refolving we fhouw'd ftand a 
little longer in the Court-yard, expos'd to the Vio- 
lence of the Weather. When the Servants came to 
lee for us we were gone, and they lupposd we got 
over the Coach-houfe, for there was no other Way 
Out, except at the Doors. The Amballador heard 
all my Relation, which was the fame the Page told 
me, without interrupting me: When 1 had done,

¡jelted upon, he relolyd to go, tho he knew the 
| Count 
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Count wou'd be there alfo. Accordingly he went, 
but came late, juft as the Company was fitting 
down to Table ; he took his Seat, as was bis Due, 
at the upper end of the Table, and the firlt Man he 
fet his Eyes upon was the Count, who with an open 
and agrecable Air ask'd him how he did, becaufe, 
lays he, you feem to be a little alterd fince Yelter- 

day. My Malter rejoycing at the Counts frank 
Way of Proceeding, anfwer'd fmiling, That truly 
he had not flept very well that Night, but othet= 
wife he was in good Health. This was all they faid 

then in particular, for the Converfation prefently 

became general and tumultuous, as it always is at 
fuch great Fealts, efpecially at the beginning of 
them. At the end of this, when, as is ufual, Wine 
and good Cheer had put every Body in a better 
Humour, the Company fell to telling pleafant Sto- 
ries ; every Man told one upon fome Subjeét or ano- 
ther, the Count kept his till the laft; there was not 
a Lord in Rome who coud tell a Tale more plea- 

fanely than he; and when he faw the Audience was 
prepar'd for it, and he for them, he began, by fay- 

ing that he had a pleafanter Story to tell them than 

any they had yet heard;' and if the Truth and No- 

velty of a Tale make it the better, as is generally 

thought, he -wou'd anfwer for both the one and the 
other in the Story he was about to relate; for he be- 
liewd there was not a' newer nora truer in the 
Town, fince the Matter was tranfated within Four 
and Twenty Hours of the Time prefent ; chat he 
knew the Perfons concern'd intimately, and chat 
every Body there knew them alío. This Preamble 
raisd the Curiofity of every one prefent to know ic, 
my Mafter and 1 only excepted ; we boch turn'd as 
pale as Death to hear fuch a notable Farce, where 
our own dear lelves were the Dramatis Perfone, the 

Perflons reprefented. The Count made a Recital of 
every thing that had paísd between his Wife and 


my . 
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my Mafter, from his finding her Muff to the laft 

Nights Difgrace, as far as the Counteís had ac- 
quainted him with it, You may imagine he nam'd 
no Names ; and as he did not Ípare my Mafter, fo 
he was very free with himfelf, as a very civil obli- 

ging Husband, which is an odious Creature in Jraly. 
He 'interlacd lo many pretty Turns of Wit, and 

adorn'd the Story with fuch pleafant Images of Per- 
fons and Things, that 1 never was better pleasd 

with one in my Life. But what 1 admird moft of 
all on this Occafion was, my Mafter's cold and in- 
different Countenance on the Matter, while in his 
Soul he cow'd have chopp'd him as fmall as minc*d 

Meat, as well as L Indeed no Man was more Ma- 
fter of his Temper than he, nor knew better how to 

deceive People with falle Appearances, that they 
' might not penetrate him. "Tis true, his Love to the 
Countefs having made no Noife, nor being at all 
known in Rome, they cou d not fuppole he was the 
| Subjeét of the Hiftory, without Divination; belides, 
¡who cou'd imagine the Count woud divert the 
Company with lo gallant a Story before the Hero,

more than the others, who were almoft all on her 
l fide, and mightily commended her Addrefs, becaufe

1usd to fay 1 won- 
de:"d why any Man wou'd give himfelf "fo much 
Trouble to tell "Fruth? ”Twas the Vice of Block- 
heads, thar had not Wit enough to tell a Lie. "Tis 
never good to fpeak Truth in any thing; Men of 
molt Honour, who are lo fond of this Virtue, very 
often find it cofts them very dear. 1 never knew 
one of thele Truth-tellers in my Life but he repent> 
ed of it one time or another, and in the end told: 
Lies as ready as other Folks. Look into the Houfes 
of the Great, and fee who they are that are mofr. 
welcome there and beft rewarded; are they not 
Platterers or Liars, for the Terms are fynonimous ? 
The Great are willing to be deceivd. . What have 
they to do with a virtuous Man, who woud tell 
em the Truth? Truth always difturbs them, and 
puts them out of Humour; and who loves to be di- 
fturbd and put.¿out of Humour ? Ti rei aduli, you 
flatter me, faid a Famous Cardinal to a Man of the 
lying Character; ma tu mi piaci, but you pleale me, 
1f any Perfon wowd continue in their good Graces 
a long time, he muít do what's moft pleifing to 
them, and ferve them in their own Way: Nay, this 
Method of Proceeding is not only necefíary to the 
Great, but to our Equals, if we wowd be thought 
lociable Creatures, and not Mifantropes or Manha- 
ters. No Man who knows how to Converle in the 
World fpeaks Three Words to another but one cf 
“em flacters, and that's a Lie; thus People acquirg 
ihe Reputation of being civil and obliging. Who- 
| G 2 ever 
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ever wowd define a truly ridiculous Perfon, need: 
only fay he told fuch a Lord he committed a Sin; 
and wow'd ride to the Devil in a Coach and Six, £ 0 
he ruimd his Tenants fo to maintain his Éxtrava- pi 
gances, his Equipage, Train, Table and Gaming, 
much above what his Revenues wow'd bear. What 
howd one think of a Man who, without having his 
Advice ask'd, or any other Concern in the Matter 
than his love to fpeak Truth, fhowd tell a painted 
Lady that he wowd look much handíomer with 
her own natural Tallow Complexion,than with one 
of Plaifter, which fhe had borrowd, tho' "'twas ne- : 
ver fo well fet out with White and Red ? Or where * 
4hall we find a Man who out of meer Charity will 
go to a Judge and fpeak in Behalf of a poor Prifon- 
er, who rots in Gaol for want of Money to pay 
Council, Attornies, and the reft of the Raven 
Crew, to plead for him ? “Tis true, to follicit in fa- 
vour of any one is a Reflection upon the Judge, ic 
feems to accufe his Capacity or Probity ; and a. 
- Judge who knows his Duty ought to blufh when he - 
is follicited by one Perfon on another's Accotint 0 
for he fhowd be afraid of his coming to prepollels 
him, or defire an Injuftice. “Tis the fame thing as 
if he fhow'd fay to him, Sir, 1 only come to let you ÍN 
know thar the Poft of a Judge was givn you only: 
to do Juftice, and that implies he did not know ít 
before. Who wowd go and make fuch a Speech as 
this to a Judge? I require you in the Name of God 
and the Laws, that you do Right to fuch a poor Man, ; 
and not only do it your felf, but oblige your Bre-- 
thren to join with you in judging according to your” 
Confciences, for 'eis not enough to waíh your Hands. 
after an unrighteous Judgment. Pilates Example is" 
a very bad one for you to foltów, if you are a Chri- 
ftian, or an Honeft Man. You are as much guilty 
of this Mar's Sufferings, if you permit "em, as they 
are who are the Caufe of them, and perhaps mo si 
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for thoíe Judges, blinded by Paffion or Intereft, be- 
lieve they may with Juítice act as they do, and don't 
underftand their Duty fo well as you; you are paid 
by the State, have large Salaries and Perquiíites, 
You believe 'ewou'd be a great Breach of:the Laws 
to defraud you of your Dues; and don't you think 
“tis the fame Injuítice for a corrupt Judge, either 
out of Weaknefs or Avarice, to let a poor Wretch 
lye in Prilon, when he .knows he ought to be fet 
at Liberty ? You can't come off by faying his Li- 
'berty is not in your Pow'rz you know very well 
that if you had done, or wou'd do, all that's in your 
Pow'r, and that your Confcience bids you do, he 
woud not be in Jail now. The Matter is a little 
nicé perhaps, what then ? Is not that of your Sal. 
=wation as nice? Is it not better to lofe your Place 
than your Soul ? In a Word, without pufhing our 
Moral Reflections farther, tho' we talk only as one 
Man or as one Chriftian may do to another, mean- 
ing no Harm to any one, and the Application is 
general ; wou'd not that prodigal Prince, that vaín 
Lady, and that corrupt Judge, take a Man who 
loves to tell Truth for a Fool ? And wouw'd he not 
“come off very ill if he fowWd pretend to it? AÁltro 
we il Mondo che Bnggia? What fignifys it to lay the 
World is full of Lies? It does not exprefs the thing ; 
the World loves them, and is made up of Cheats 
and Liars. Frank indeed! But let whoever contra- 
diéts me, prove the contrary. Diflemblers país for 
wife and prudent Perfons, or rather your wife and 
prudent Perfons are nothing but Diflemblers; and 
“what's Diflimulation more than a delicate Lie? As 
for me, 1 am willing to live with the Living, to do 
“as others do, and lye when "tis for my Purpofe :

As greata Liar as I was naturally, my Malter did

he cou'd not beimposd upon, thar was all the Re-: 

«buke I had, and the ching paít over; “etwas forgot:

- ¡As.to the Adventure of the Hog, fo 1 call it for 
Reafons you are very well apprisd of by this times 
my Malter heard the whole Story, as it really hap- 
pen'd, the next Day; he underítood that I had * 
neither attack d nor been attack'd, and that had 
told him a mott notorious Lie.

o not bear the Leétures with which they. 
A rallyd me, itmade me weary of the Houfe, 
and my pretended Devotion; fo I refolvd to go 
abroad, vifit my Friends, and divert my Melancho- 
ly.

Jhip wich, than this. He told me alfo, that he had

Meir an Opportunity; he hop'd that wou'd 
ot be the lat he Mhowd have to fhew his Zieal and 
bis Eriendfhip for me; thus he overwhelm'd me 
with Civilities. 1 made him fuitable Replies; and 
having banded Compliments from one to tother 
Tome time, we parted, not without Promifes of mu- 
tual good Offices. 1 impatiently defir'd. to fee him 
again, and he as earneítly aflur d me he wow'd be as 
good as his Word. 
My Head was ttill fo full. of this laft Adventure, 
that Í did not know what 1 went about; and hear. 
ng Dinner was fending in, Il follow'd the Pages 
with my Cloak on, and my Sword by my fide, like 
Our Gentiemen, forgetting my Poft, and what I 
Was going to do. Ifoon recolledted my felf, and 
Was haltening out of the Hall to take off my Cloak 
and Sword; the Ambaffador having caít his Eye 
O E upon:

me that 1 look'd fo wan, and fo confounded ? 1 
cow'd not tell what Anfwer to make him; my laft 
Lie had fucceeded fo ill, that [ was afraid of being 
laugW'd at, as Y was before, fhowd 1 be found out: 
in another; fo 1 told him the whole Truth, and 
indeed 1 believd "twas the firft time that it ever: 
came ont of my Mouth. My Malfter made no An- 
íwer, he look'd cold and penfive upon me; but the. 
Servants rejoyc'd that they had more Sport to make 
with my Misfortunes; fome of "em were lo glad, 
they couw'd not contain themfelves, but were forc'd 
to run out of the Hall, or they had burft out into a: 
Laughter there right; which che Ambaflador 
obíerving chid them feverely for forgetting the!

The 
moft important Thing of a Man's Life is the Choice 
of a Trade; Chance often direéts it, but wretched 
is he who chufes fuch a one as mine, by which 1 
procurd fuch a Noble Reputation in Rome. My 
Misfortunes came fo faft upon the back of one ano- 
ther, that 1 learmd by them, 'tis neceffary fome! 
Men fhou'd be unfortunate, to make them wiler! 
and better. I was in fuch a miferable Condition!

ving out he was a Gentleman belonging to the Spa- 
“mifh Ambatíador, atrended by Two of his Lacquey$ 
Alexander being better known in ltaly, and his Chas= 
“raGter too common and too infamous for him to ap=. 
—pear in Publick, lodg'd in a By-Inn with another. 
"Thief of the Band. Saavedra was no Íooner fecded. 
in his Chamber, the beít in the Inn, but he ler 
o on 
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one of the Lacqueys to Signior Pompeo to notify his 
Arrival, pretending he was Don Guzman, his 
Friend, and praying him to excule his not waiting 
apon him, becaufe he was tird with the Journey, 


having rid Poft all the Way. As foon as Don Guz- 


»mars Name was mention'd to Signior Pompxo, the 
Man was overjoy'd at the News of his Arrival; he 
left all Bufineís, and return'd in Hafte with the 
Lacqueys to pay his Refpeáts to the Don. He en- 


ter'd his Chamber, which was very well illuminated, 


and found there a Man of a handíome Prelence ly- 
ing on 2 Couch, and who feeing him come, role up 


and ran to him with open Arms; Ah, my Dear 


Signior Pompxo, cry'd he, What. will you lay of me 
for being fo uncivil as to give you the Trouble of 
coming to me the very firft time 1 fee you? 1 fhall 
lay, replies Signior Pompeo, making him a profound 
Bow, that you are not kind, to have taken up your 
Lodgings here, and not come direétly to my Houfe, 
“Tis true, lays the falle Guzman, that you have oft- 


en invited me; and I think I have your láft Letter

to that purpole in my Pocket: He then pulld out 
that which he faw lye upon my Table, and which 
he carry d away with him; yes, added he, here it 
is, and you will know your Hand again. 1 own 1 
did promife to come direétly to your Houfe, and 
to Ípend fome Time with you; but fince my laft 
to you, the Ambaflador, my dear Matter, having 
receivd Advice,of an important Affair at Florence, 
which he wanted to have negotiated immediately, 
has honourrd me with the Commiflion; and being 
but.to ftay one Night in this Town, 1 cou'd not 
think of putting you to Trouble for lo fhort a time, 


referving my Performance of my Promife till 1 re- 


turn, Which will at leaft be within 15 Days. Yowil 


fee 1 have: been forc'd to come away 2 or 3 Days 
fooner than 1 intended to do, Pompeo intreated him 


¿Over and over to go to his Houfe, tho' it were but 
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for one Night, and he fhou'd never chink any thing 
he did for him a Trouble; befides, his Room was. 
ready, and he fhoud be as welcome as if he was a 
'Thoufand times his own Brother. The falle Guzmaz 
ftood out againtt all his Intreaties; bue with a moft 
fincere Air of Gratitude he antwerd 'rwas late, that 
he was tird; chat he had order d Supper to be got 
“ready, refolving to go to Bed early. Upon which 
Pompeo fubmitred, took his Leave of him, and pro- 
risd to wait upon him in the Morning, to have 
fome further Difcourfe wich him, affluring him he 
was very forry he had loft the Honour of enter- 
taining him at his own Houfe. The mock Don trz- 
mon begg'd him not to take ic 111 1f he fent one of his: 
Men to his Houfe to take fome Linnen and other 
Apparel out of his Portmanteau: Then addrefíing 
himfelf to one of the Lacqueys, he faid, take thefe 
Keys and go with Signior Pomp«<o; in fuch a Port- 
manteau youw'!l find a Morning-Gown, and in fuch 
a one a Pair of Silk Stockings, with fome Linnen ;

then, retird wich him, and fent his Man back to 
the Don, with the Lacquey who came to fetch the 
Things, and a Noble Treat of Wine, Eruit, and 
Sweet-meats. Thus every thing went as the Thieves 
woud have it; Don Guzman rewarded the Signior's 
Man, and returnd a Thoufand Thanks and Com- 
pliments to his Mafter. Next Morning, as foon as 
the Merchant thought the Don might be ftirring, 
he went to his Levee, but was told when he came 
to the Inn, that the Don had not flept well all 
Night; that he was 1till in Bed, and was not cer- 
tain whether he fhou'd depart that Day on account 
of his Indifpofition. Pomp.xo, troubled ar this News, 
wowd have been gone without feeing Guzman, for 
fear of difturbing him, but Guzmans Men floppd 
him, and faid, their Malter wowd be angry with 
| them 
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them if they fhou'd let him go and not tell him he 
"was come to fee him; they therefore pray'd him to 
ftay a Moment, till they had let him' know of his 
being there. The Merchant was very hard to be 
"perfuaded to it, lo fearful he was of being trouble- 
lome to the Noble Don Guzman; and prefently a 
Lacquey ran to acquaint his Matter of Pompx0's 
coming to fee him. The Cheat by all means defird 
him to walk in; Pompo enterd his Chamber, and * 
found him a-bed; ah, my dear Friend, faid the 
Traytor, with a faint and languifhing Air, which 
he knew well how to counterfeit, wowd you have 
gone away without letting me have the Satisfaction 

Of feeing you? That wowd indeed have been 
unkind. The Merchant aníwerd, he did it only 
for fear of difturbing him, and condoPd with him 
very atieétionately on his Hinefs. Don Guzman re- 
ply'd as became a Man of pretended Honour, and 
returnd him a Thouland Thanks for his delicious 
Prefent laft Night, the Excellence and Delicacy of! 
which he exaggerated in pompous Phrafes. Pompzo 
from this Indifpofition of the Don's defird him 

again to come and make ufe of the Apartment in 
his Houíe provided for him, where he wowd at leaft 

“be better accommodated chan in an Inn, which 
Was not a proper Place for a fick Man. The Cava- 
lier reply d in very obliging Terms, that his Mlnefs 
Was only occafion'd by his riding too much the Day 
before, and he hop'd a little Reft wowd recover his 
former Healch; that he refolvd not to depart till 

the next Morning early, when, if he was better, 

he wou'd proceed to Florence ; that if'he found him- 

Jelf worfe, and was obligd to be let Blood, he 

"woud prelume to accept of the Civilities he fo kind- 
ly offerrd him; but he did not fuppofe he wanted 
any thing but Reft to relieve him. The Merchant 
wou'd then have retir'd, praying for the Return of 

his Friend's Healch, which Guzman perceiving calPd 
e to 
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to him, and defird him to fend his Poremanteaus Ñ 
to him; for being to go to Florence on the Ambafla- 
" dors Bufinefs, "was requifite he fhou'4 have one of. 
his beft Suit of Cloaths on, and he did not care to Ñ 
let his Servants, the beft of which was not worth | 
“much, to tumble his “Things up and down, and be- 
fides he was not very willing to truft them. The $ 
Merchant replyd, he wowd order them to be 


he did not vific him again till the Evening, becaule 
lewas Poft Night with him. Don Gusman beggd 
him by no means to put himfelf to any manner of 
Inconvenience on his Account; faying, if his Health 
wou'd permit he woud do himíelf the Honour to * 
viñic him at Four or Five a Clock; that he woud 
return the Two biggeft Portmanteaus, and keep 
che leaft for his own ufe in his Journey to Florence» 
Pompao after this went Home, and half an Hour af- 
ter in came Three Fellows with the Three Portman-. 
teaus, and a Servant of the Merchant's, to [ee the: 
Delivery of them to the Don himfelf. Witch the Port-. 
manteaus, 2 finer Prefent than the firlt was brought 
to Guzman ; upon which the Don. cry'd out “'twas t00* 
much, that Signior Pompxo had overwhelnYd him with 
Confuñion. The Man had another Reward, and 
other Compliments of Thanks were return'd to the 
Mafter. The Man was fcarce got our of the inn 
before the Famous Alexander Bentivoglo, who had 
Notice of it, enterd je, went up to Saavedra's 
Chamber, open'd the Portmanteaus, rifled them, 
broke open thaé which was leaft, and in which was 
my Mon: y and Jewels, and divided it among; his 
Comrades according to his own Will and Pleafure, 
for he was Mafter of the Company, and they at- 
ended him like another Drawcenfir. Thus "rwas 2 
erue Wolf's Partition, all on one fide, and none OM 
tother, for he only gave Thirty Piltoles, and fome 
Cloaths to gach of them, and fuch Cloaths as A | 
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did not matter himfelf, what were cumberfomg and 
Of little value ¿ his own Share he cramm'd into the 
litele Portmanteau, which was fil'd with the choi- 
ceft of my Goods and Treafure, paid Saavedras 
Reckoning, and went his Way, giving out they 
were going to dine together in the City, ordering 
the Innkeeper to fend the Two Portmanteaus which 
were left at his Houfe to Signior Pompeos, an Hour 
or Two after they were gone. Then they took Poft 
Horfes, and away thele Five Rogues [camperd, 
Whip and Spur, in the Road to Florence, whither they 
rode Poít. Saavedra was the only Perfon who was 
not fatisfy"d with my Lord 4lexander's Dividend, he . 
thought it too much, confidering the whole Booty 
was entirely owingtohim : He reckon'd, that fince 
he had acted the Principal Part in this Roguery, he 
ought to have had the Principal Share ; but he durft 
not difpute the Matter with his Mafter, who out of 
the exceís of his Bounty prefented him with the 
Cloaths on his Back, which had only been lent 
him to counterfeit Guzman with.

on: He ask'd feveral other Queftions of the Inn- 
keeper, who knowing no more, could tell him no 
more. The Merchant did not like the Bufinefs one 
jot, and he began to believe he had done a Foolifh 
Thing ¿ However, faid he to himfelf, and his 
Thought was good and juft, if this wasnot the True 
Guzman, he could never have come by my Letters, 
and knowa what he had written to me, and 1 to 
him : Befides, how elfe could he have had the 
Keys of the Portmanteaw's : Could a Thief, unleís 
he was a Conjurer or a Magician, know fo much, 
and do fo much? and if Dam cheated, it muftbe by 
fome Supernatural Method. He then. ponder d in 
his Mind the Behaviour of the Man, and the more 
he reflected, the more he miftrufted. “Twas very 
odd that a Perfon who was fick, or pretended to be 
fick, Should go out after a bad Nights Reft, and he 
wanted Sleep. ”Twas alfo ftrange that he fhould 
fend his Portmanteau's back by Ordinary Fellows, 
and neither come to his Houfe, nor return to the 
Inn : Why Should he pay. his Reckoning, and car- 
ry off the third Portmanteau, if he intended to 
come back again, and why go away without ta- 
king his Leave of him? Thefe, and fuch like Re- 
flections, made him conclude that there was Matter 
of Hope and Fear in the Bufineís, and that he 
ought in Prudence to ask a Friend's Advice in lt, 
He apply'd himfelf to the Barigello, a fort of a Pro- 
voft in Jraly ; he was his Friend , and underítood 
fuch kind of things as well as any Man, for he had 
Experience of them every Day, and was the Perfon 
that was to execute them whenever any thing of that 
nature was brought in queftion; though Signior 
Pompeo was not the molt Prudent Man in the World

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In going to confult a Perfon of his Character, for he 
addreísd himfelf to one, who, next to the Thieves 
themíelves, was, moft concern'd in che Affair, and 
could give him no Advice againft his Intereft : 
For where's there a Provoft in the World, let him

Here was more than 
Probability or Sufpicion that there was a Robbery 
committed : Signior Baregello foon fimelt the Mat- 
ter, and advisd his Friend Pompxro to follow the - 
Robbers [with all fpeed, unlefs he would render 
himfelf refpontible for the Goods, as indeed he 
was already, by his Eafineís in parting with them. 
The firft thing the Merchant did, was to go to the 
—Poft-houfe , to fee if any Young Gentleman had 
been there to hire Poft-Horfes, with two Lacqueys 
¡in Liveries ; there he learnt that Five Perfons had 
thac Morning hird Horfes to go to Florence , three 
Of which were juft fuch fort of Men as Pomp.o de- 
¡Ícribed ; they had no other Baggage but one little 
¡Portmanteau, which the Fellows belonging to the 
Polt-Houfe defcribed to be fo and fo, and the 
Merchant eafily perceiv'd 'twas the fame ; asalío, 
¡that the Perfons who had been at the Inn were AlTo- 
¡Ciates of other Thieves, and all together had plaid 
¡him a Trick, for he more than half believ'd now 
¡that he was robb'd, at leaft he thought the fureft 
¡Card he had to play was to fend hisFriend the Bari- 
¡gello after them: He defir'd him to mount a Horfe- 
back, and away to Florence, to arreít them there, if 
¡he could; that the Charge, he faid, would be 
¡fomething, but he did not value ic, believing 
'twould be well laid out , and he wiflYd it did nor 
¡colt him more. The Provoft punátually comply*d 
¡wich his Orders : And indeed 'tis che Excellence of

on is the main of their Matter, and when they act 
otherwife, there has been Money in the Cafe from 
fome invifible Hand or other : Their Bufineís is 
Speed, and they generally are as fpéedy as any 
Men. Pompzxo having given the Provoft his Inftru- 
étions, went home very anxious, uneafy and trou- 
bled in Mind, not knowing what to think or do, 
and feeing no way to get off without Sorrow and 
Expence.

there: 1 was only forry for my Eriend Saavedra, 
whom 1 heard nothing of,and could not know whe= | 
ther he. was better or worfe ; 1 was afraid of the lat=. 
ter, becaufe 1 had not feen him in two or three 
Days, which 1 doubted not 1 fhould have done, had 
he beén'in good Health, for he had not usd to mifs. 
a Day wichout vifiting me: Il lovd him fo, that Í. 
wanted mightily to know how he did, and Sfhould 
have enquir d concerning him of fome Spaniards of 
my Acquaintance, had I fupposd they could tell: 
better than 1, where he lodgd; but 1 did not imas 
gine any fuch thing, after he had fo frankly made: 
me his Confident: I was extreamly concern'd that 
1 Should be forc'd to: go away without taking my. 
Leave of him, and hearing in what State of Health 
l lefe him. 1] wrote a Letter, and gave it to one 
our Servants, whom 1 could truít, to deliyer it to. 
him, if he came to enquire after me: In that Letter: 
J exprefsd my felf in all the obliging Terms 1 could. 
think of. When 1 had bid every body that 1 knew 
at Rome farewel, LT went to wait upon my 3 
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n his Chamber, to take my Leave of him ; lens 
ter d it with a Melancholy Look, and I confefs 1 did 
not part from lo good and honourable a Lord as he 
without Regrer, having demonftrated my Gratitude 
in the moft Warm Expreffions,and aflurd him that Y 
ihould never forget his Bounty and Goodnefs as long 
as 1 livd, 1 had the Satisfaction to fee him touch'3 
with Grief at my Departure; and every Word he 
faid to me, provd that he did not let me go wil.- 
lingly, He added to the reft a long Leéture of Ad- 
vice, which he did more like a Father to a Son, 

than a Maíter to a Servant, and in fiich tender mo. 

-ving Phrafes, that the Tears came fo faft into my 

Eyes, 1 could not (ay any thing more to him. Sure 

Tam thofe Tears were not counterfeit or -unJjuít, 
but the beft Anfwer I could make him ; and putting 
one Knee to the Ground, to kifs his Hand, he gave 
me his laft Embrace, and put a Chain of Gold about 
my Neck, which he us'd to wear about his own, and 
bad me keep it for his fake, and to remember him as 

often as TI fawit. He had given me the Night be- 
fore a Purfe of Gold, with fifty Piftoles in it, to bear 
my Charges, and one of the beft Horfes in his Sta- 
ble, with all convenient Furniture to ride on. . All

“That was true,anfwer d Signior Pompxo ; but fince mp 
lat there came hither a Don Gazmax, one of the

it made the Houfe ring! Yes, the Keys.of youl' 
Portmanteau's, reply d he, all my Men are Witnel- 
fes of it; and more than that, my very Letters t0* 
you, parcicularly that in which I defird you to také 
up my Houfe for your Lodging when you cam6; 
this Way. When 1 heard that, 1 was ready to fwoon 
away; I turnd as pale as Death, as 1 cou'd fee by 
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the Lookinglafs. I durft not ask him which Port- 
manteau they hád taken, for fince they had the

Intereft always govern'd them, and has always beerz 
the Occafion of the clofeft Engagements betweer 
them; every Thing fmells of this Corruption z 
where there is no Intereft there is no Friendfhip; 
Intereft begets it, nourifhes it, and deltroys it; we 
have no other Tie to bind us one to another; and 

the Emblem which Lovers give to Fidelity ought to 
be givn to Intereft; when Intereft fails farewel 
Friendfhip. All the fine Notions of Sympathy of 

"Flumours, Wit, Inclinations, all the pleafant Argu- 

-ments from Stars and Planets, and other tender and 
rare Chimera's, which Speculative Lovers imagine, 
are Whimíies, like Mad-men's Dreams, and they 
wouwd not hold Two Men together Four and 
Twenty Hours without the help of Intereft, who 
falftens all natural Knots as well as accidental with 

her own, or they wou'd not keep clofe long. “Tis 
a1l idle and ridiculous to fet up for an Heroick Pitch 
of Friendfhip above what is common, to value one's 

Telf on Purity of Intention, a meer Imagination oñ- 

¿ly ; let's fee whether your Difintereft will out-live a 

"Storm; the leaft Misfortune will lerve inftead of a 
Touchftone, to try whether there is no Counterfeic 
Coin init. There is no Friend but feels lome -Alte- 
fation in his Heart tow'rds another on the Change 
of his Fortune. “The beft and deareít of your Friends 
are thofe that fooneft leave you in Adverfity, and 
often-times who throw the firft Stone at you. 
“Twou'd be fuperfluous to give Examples of fuch a 
common and known Truth. There's no Man who 

has had fo little Experience of the World, but has 
known more than one Inftance of this nature, with 
relpeét to himíelf or others. The worft of itis, chat 

“tis common for People to break with their belt 
Friends for the lcalt Matter of Intereft, and to fall 

das out 
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out with them almoft about nothing. A Trifle in a 
Money Bufineís, or fome other little piece of Ser- 
vice, is enough to let us fee that all their boafted 
Tenderneís, their Proteftations and Vows of Servi- 
ces were a meer Cheat; and that there is nothing 
Ío fatal in Friendíhip as a Time of Trial. What a 
pitiful Machine is Man, who is naturally fo vain 
and proud, fince there's fo little necefflary to dif- 
mount him and reduce him to a Condition of being 
good for nothing ? For if you are good for any 
thing, my Friend, fhew it me, let me fee in what 
you will make it appear; if you dont do it when 
you have an Opportunity to ferve me, when will 
you? If you are only a Friend in Word, you are' 
either not a Man, or if a Man, a Cheat, which is. 
Something worfe. What need is there that yóu.

Of me when 1 don't want your Help? Why fhow'd 
you be lo eager to impofe on my Credulity, only: 
to give me an Occafion to fee that you are like the 
reít of the World ; and whenever Fortune frowns 
on me will difown me, as if you had never feen 
me, and knew nothing of me, or any thing that 
belongs to me 2 Oh poor Friend ! How I pity thee. 
Don't think that 1 will ever make my felf Lo mean 
. as to reproach thee with the Services thy counter= 
feit Friendfhip engag'd me to do for thee, perhaps. 
- Y fhou d not have the Satisfaction of feeing thee blufh; 
Shame is not an ungrateful Man's Vice. If thou 
canít bluíh 1 fhall put chee to it, by being ftill more 
ferviceable to thee than ever, thats the only Way. 
1 (hall triumph over thee, and let me have the Plea- 
fure to make a very ungrateful Man of an ungrateful. 
Thus did Signior Pompx*o deal by me, and 'twas 
my Reflections on his Conduát that produc'd. this 
litele Preamble upon Friendíhip. Never Man fhew'd 
more Inclination to be grateful for Services done 
him

him chan he did in all his Letters to me ; 1 thought 
1 might depend upon him, as the moft faicthful and 
zealous Friend 1 had in the World, and one who 
wou'd, as he faid, look upon himfelf as the moft 
unfórtunate Man upon Earth if 1 did not give him 
an Opportunity to let me fee how much he was my 
Friend ; in a Word, that 1 fhowd infinitely oblige 
him by putting his Eriendfhip to the Proof.

- My Hoft asking me whether 1 wou d eat by my (elf 
or in Company, who cou d make nothing by being - 
alone, and whofe Bufineís it was to get as much and 
as good Acquaintance as 1 coud, reply'd, I had ra- 
ther have the Honour of eating with che other Gen- 
elemen in che Houle. Accordingly when Supper-

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time came 1 had notice of it, and went into the 
Hall, where 1 found the Company ready to fit down 
at Table. I enter d«che Room with an Air of Quali- 
ty and Importance, which:I knew well how to 
counterfeit. 1 was dreís'd as handlomly as cou'd be 
expected from a Traveller, and Saavedra, who un- 
deríftood his Trade, ran and placid a Chair for me 


 tow'rds the upper end of the Board, in which 1 ve-

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Spanifh with an Air of Command, which I always 

affected, the Company were divided' in their Opi- 

nions ; fome of them took me for an Italiam, others 

for a Spaniard, or at leaft that 1 was born in the 

King of Spaim's Dominions.

-hour'd to wait upon me thiere. 1 thank'd him very . 
- Courteoufly for his obliging Offer, but excusd my 
lelf on account of my Equipage, which was not 
arriv'd. They all complimented me on that Occafi- 
on ; and thoithey were certainly much better drefs'd . 
than 1 yet 1 had fomething"in my Cloaths. fo 
gay and courtly, that I look'd as fine as the beft of . 
“em, tho”their Suits were all new, and as rich as: 
they cou'd be made, to appear at Courtin. Having ' 
the Scruples of my Undreís removd, 1 confented to 
accompany them; lo to Court we all went, and 
found it almoft full; the Great Duke was in the 
middle of the Affembly, and as foon as 1 enter rd 
the Room he caft his Eye upon me: 1 don't know 
whether it was becaufe my Drefs was particular, or 
- becaufe 1 was a new Face to him, or that my Mein 
and Air pleasd him; but in fhort, 1 fourid 1 was 
not like long to efcape his Curiofity, for tho” 1 was 
not at all fond of approaching fo great a Prince as 
he nearer, thinking that wou'd be to carry my Im- 
pudence too far, yet I perceiv'd I fhou'd not be 
able to avoid it, for I law he whifper'd one of the 
Lords of the Court in the Ear, and guefsd, by his 
looking on me at the fame time, 'twas to bid him 
enquire who 1 was, and whence 1 came.

One of the Gentlemen of our Inn obferving 1 was 
very afliduous about one of them, came up to me 
and faid, if you dance always with that brown 
young Lady you'll make half the young Fellows in 
Florence jealous of you, for fhe's a very rich Widow, 
and has a Crowd of Lovers. That Hint was fufici- 
ent to make me downright in Love with her; a vez, 
ry rich Widow was a reliftlefs Charm; and fhe foon 
got the better of the other Two Ladies, herfelf be- 
ing the Third of the Three I mention'd to be my 
Partners when 1 danc'd. 1 had not fo much Vanity 
as to think I cou'd carry fuch a Lady, fhe being 4

make me talk of it in the Town, and: give me the 
- Pleafure of mortifying abundance of Fops who pre= 
tended to her, 1 refolv'd to begín an Intrigue with 
- her;. befides, my Sighs and Vows wow'd not be 
thrown away upon her, for, to [peak Truth, fhe 
_ Was a very deferving Lady. 1 therefore accofted 
her as one of her Votaries ; he heard me, and evn 
heard me without Anger, which was a good Step 
( gaind 
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gain'd for the firft time. My Succefs encourag'd me, 
and 1 grew wonderfully bold when 1 met with fo fa- 
vourable Reception, which I had fo little Reafon 
to expect.

I talk'd co her like a paflionare 
Lover, and knew fo well how to counterfeit thofe 
Sentiments which take with the Fair, that [he be- 
liev'd her Beauty had made her a Conqueft in me. 
1 took my Leave of her, and return'd to the Com- 
pany thac brought me to the Ball; but my Heart 
was lo full of the Glory of that Day, and of the 
Change of my Fortune, that tho” they all compli- 
mented me on the Honour 1 had of giving the 
Court fo much Satisfaétion my dancing, yet 1 hardly 
deign'd to aníwer them, looking on their Applauíe 
as poor in Compariflon of the Great Duke and 
Dutcheís's Favour, and above all my Miftreís's. 1 
did not hear half they faid to me; however we: 
took our Leaves one of another very civily, tho”, ta 
fay Truth, there was a little too much Sratelineís 
on my fide. But how cow'd I help being proud up- 
“on lo much good Fortune? 1 haften'd. to my 
Chamber, where I difchargd my felf to Saavedra, 
telling him all my Nights Adventures, fince Joy as 
- well as Grief will make a Man burft for want of 
Vent. He had heard. fomething of it already, for 
crowding in among fome Gentlemen who did not 
“make a better Figure than himfelf, he had leen me 
very far advancid in the Aflembly, and one of the 
foremoft of the Circle. He had alío heard what Ap- 
plaufe the Company had givin my Dancing, but he 
cou'd not find out the Article of the beautiful Wi- 
dow by his Eyes or Ears, unleís 1 had told him. He 
was glad to hear it, becaule he thought it the moít 
important Incident of the Night, confid'ring our 
Circumítances and hers. He was always for fome- 
thing folid, and told' me *twas on that fide 1 muft 
pulh my Fortune, all the reft being Smoak, and 
- liable to a very bad Reverfe; but that 1 might de 
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by means of Marriage with that rich Widow, to be 
in a litele while as great a Lord as any in Florence, 
if I knew how to improve the good Difpofition fhe 
feenYd to be in by hearing me at firft fight, J1f this 
Fancy had only come into my Head, 1 1hou'd have 
negleéted it as extravagant; but finding Saavedra, 
who, as I have told you, was no Blockhead, had 
the fame Opinion of this Adventure as 1 had, 1 be- 
liev'd the Bulineís was not fo impraéticable, but that 
J might conquer it by Induftry and Management, 
IT took Fire upon't, and: reckon'd my coming to

At laft I 
fell afleep about Six in the Morning, and llept cill 
Saavedra return 'd, who, having bought molt of the 
Things 1 order'd him, brought a Taylor with him 
to take meafure of me; but Saavedra telling me he 
had feen a Suit of Cloaths at the Taylor's Shop, 
Which he believd wowd fit me, 1 defir'd to fee ic, 
Ene “Taylor made it for a Courtier, at leaft one 
Who pretended fo to be, and who, before the Suit 
Was ready, vanifh'd, and no-body cowd tell what 
Was become of him, he having loft a great Sum-of. 
Money at Play, “The Cloaths lying on the Tayloris 
ee | Hands, 
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Hands, he defird nothing more than a favourable 
Opporturiity of difpofing of them. Saavedra telling 
me he believd «they wowd fir me, and that they. 
were very fine, 1 order'd them to be brougnt. Ac- 
cordingly the Taylor fetch'd them, and nothing 
cowd fit a Man better than they fitted_ me. They 
were a little of the leaft, but chat the Taylor cou'd 
accommodate in an Inftant, without going Home 
for it. The Price was foon adjuftedz he had a mind 
to fell, 1 to buy. 1 orderd a little more Lace to be 
added to the Coat; and when 'twas all done there 
was not a finer Suit of Cloaths to be feen at Court 
Nothing in the World cowd have happen'd better 
tome, for, you muft know, while Saavedra was 
abroad buying the Things 1 wanted, the Great 
Duke fent me a Prefent of Sweet-meats, Wine and 
Fruit, as he always does when any Perfon of Qua- 
lity comes to his Court, and has had the Honour of 
faluting him ; but my Valet being gone abroad, and 
my Hoíi fearing to wake me, the Gentleman who 
was orderd to compliment me-in the Great Dukes. 
Name, only told my Hoft what he was commanded 
to tell me, «and lefé the Prefene with him; with 
which 1 was very well pleasd, for it favd me the 
- Charge of a Reward, that I muft elle have been 
oblig'd to give him; in which I was however mi- 
ftaken, for 1 was Ícarce awake before I was informd 
the Gentleman who brought the .Wine and the. 
Sweet-meats defird to fpeak with me. 1 orderd him: 
to be carry d into a grear Hall, whither] came ve 
A gravely and heard out the Speech, that thofé! 
ort of Prefent-bearers have always by heart, for “tis' 
always the fame thing where-ever they go, only” 
changing the Title. He ended it wich the welcomé 
News that the Dutchefs defirrd to fee me after Din- 
ner. 1 let the Gencleman know 1 was very fenfible: 
ofthe Great Duke's Favour to me,and wouw'd do my 
felf the Honour to wait on their Highneiles o 
y Alter 
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Afternoon, to thank 'them for their Goodnefs and 
the Obligations they heap'd upon me. The Cere- 
mony was done with this Anfwer, and Saavedra, 
Who was by this time return d, at his going out 
took an Opportunity to flide fome Ducats into the 
Gentleman's Hand, which were the Things he 
wanted. Then 1 fent for my Taylor, who put on 
my Cloaths, and fet ev'ry part in due order; for 1 
relolv'd not to eat, drink or ftir till the Decoration 
of my Perfon was accomplifW'd. 1 alío look'd over 
the relt of my Equipage which Szavedra had 
bought, as Silk Stockings, rich Ribbons, neat Shoes, 
Gloves, Linnen, and in a word, ev'ry thing proper 
for a compleat Beau,whick he had chofen very well, 
and each fort was of the neweft Mode. Asfoon as 
I had examin'd them all, they wefe carefully depofi- 
ted in the new Portmanteau he had purchas'd. When 
my Taylor was gone, Sasvedra and I fet our Heads 
together to put on all my Accoutrements to the beft 
Advantage; and having both of us been at a great 
deal of Pains to drefs me, fhave, powder, perfume 
and equip me as gallantly as we cowd, my natural 
Air,, which was not the worft that ever was feen, 
receivd fuch an Addition of Grace and Beauty, that 
1 might well, país for a finifh'd Spark.

1 rejoyc'd 
lo much to fee my felf fo magnificently fet out, that 
Í cow'd not take my Eyes off the Lookinglafs which. 
was in my Chamber, and had no Stomach to:my-. 
Dinner, tho 1 was told 'rwas ferving up in the Hall. 
1 was impatient to 1hew my felf at Court, but a. 
good old Cuftom having provided for the furnifhing 
a Mans infide as well as his out, I order'd my Din= 
es Mn > ner 
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ner to be brought into my Chamber, the Company 
below having din'd while 1 was bufy'd in adorning 
my Íelf to go to the Palace. 1 was not long at Din- 
ner. My Belly feem'd as full of Wind as my Head, 
and that all my Thoughts running upon my fine 
Cloaths, 1 was lo afraid of foiling them, that while 
' I was eating 1 cou'd Ícarce pue a bit in my Mouth, 
fo circumípeét was I on that Point, and the Con- 
Ítraint 1 put upon me made me willing to get rid of: 
¡tas foon as 1 cou'd. The Prefent which the Great 
+ Duke had been pleas'd to fend me was the greatelt 
part of my Meat, I being very defirous to tafte the- 
feveral Sweetmeats, not having been much usd to 
fuch Dainties,and 1 was careful not to omic taking a 
chearful Glaís of good Florence, which is lo neceflary 
to make a Man's Converfation brillant, when he 
can drink with Moderation. Thus, having fortify"d 
-my felf without and within, and being fwoln all. 
over, but in my Pocket, which was indeed terribly - 
evacuated by fo much bleeding, and yet 1 cou'd not 
help it, having thrown the Dye, and being refolv'd 
to go thro” with my Game, thus, 1 fay, 1 fer out 
for the Palace, taking Sazvedra with me, wbho,s by 
my Order, and at my Expence, was alío much bet- 
ter equipp'd than when he arrivd at Florence. that he 
might do me the more Credit when we came to 
Court. One of the Great Duke's Gentlemen, who - 
+. was order'd to wait my coming, introduc'd me to: 
+ «¿his Highneís, who receiv'd me with all the Honours 
+ that a near Relation of my Lord Ambaífador's might, 
pretend to. The Greac Duke had a particular 
Efteem for that Lord, and my Reception was the 
more favourable on that Account. He was alío wil- 
ling to oblige that Minifter by treating me honou-= 
rably, expelting fome Services from him at the 
Court of Spaíz, where his Highneís had fome Affairs * 
to negotiate. After his firíft Expreflions, which were 
véry kind, he turnd the Diícourfle to my Lord 
: Ambaíla- 


Pare IL of Guzman d' Alfarache. 145. 
Ambaflador, fuppofing 1 came to Florence purely 
out of Curiofity, and that my Stay wou'd not be 
Jong. wherefore he defird to talk to me on fome 
Affairs which he was willing to have reported 
to him by Word of Mouth, not thinking conveni- 
ent to truft them to Paper. He was the moft politick 
Prince in Enrope, Famous for his Wiídom; and none 
ever knew his true Intereft better than himfelf, nor 
how to manage his Matters in difficule Times, as 
thofe were. He was of the Spamifh Faétion, but not 
out of Inclination. He was entirely a Well-wifher 
to France, but he made his Inclination fubmit to his 
Intereft, and for Reafons of State fell in wich Spain, 
Thus when the French Ambafador complain'd to 
him of his Partiality. to the Crown of Spain, not- 
withftanding he had Caufeé to refent fome Próceed- 
'iogs of thac Court, the Great Duke reply'd, he 
eknew what'he did ; and when the King of France 
“had Forty or Fifty good Gallies in Mar/cilles and 
Zoulon to come to his Affiltance, he wou'd be at his 
Service ; till then he muít do what the Necellity of 
his Affairs requir'd, for he was not fo much a Child 
¡as not to know a Man mult always fide wich the 
'Ttrongeft Side. He wanted mightily to come to an 
¡Underftanding wich our Ambaffador concerning an 
¡ntricate Matter which he had depending in the 
¡Court of Spain, about which he defird a pofiive 
¡Aníwer from his Excellency, 211 his Difcouríe turn d 
¡Upon that, but he did not expeál to find me fo well 
¡2Cquainted wich chat Bufineís, and others which con- 
¡cern'd him, as 1 fhewd my felf to be; and he líi- 
¡fterd to my Arguments with a great deal of Sur- 
¡prize, not thinking a Man of my Age cowd have 
¡been lo well inftruéted in State Affairs. 1 cou'd have 
told him much more than 1 did ; for befides that 
¡you have feen my Maíter put a great deal of Confi- 
idence in me, 1 wrote many of bis Letters to the. 
¡Grear Duke for him, efpecially thofe thar he did 
V ol. TL, L not 
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not care to let his Secretary know the Contents of; 
and the. Ambaflador, miftrufting his Highnefs's Sin=" 
cerity, had carry d on a clofe Correfpondence: to: 
« endeayour to difcover it, by this means 1 became 
acquainted with feveral Secrets, which he cou'd not 
imagine. I knew any thing of. 1 had however too: 
great a Value for my Mafter to betray any of "em: 
that were of Importance ;' yet either out of Vanity, 
or to do this Prince a Pleafure, which E believd. 
woud falten me more in his Favour, 1 lec him 
know fomething, by which he receiwd great Lights; 
and being a Prince who always made his Advan- 
tage of other Peoples Talking, tho” he talk'd little 
himfelf£, fometimes by flattering me, fometimes by 
contradicting, he endeavour'd to get out of me.as 
much as he cou'd, which made our Conference laft 
Two long Hours; infomuch that the-Great Dutchefs, 
who impatiently expeéted me, fent for me twice or | 
thrice in the time, tho” IL knew nothing of it, for 
thofe Meflages were whifper'd to the: Duke, who 
always anfwerd prefently, and I heard: no more. + 
At laít he gave me Leave to go to the Dutchefs's: 
Apartment, being loth to tire me, or apprehending 
that'if 1 ftaid longer 1 might fufpeé* he had fome 
'Defign upon me. Í made him a very low Bow. and: 
went my Way, very glad to be deliverd from fuch 
a ferious Converfation, which did not at all fuico 
with my Genius. Ihadto do with another fort ofa 
Períon in the Great Dutchefs, fhe lovd Men: thar 
cou'd rally and banter, which was my Talent. As 
loon as fhe law me, (his ask'd: why 1 ftay'd lo long. 
with the Duke? 1 afíc“ted Diferetion, and faid he 
had enquird leveral Things of me relating to the 
Courts of France and Spain. She then faid fhe had 
taken fo much Pleafure in feeing me dance at the” 
Ball, particularly the Two laft Dances, that 1 mufé 
needs teach her them “wo. I reply'd, 1 fhowd al- 
ways be proud of. paying my Duty.tó her, and Ei 
pard: 
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pard to do what (he defird of me. She lovd Dan- 
cing lo well, and 1 had, by teaching the Ladies at 
Kome, acquird fuch a Facility of fhewing my Art 
to. others, that in Two Hours time, ando long fhe

and that the Mufick waited: for:her Highneís's 
' Soming. 'I had taught her the Two Dances already

cy, as if we Ítrove who fhou'd come off Conqueror. 
But I having no Time to lofe, and feeing E cow'd 
never expeét a more favourable one to explain my 
Sentiments of her, and improve the Advances 1 had 
made the Ball Night, broke Silence, and ask'd her 
what Punifhmient a poor Mortal might expeét who 
was lo bold as to love her with the moft refpeétful 
Paffion that ever Man felt, and was lo prefumptuous 
as to tell her fo?

favourable as you cou'd wifh; this was enough on 
fuch a Subjeét.

Affairs in his Clofer: I then asi'd for the Dutchefs, 
“who, they aid faw No-body, being a lirele indif- 
posd. Iwasalío inform'd there wou d be no Ad 
fembly at Nighe, all which feend very Natural 3 
“and 1 was well enough pleasd that 1 fhowd have: 
-all the Afternoon and the Evening entire to fpend: 
“with my Miltrefs. Thither 1 went directly, and 
“when Í came to her Houfe, finding the Door 
crowded with her Relacions Foowmen, 1 fupposid 
there was a Meeting of them on occafion of out: 
Marriage ; fo I ler them alone, imagining my Pre- 
fence wowd difturb them; 1 thought ":wowd be 
| mor$ 
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more for my Adyantage to leave them the liberty 
of their Realoning, without conftraining them by 
coming upon them, not fearineg any thing they 
- Coud fay againft me, after my Miftrefs had given 
ne her Word to Marry me. 1 made no Stay there, 
but went ftrait Home to wait till the Conference 
broke up, that I might then go and hear the Suc- 
cefs. 1 fent Saavedra twice or thrice to fte if they 
Were gone, bring impatient to know what Refo- 
Iution they came to, fuppofing "'ewas che lalft De- 
bate that wouw'd be upon the Matter ; and that my 
good Fortune depended on it. Saavedra lecing the 
lame Footmen at the Door, made as if he pafs'd 
by accidentally, and faid nothing, according to the 
Inftruétions I-had given him.

Head, I wowd take Poít, and goto Rome my felf,

Itrembld for fear, tho” I:did not know why, 
but evry thing now made me Tremble. I bad 
Saavedrs go and fee what fhe wanted with me 3. 
he found 'twas my Miftreíss Waiting-Woman, he 
introduc'd her, and fhe gave me this Billet from my 
Widow; If this Bilet finds yow at Home, don't lofe a 
Moment's Time, come away to my Confins, 1 ffay there 
for you, to tell you a Matter of the lafé Importance, 
which concerns you only. AÁdiem. , 

I figh'd, for 1 guefs'd what the Matter of the laft 
Importance meant, and that "*wou'd banith me the 
Court and Territories of Florence, which was no- 
thing to what I was afraid of, to be banifhd E 
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her felf for ever. I bad the Woman tell her Miftrefí 
I wowd waic upen herimmediately ; and turning 
to Saavedra laid, See, what 1 wilh'd for comes to 
país, but I believe 1 fhall pay dearly for ic; for how 
Ihall Tbe able to endure the Converfation 1 am go- 
Ing to? Be ic what it will, I mult fee her, tho' I 
die for it.

The 
fhort Time allotted me was with a Defign to ruin 
me the more effeétually, under the Colour of Ju- 
ftice... 1 ran immediately to my own Lawyer, 
whom 1 found to have been before acquainted with 
the Matter; for as foon as he faw me he cry'd, We 
are, fold, and there's no Juftice to be had in this 
World... How, faid 1, is it poffible that People can 
bs fuch, Villains ? Will Men damn themfelves for fo. 
'Imalí a Matter as a Bribe? Yes, yes, fays he, We: 
have too: many that will do fo ; and all you have to. 
doiis.to putin:a Petition, and demand lon ger Time, 
for according to Law the Plainciff is not to be de- 
termin'd by the Defendant; ler us fee what that 
will.do : And what did it come to ? Nothing. My 
Petición was read, and with a great many others 
thrówn afide without any regard to Reafon or Equi- 
ty ; no Anfwer was all the Anfwer [ coud procure 
to it; *tis in vain to petition Judges; and why 15 
not that Cuítom abrogated 2 There's hardly any 
one of "em but thinks he may do what he pleafes 
without being accountable to: God or Man. The 
Three Days being out, and my Lawyer having 
bawl'd to. no purpofe for longer time, he fpoke 45 
if he had fpoken to deaf Men, they wowd not hear 
him, 1 went to know how Matters proceeded with: 
us. When 1 came to him I found him in the utmolt 
Confufion, his.Colour came and went with Rage

barians? Yes, worfe than Barbarians, fays he, for 
among Barbarians Juítice is done according to: the 
Law of Nature, but here we don't know even:that 
Law ; and all the Reafons they give you are:Cu- 
ftoms, Prefidents, and 1 don't know what : Intereíft 
in fhort is the Motive of all their Aétions; añd 1 
can't tell how better to explain to you the deplora: 
ble State to which our Courts of Juftice is reducd:. . 
T have known a Man fent to the Gallies for copy- 
ing another Man's Letter very innocently, and 
without any Defign of doing Mifchief by it. Our 
Judges pretend to do Juftice, and in truth fell it 
every Day. You will fee by what I have faid that 1 
cannot give you better Advice than 1 have given 
you already. I anfwer'd with aSigh, That I lawtoo 
well what I muft truft to, and was confirnYd in my 
Belief, becaufe 1 heard it from a Man of Integrity! 
Y thank'd him for the Pains and Trouble he had 
been at, and was going to put my Hand in my 
Pocket to pay him, but he wowd take nothing of 
me ; faying, Y had loft enough already, ¡and hhou'd 
not add' another Article to the Injuítice that was 
done me, nor wou'd he let me leave Bologna with- 
ont fecing there were Men of Honour, tho” very 
few there, as well'as Rogues. In truth:1 was exo 
treamly furpriz'd to find fo much Generofity in 3 
Man who had been fo induftrious to ferve me, and 
givn me fuch Satisfaction in the Management of 
my Affairs; not but that I have feen feveral Rogues 
do as much, when they knew how. to make theit 
Vlarket by it, and the Perfons they had to. do with, 
always having it in their View to get twice as much 
by itas they forgave them.

ill it feems that Í fhowd be fo Impudent, as 
to pretend to have been robb'd by Signior Alex- 
'ander, and 1 mul give Satisfaction for the Wrong 
done the Noble and Virtuous Family of Bentivoglio 
“Of Bologwa, for my Declaration which they were: 
“pleas'd'to call a Defamatory Libel, againít the faid: 
“Signior Alexander, whofe Birth, Breeding and good 
-Manners, were'fo well known in the City of Bo- 
logía. This notable Accufation took up a Quire 
of Papér; and all the while 1 read it, 1 lifted my 
“Hands to Heav'n in Amazement, that Villany 
'cou'd fo 'affúme the Form of Juftice. My Jailor, 
:añd the Serjeants laugh'd in their Sleeves at my 
'Aftonifhment, and their Grimaces were all the 
“Comfort Tcou'd'expett. *Twas two or three Days 
before 1 faw any Body but the Jaílor and his Man, 
who «usd me like “a Dog, and made me'their 
Laughing-Stock. As good Luck wow'd have it, 1 
had Money, or elfe 1 muft have Starvd: But I 
paid dearly for what I had, giving three times thé 
worth of it, and glad I cou'd have it lo. Monfieur 
the Jailor, out of an Excefs of Civility, conftantly 
“vifited me ar Meals, “eat up half my Meat, and. 
drank two thirds of my Wine, faying, He did nof 
Honour any other Prifoner fo much, as to give 
him his Company. 1 defir"d to fpeak with my 
Lawyer, and was told he was Sick. I then beggd 
them to fend for my Servant, they aníwerd, he 
was gone away with my Baggage. 1 pray'd them 
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to let my Holt come to me, they granted me that: 
Favour ; and him 1 defird to fend the Sollicitor to 
me, and he promisd to do it. But my Adverfa- 
ries underftanding it, wowd not let him come a- 
gain: And I was informd the Sollicitor was gone 
out of Town, “all which were Lies of their own 
making, for my Lawyer was in good Health, and 
Saavedra, and my Hoft came often to fee me, 'but 
could never find Admittance. Sasvedra, for the 
Reafons 1 have before-mention'd, durft not Solicit 
for me, but he engag'd my Hoft to goto my Law- 
yer, and he like a Man of Honour again e- 
fpousd my Intereft with a great deal of Zeal and 
Induftry, running the Rifque of ruining himfel£, 
to lave me, orto get me-out of the Clutches of 
thefe Robbers, which in EffeAr he did the fourth 
Day after my Imprifonment, tho” 1 cou'd not be 
freed till my Proétor, whom the Adverlary 
had Brib'd, prevaild upon .me to Sign a Paper, 
containing in Subftance, a Recantation of my - 
“Charge againít Signior Alexander Bentivoglio, and'a 
¡Declaration drawn up'in excellent Form, That 1 
“knew the faid Signior to be a very honeft Gentle- 
man, incapable of fuch a foul Aétion, and what , 
T had done was at the Inftigation of fome Enémies 
of his, having my felf no manner of Caufe of 
Complaint againft him ; begging his Pardon, and 
asking his Friendihip : What wow'd not a Man lay 
or do to get out of fuch a Prifon? Such as have 
not feen the infide of it, nor perhaps the outfide, 
“are not proper Judges of the Matter, for "tis paít 
the Imagination of a Man to conceive what it is. 
"Twas not long before 1 was very fenfible of it 
"my felf, but the Cruel and Dreadful Examples 1 Law 
in others were a thouland times worfe ; and molt 
of "em deferv'd as litele to be put there as Y did, 
“being thrown in by the Power or Intereft of the 


“Magiltrates, and their Favourites: 1 fhall have oc- 
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cañon sa. cak of. thefe Things more at large elfe- 
MWhste,s tp referve my Sentiments of them till

50000 Franks. You will lay, perhaps, -1 fpard 


her, becaufe I expeéted the molt of all (he had by 
marrying her, which I thought my felf fure of ; in 
which you are miltaken; for your true Rogue ne- 
ver reckons himfelf fure of any thing till “tis in his 
Cuftody, and woud not háve faild taking fomé- 
thing by way of Advance. 1 had it a hundred 
“times under my Nail,+ 1 might have carry'd it 
Off wichouc giving the leaft Miftruft who did ir : 
"And altho” the doing it wowd have made my For- 
fune, and the not doing it marrd it, for I fpent

yet 1 never once repented chat 1 did not do ir; for

as the moít Glorious.: 1 coud not ftill forget 
my Dear Widow in Prifon, or out of Prifon, and 
the Idea's of her Tenderneís for me were a great 
Comfort to me in my Confinement; from whence 
being deliverd on the Terms 1 have mention'd, 
which was to acknowledge a perfeét Thief, who 
wore my Cloaths, and Ípent my Money, to be 
a very honeít Man, and having paid my Prifon 
Charges, which amounted to 24 Franks, 1 got 
out, and returmd to my Inn, where 1 found Sza- 
wedra in a moft difconfolate State of Mind, much 
doubting whether the Application of. my Sollicitor, 
and the fcandalous Reports in the Town againít 
the Judgeand the Jailor for delaving me, wowá 
prevail lo far againít the Intereft of the Lawyer 
Bentivoglio, as to procure my Enlargement. Saa- 
wedra was overjoy'd to fee me, and thought he 
cowd never fhew it enough, for he did not think 
I ífhouwd get out fo foon, having heard how the 
unfortunate Wretches that fell into the Hands of 
my Profecutors, fuffer d, whether Innocent or Guil- 
ty. All the Diverfion of my Adverlaries being to 
make others fuffer, at whom they Laugh'd as a 
Company of Fools, and never hearken'd to Rea- 
fon, unleís a good Purfe of Gold, or the Word 
of a great Man happen'd in the way. Ah! Saa. 
wedra [aid I, what doft thou think of the worthy Gen- 
tlemen, the Judges, and the Juítice of this Coun- 
try ¿ is there any need of. going to Barbary for EX- 
“amples of the worft Injuítice ? (Or can there bé: 
worfe than what.1 have endurd ? 1 have been 
-_Robb'd, have found out the Thief, have provd the: 
Robbery. upon him by undeniable Atteftations, and 

all the Juftice Y can ger, is to.be thrown into Pri. 
fon ; and. for my Liberty be forcd not only to 
renounce all my Right,” but to, confeífs that the 
Robber is: a,Man of Honour,, and, that 1 won 
Y ; Ma 
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him in accufing him. If one fhouw'd tell this Story 
in the Market-Place as an Event which had hap- 
pen'd fóur or five Hundred Years ago, ev'ry Body 
woud cry out, ¿h Barbarity : But now, 'becaule 
"tis done before their Eyes, they only fhrug up 
their Shoulders, and out of pity to the poor fuf- 
fering Wretch lay, What had he to do here ? Did 
mot he know with whom'he had to deal ? No, no, 
they may believe me, I knew not the Perfon ; 
and uúnleís 1 had come here, 'twas impofkible for 
me to imagine there cou'd be fuch a one upon 
Earth. This certainly is the Place where the 
Men that are in Power, believe the Almighty 
fleeps, and that "is lawful for them to do what 
they pleafe with their Fellow-Creatures ; what fig- 
nifies their feeing or knowing what they ought to 
do in Juítice ? 1t 'tis not for their Intereft, or they 
are not afraid of the Confequence of their doing, 
or not doing it, they never confult their Duty. 
That's not their Bufinefs, they think they are 
Judges only to get Eftates, to efe up Families, and 
have them ennobl'd ; and whatever Character they 
Live with, they matter not, as long as they hope 
to leave Mannors and Titles to their Booby Heirs 
when they Die. All they fay of the Wretched is, 
“Tis lo much the worfe for them, and they are 
not to be blam'd for their Misfortunes. How can 
Men, not to fay Chriftians, who underftand what 
they ought to do, Reafon at this rate ? Saavedra 
heard my Sermon out with a great deal of Con- 
“cern, for he had a great fhare in my Troubles. 1 
wanted to vent my felf a little, having had no body 
to complain to in Jail, for all my complaining 
there was Mental; 'twas not fafe for a Man to 
¿make Complaints to his Jailors, that was the way 
to have more Realon of Complaint, tho” there is 
nothing fo Pleafant to a Man that fuffers, as to 
tell his Sufferings, and have the meaneít po all 
>> | om- 
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Cómforts, Pity. Saavedra told me how much I 
was oblig'd to my Advocate, and how abundance 
of Men, who knew nothing of me, pityd my 
Cafe when they heard it; that fome of “em talk'd 
boldly in my Behalf, but it did me little or no 
“Service. For tho” thofe that cou'd belt help me, 
knew. very well I fuffer'd unjuftly ; yet they were 
afraid of intermeddling, being unwilling to make 
themfelves Enemies on my Account. I went im- 
mediately to my Lawyer, who unfolded a great 
many Myfteries to me, and inform'3 me how all: 
my Matter was manag d ; faying, 'twas not the Au- 
ditor, or the other Judges Fault. thar I was not: 
releas'd the firft Day of my Imprifonment, they; 
having giv'n Order fort, hearing how People; 
murmurd ati. But that neither the Auditor, nor: 
his Brethren cowd refift the Recommendation of a 
Man of Authority, in Favour of the Rogue my' 
Adverlary. So they abandond my Caufe to him,, 
to do as he fhou'd think fit, as he had done; and' 
thus added he, Juftice is Adminifterd in this Coun-=' 
try. Tf it wowd not be too tirelome, 1 might tell! 
you an infinite Number of other Particulasirid 
more cruel chan ehis is. 1 cowd fill a Book with: 
what my Lawyer told me on this Head, and of 
the Government of that City. I ended my Con-' 
verfacion wich a thoufand Thanks to him as my' 
Deliverer, and wowd very fain have made him: 
fome Satisfaction, being more oblig'd to him than: 
ever; but he ftill carry'd on his Generofity, and 
wou'd evn force me to ftay and Dine with him, 
being his Dinner time ; 1 had much ado to Excufe: 
my felf from accepting this laft Favour, which 1 
thought wouwd make me too troublefome: At laft,, 
I took my Leave of him, with all the Proteftations 
of Service and Friendfhip, which a Man that owes' 
his Life to another can make; 1 returnd to my: 
lan well facisfyd chat I had came off fo, and ex- 

treamly 
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treamly pleas'd with my Lawyers unparallell'd Good- 
neís in my Behalf, When,1 came Home, .I found 
the People fitting down to Dinner, there was a 
good Company of “em ;. and I fat down with 
them, my Cafe being the Town-talk, they ask'd 
me what News? I anfwer d very modeít, for fear 
of fome new Adventur: : However, . the Com- 
any difcoursd of it frecly enough, and Heav'n 
knows did. not, Ípare my Judges. . This always 
happens, Us in vaín for Men to difenife rhe Truth, 
and valus themfelves on-heir Politicks ; the World 
will do Juftice to ev'ry body; and fuch Men wou'd 
lufh, i£.they heard haif thats faid of them ; “all 
Things come out at Jaít, and this is the leaft Pu- 
nifhment which Heavn' has in flore' for unjuít 
Dinner being over, 1 orderd Saaverra to hire 
two Horfes for. Milan, , whither 1 intended to go 
next Day. For after what had befa'nme at Bologna, 
that was as dangerous a Place for me as Florence, 
“and I cowd leave it with lefs Regret. Saavedra did 
what 1 orderd him to do, and while he was about 
A, not knowing whither to go, or how to fpend 
1d Time, 1 fellin with fome Gentlemen, who had 
calld for Cards, and with whom 'T' diverted'my 
Telf to look upon them as they were-at Play. ds 
down by him that was next to me, .and'Í admire 
the Whimficalneís of Men's Minds, to incline ge- 
herally to him thats neareft to them : “Por tho"1 
knew him no more than Í did the 'othérs, “and the 
others had done me nc harm, 1 was pafhiónately 
concern 'd for my Neighbour, was equally glad 
when he won, and fcrry when he loft; and as 
much as if it had been my own Money, “Or 1 was 
to, have had a fhare of his Gaíns.

You mul 
own, faid 1, "is Robbery; Robbery, reply'd he, 
lo let ic be, who is there that now-a-days do's' 
not Rob ?

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Saavedra makes a long Argument on the Road to 
vindicate Robbery and Robbers. .* 


Here are your Priefts and Parfons, who of all” 
Men ought not to rob, don't they fell us Sa- 
craménts and Prayers, which they are oblig'd to 
give as they receive them, for nothing? There are 
your Friars Mendicants, they beg 'is true, but they. 
are bely'd if they don't fteal as much as they begs ¡ 
As for all forts of other Priefts, what a fine ÓN 
do they drive with their Spiritual Commoditiesé 
The Holy Sacraments, as 1 have faid, are a confi- 
derable Branch of their unlawful Commerce ; they. 
won't make a Child a Chriftian unleís they are paid. 
for it, nor bury a Man except the Penny is producd. 
What Lies will they tell for Ten Shillings in their” 
Funeral Sermons ? Their other Preachments are. 
full of themfelves,. the Dignity of their Calling" 
and the Refpeét that forfooth is due to them, let 
"em be never fo vile; and why all this Vanity, but 
that they may rob with the more Reverence ? What. 
can you call thofe drunken Country Vicars that. 
ruin cheir Parifhioners with exorbitant Tithes?; 
What are they but Robbers? Indeed they almoft. 
all keep Heav'n Gate like that of a Great Lord, 
at which no-body enters that does not greafe th6: 
Porter in the Fit. Can a Man marry unleís he pays 
the Curate for making a Fool of him ? Will they 
ride Three or Four Miles to vifit a Rich Man, and 
pray for him when he's fick, for nothing * And will 
they not promife you, if they are well paid, 
they pray for. on very eafy Terms? Whar need le 
coft a Man any thing but Money to have as man) 
Abfolurions as he pleafes ? This they call living 
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the Altar: wheréas in Truth "tis robbing the Altar ; 
elther what. you give them 15 Alms or a Robbery ; 
if cis with your Confent, “vis Charity; ifthey exadt 
more than is reafonable for them to take, they rob 
you,and the Ípecious Pretence of Tithes will not ex- 
pu ic. 1f the leaft Penny of their Dues are mifling, 
traic you are fu'd and excommunicated,and the next 
time you come under their Hands you pay for it. 
lhowd not have done till to Morrow fhowd 1 fay 
all chat might be faid on this Head. Examine the 
Matter a little further; 1f-they ferve at the Altar 
tO live only, why don't they: give the Surplus of 
their Gains to the Poor 2 What occafion is there 
that a dull lazy Reétor fhou'd loll in his Coach like 
a 1 gouty Alderman when he goes to Church, and 
yet he will run a whole Day after a Pack of Dogs, 
e a good Supper at Night at the Juftices Charge ? 
Fthey are not Robbers,let them give the Poor their 
Dues, as they take their Dues from others; 1 mean 
all pat is above a Sufficiency.  Suppofe we fhou'd 
g0 a little higher, and fhowd fee how Prelates come 
y their Revenues, and what Ufe they make of 
them? We muft have a care of affronting the 
Right Reverend Order ; but íhou'd we never find 
any Robberies among them? who is there of them 
that takes juft no more than belongs to him, and 
employs that to the Ufes and Purpofes his Confci- 
ence obliges him to put it to? What Apottle, 
Difciple or Primitive Bifhops do they form them 
elves by, who were not usd to fhear their. Flock 
but for the Maintenance of that Flock ; who gave 
As much ascthey took, and never thought: of raifing 
Families, purchafing Lordfhips, and leaving Lay- 
¡Titles to thieir Kindred 2 “What may one not fay 
Of the Abbots, Priors,' Commanders of Orders, 
GCanons, and' other Beneficd Clergy , who look 
pon the Churches Lands as Eftates delcended to 
them by Law; and L.eay'n knows how they difpofe 
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“of them? Let any Man go to their Houfes and 
Monafteries and judge of their Aétions; if Robbery 
is not to be found there 1 know not where you will 
meet wich it; and cheir Robbery is the more terri- 
ble becaufe they rob the Poor, to whom they 
think they give their Dues when they beltow. a 
fimall Alms-gift upon them. Look to them and you'll 
find that thofe very Perfons are the leaft givn to 
Charity, who enjoy all they have purely to be cha- 
ritable, and who preach that Virtue to others. - In 
this, Priefts of all Religions are the fame; the Cler- 
gy are lo infeéted with the damnable Inclination to 
rob, tho they ought to be fartheft from it, that they: 
communicate this Luft even to the Nuns. 1 believe 
tis Robbery, and Robbery with a Witneís, to fell” 
Young Women an Entrance into their Convents, 
who are privilegd to enter grat; infomuch that 
it has been faid,fuch a Maid had not Money enough 
to be fufferd to make a Vow of Poverty with them. 
The Church calls this Simony, bue Simony is only 
a Robbery committed againft God, in felling' for 
ready Money what he has givn for nothing. No 
Shifts and Evafions will get a Man off one Day, 
whatever they do now. How many Maidens have ' 
our good Lady Abbeíles, and Madam Superioreíles, 
kept Novices Three or Four Years? And how ma- 
ny Novices wou'd have been Novices for ever, had: 
they not produc'd Money enough to be made Nuns?: 
dont fay their Sin is the very fame with Simom. 
Magus's, againít which lo many Popes and Councils: 
have fúlminated ; thofe Blefled Virgins, the greatelt' 
part of whom communicate every Day,.know chat 
by Heare; but they Laugh ac it, and;£heir Dires: 
étors flip the Matter over, knowing there's no Ke- 
medy to this Evil. Every Body muft rob, there's n0-' 
thing done without it. You may imagine, that having: 
examin'd the High-Lands, whofe Inhabitants howd 
bé more exadt and ferupulous in this Affair, ant 
wi 
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who fhowd give good Examples to other, 1 hall 
not give my felf the Trouble to defcend into the 
Low-Lands , where ewry Wood is full of them. 
What an infinite Number of particular Inftances 
might 1 name, if 1 fhowd enter into the Detail of 
the Robberies committed in the Government of 
each State, as well in Time of Peace as War, and 
efpecially in. the Courts of Juítice, as yow have 
lately experiencid to your Coft? 1 may after this 
.condemn all forts of Profeffions, Trades, and even 
that of Beggars, at a Lump, for there's no End of 
them, nor diftinguifhing the good from the bad, the 
nocent from the innocent; fuch a Difcourfe as this 
woud laft usan Exff-India Voyage: 1 have faid 
enough already to tire you, and believe you are 
but too well convinc'd that Robbery is no Crime, 
but in Fools that don't underftand their Trade, and 
who are caught; fuch Blockheads are often punifh'd 
by much greater Robbers, which wowd be feen if 
they carry'd all their Robberies written in their 
Foreheads. Ilet Sravedra run on as long as he 
wou'd on this Subject, and was fo pleas'd to hear 
with what Warmth he'argwd, and it was his Intereft 
lo to do, that 1 did not think of interrupting him ; 
'but feeing the Place we were to dine at before us, 
and that he mult be forcd to end his Sermon, which 
As not proper to be preach'd evry where, 1 faid to 
him laughing, 1 did not believe you had underftood 
Cafes of Confcience fo well ;' and upon my Word, 
Friend, you have almoít made me long to try what 
a Robber 1 fhowd make. There's great Artín it, if 
you did, quoth he. Ah, but faid 1, there's a great 
dealin being hang'd; not but that, if 1 were driv'n 
to a Neceflity, 1 might be apt to do as other Men 
have done ;andif 'twascome to that,thatImuft ffarve 
or venture hanging, 1 know which 1 wou'd chufe. 
What a Man relolves on is half done; what is taken 
ds taken, be ic which Way it will; and Starving 15 
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in my Opinion the vileft and cruelleft Death that 
is ; yer a Man ought to be reduc'd to it before he 
fets up the Robbing Trade. 1faid this to prepare 


«him by degrees for what I thought woud come to 


país one time or other, and that 1 fhow'd be forcd 
to give a Calt of my Office e'er "was long, conít- 
d'ring how we livd, and what we had to live upon; 
for as to Bills of Exchange they lay quite out of our 
Way. By this time we were got to our Inn, and as 
foon as 1 was fettled in my Room I pull'd out my 
Purfe and gave Saadedra Twenty Piftoles; who, full 
of Joy and Gratitude, made me twice as many Bows 
and Thanks, which fhewd he was extreamly well 
pleas'd with my Prefent. I told him all he had to do 
was to continue faithful to me, and ferve me well, 


and he might depend upon me as a Man who wowd 


never fee him want as long as I had a Penny 1n my 
Pocket. We made a good and a fhort Meal, as well 
becaufe 1 never lov'd to bait long, as becauíe 1 was 


“not quite free from Fears of a Purfuit. We mounted 
our Horfes,and rode on after Dinner; we were now 


not fo fleepy as in the Morning, and Converfation, : 
Refrefhiment and good Humour made our “Pongues 
more glib. I found Sasvedra was a Man of more: 
Wit and Parts than 1 thought him to be, and one 
who argwWd much better than cowd be expected: 
from his Appearance ; yet he told me he always ha» 
ted Study, and tho' he had been Five or Six Years at 
the College , he had learn'd but juft Latin enough: 


him ; but not finding he had any Call that way he: 
chofe rather to turn Adventurer, and ramble about: 
where he pleasd. Upon this I defird him to tell me: 
the Story of his Life, feveral rare Paílages of whiea 
he had at feveral times related to me. |

The Hiftory of Saavedra. 


| I Was born at Valentia, and not at Seville, as 1 
have already told you, a City as fruicful in 
Rogues as any in Spain, becauíle they thrive moft 
there, andy'tis the Fate of that Country to produce 
Men that are good for nothing. 1 came of an Ho- 
nourable Family, my Father, if he is (till living, is 
a Doctor of Laws, a Man of Credit in his Profeffi- 
on, and very much relpeéted by every Body that 
knows him. When he buryd my Mother, tho' he 
was advanc'd in Years, he marry'd a handíome 
young Wife, who was not over chafte, and he had 
leveral Children, which, confid'ring my Father's 
Age, was an Honour to him, tho' perhaps he had 
little Share in the getting them. This was a 
great Trouble to me and a Brother Lhad, and we 
quarrell'd with our Step-mother. My Father joyn'd 
wich her, asis ufual in fuch Cafes, and usd us worfe 
¡and worfe every Day. As for me, faid 1 to my Bro- 
¡ther, Pm weary of leadingfuch a Life, fince 1 can'e 
¡live quiet at Home T'll try my Fortune elfewhere, 
and take the firft Opportunity 1 can to put my 
¡Telf in a Condition to do it. My Brother replyd, 
¡he had as great a Mind to ramble as 1, and if he 
¡had had Money he had been gone before now; but 
¡to go a Shipboard without a Man's Bisket wou'd 
¡be downright Madneís, 1 care as litele for that as 
iyou do, quoth I, and the firft Money my Father 
Ireceives, as foon as "is in his Clofet 11Íl lay my 
Hands upon it. He reply"d, if you know how to 
ido ic Til joyn with you, and *ewill be very hard if 
you and I together can't get a Livelihood as well 
¡as others. 1 loy'd him very well, and that made me 
po Vol. IL, P glad 
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glad he was of my Humour; he had Wit and Learn- 
ing, but his Head was no more fettled than mine, 
and he had an lech to Thieving as well as L My 
Father having receivd a confiderable Sum of Mo- 
ney, and I having an Item of it, 1 told my Brother, 
and bad him pack up all he had that was portable, 
and wowd not be cumberfome, for the Time of 
our Departure drew on. So one Sunday after Din- 
ner, my Brother pretending to be fick, and 1 defi- 
ring to keep him Company , whilefiny Father 
and his Wife went to Church, broke open the 
Clofet Door, but we found only a Purle with 100 
Piftoles in ir, and about Thirty Crowns, the reft 
of his Money being faft lock'd up in an Iron Cheft. 
We were forc'd to be contented with what we coud 
get; and ehus equippd, with each a little Bundle 
under his Cloak, we went off to the Sea-fide, and: 
march'd along Shore till we came to Marvedra, a 
bout Four Leagues from Valentia, where we lay. 
and were very merry. My Brother having feiz d 
all the Money, and fpending ic too faft, 1 defird 
we might come to a Partition, and fhare it after 2

leaving him to purfue his Journey to Saragoffz, and 
lo to France. 1 país d thro' Tortofa,and lo to Barcelona, 
where 1 did not ftay long, for there's nothing in either 

of thole Two Towns worth feeing; at Tortofa 1 

found lome Cheveaux de Retour,Poít-Horfes that came 
from and were going light to Barcelona, 1 mounted 
one of them, and at Night arriv'd at that City. The 
Gallies, for. which a great many Men belides me 
waited, did not arrive till a Month after me, and 
“twas a Fortnight before they faild. There was a 
great deal of Company in the Town, borh Citizens 

and Strangers, which made the Six Weeks I ftayd 
there país away the more merrily ; we play'd, we 
intrigu'd, we feafted, and my Heart was glad ;

Heaven knows, faid IL, 
for 1 don't, what will become of me; yet I was fo 
young 1 did not trouble my Head much about 10 
Providence provided for me ; and you'll prefently 
fee how ;*Twas my good Fortune that young Don 
Saavedra fell fick in his Paflage, and | was very 
officious in tending him, being as well my felf all 
“the time we were at Sea as he was ill. Ifeem'd to 
take lo much Pleafure in ferving him, that he was 
mightily affeéted with fuch Civility from a Stran- 
ger, and, in Gratitude for the Pains 1 had taken 
about him, lov'd me like a Friend, defiring 1 wou'd 
travel with him, and affuring me 1 fhou'd want.for 
nothing; that he had Money enough for both him: 
and me, and 1 fhowd accompany him as his Fellow: 
Traveller, mot his Domeltick; and when he: 
had done Travelling 1 fhou'd do which 1 wowd, ei-: 
“ther live wich him all my Life-cime, or go Home to: 
my Friends and Relations. You may imagine l ac- 
cepted this Offer with Joy and Acknowledgments 
fuicable to the Greatneís of the Obligations, and 
from that Minute 1 gave my felf up entirely to him,: 
looking upon it as the beft thing that cou'd happen: 
e to 
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to me to contract a Friendfhip with fuch a Man as 
that, efpecially confid'ring my Circumítances ; but 
my Joy was of no long Continuance, and my Stars 
were all of a fudden too kind for me nót to 
Iufpedt that there wowd be a Change of their In- 
fluences. We arriv'd fafely at Genos , where he re- 
ceivd 500 Franks of a Banker on whom he had 
Letters of Credit, and took Bills of Exchange for 
as much more upon a Merchant at Naples, whither

A Felucca failing from Genoa to Naples, I went 
aboard it wich my Equipage and Servant, having 
agreed with the Malter for Fraight and Paílage. 
“There were about Nine or Ten Paflengers of feve- 
ral Nations aboard, among whom was a Lady who. 
affefted to be fome extraorinary Perfon, and was, 
tolerably handfom. I thought her to be the Wife of 

a Neapolitan Officer who was wich her, and feemnd 
to be very fond and jealous of her, but 'twas only 
his Comvinient; and Y'll tell you in a few Words 
how he came by her. A certain Gentleman of Pied- 

+ mont, whofe Wife this Woman was, and who had 
bought his Gentility with his Money, being only a 
Farmer's Son, was fo in Love with Travelling, and 
talk*'d of it lo often to his Wife, highly extolling 
the Pleafure of Knight Errantry , thar fhe, good 
Girl, long d to know more of the Matter, and 
make an Experience of it; fhe having read nothing 
but Romances ever. fince Mhe was Marry, fo that 
She ran Mad after Rambling. So fhe joyfully cón- 
fented to Travel from one end of the World to the 
other with him, though he was not a Man entirely 
to her liking; and fhe would have been glad of a: 
more proper Cavalier to participate in her Adven- 
tures. The Thing they moft differrd about, was 
how they fhould Travel : She whofe Head was full | 
of the Ancient Chivalry, was for riding on ftately 
Palfries, with a Squire and Groom; that is, with:

one Efquire, and a Page which was himfelf. This ' 
Romantick Speech was enoughto have Surpriz'd the 
Officer ; but'ewas nothing to the Reception he met 
with when he enterd the Room where they were 
to fup.

do you take me for? Or, do you think we can 
whiftle for Piftoles in this Country, that you ask 
me for 200 after this manner? Ask you, faid I 
in the fame Tone, why who fhou'd l ask, bue 
you? I demand nothing but my own, and expeét 
to have it, Do lowe you any thing, reply'd the 
Banker? Owe me, faid [ ; you know that us well 
as I. Come, come, let me have the Money ; and 
fince you are fo backward ar Payments, 1 muft 
look about me. Pray let me have all the Money 
T left with you lalt Tuefd..y producd immegiately : 
I won't be fervd fo; and did not expeét fuch U- 
fage from a Man of your Charaéter.

in yours. IT ask what's my Due: Dont tell me of 
your Tricks, but pay me evry Penny fince you: 
come to that, and prefently too, or 1 fhall take. 
another Courfe with you. Evry Penny, faid my 
Banker, intérrupting me ; Be gone, 1 have nothing: 
to fay to you ; Go out of my Shop, and fee for 
your Money elfewhere: 1 have none on't, and: 
none you fhall have of me : March off. Hey day, 
faid L, do'you pay evry body lo? Give me 3

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Money down upon the Nail, for 1£ 1 Ítir a ftep out 
of your Shop, T'll make an Example of you. 
Í dont doubt but there's Law to be had in this Coun- 
trey, as well as in others. By this time People 
began to crowd about us, and hearken to what we 
faid, tho” without knowing what was the Matter,. 
further than that 1 demanded Money, and he de- 
.ny'dir. He was not very well belov'd in his Neigh- 
bourhood ; and two or three of his Neighbours 
who heard moft of the Difpute , told the reft fo 
much, that they all began to take my part. His 
Wife coming in, the Hurly-Burly grew greater 
than ever; for the Banker taking Courage at this 
Reinforcement, was more enrag'd againtt me than 
ever.

Lalt Tuefday, the 13th of February, 1 came to this 
Banker's Shop about 10 or 11 a Clock in the Morn- 
ing, to kuow of. him whether he wou'd let me:

not think fafe to keep at my Inn; and he aníwer- ,

Furious than ever, and faid to the Provoít, he wou'd 
prelenely prove me a Rogue; and wouwd lofe his 
Head if there was.any fuch thing in his Books, 
The Provoít order'd his Day-Book to be producd. 
The Banker give Aquilera the Key of his Cupboard, 
«and bad him fetch it.  Aquilera brought his Ledger 
firít, to make as if he coud not tell which. was ' 
which. 1 cry'd out prefently, 'twas not that. All 
the Standers-by were Impatient to the laft Degree, 
to fee the end of this Bulineís. Aquilera brought 
¿another 3 I cry'd out, That is not it neither, He 
means your Day-Book, Sir, 1 fuppofe , lays Aquilera 
to his Mafter. Let him mean what he will , quoth 
the Banker, fetch it, and all the Books I have in 
'my Houfe. 1 no fconer law the Journal, but 1 
Cry d, That's the Book. The Provott took it , and 
read out aloud what 4quilera bad written by my Or- 
der, to the inexprellíble Altonifhment of the Ban- 
ker, who coud not believe what he heard. He 
por'd upon it himfelf to lee if "'twas poflible; and if 
the Writing was his own hand. The Provoft ask'd 
him, if he wrote that. He was fo confounded he 
cou'd not tell what to fay : His Tongue fail d him;

our Money.TPll warrant ye you fhall have it, we are 
not Thieves here, quoth he, though this Rafcal has: 
defervd Hanging a long time. Saying this, he loft" 
no time, and made fuch haíte you wou'd have' 
thought he had loftthe Money himfelf. As foon as: 
he came into the Street where my Banker livd, he 
bawl'd out as loud as he coud , Why is not that Fem | 
hang'd out of the way ? burn his Houfe, him and all: 
his Race init. Forhewas a fiery paffionate Fel= 
low, and had moft the Looks of a Banditti Man of' 
any in Milan. The Crowd hearing him cry out fo, 
turn'd about to fee who had any thing more to fay. 
againtt the Banker ; and know what Reafon he had: 
to 
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to talk fo. He would not ftay to fatisfy the Rabble, 
but juftled up to the Banker himfelf , intending to 
fall upon him ; but feeing the Provoft there, and 
like a Man who muft fpeak or burft , faid to that 
Officer , Isic thus, Malter , chat Strangers are to 
be us d when they come to Milan ? Shall fuch an 
honeftGentleman be Robb'd and Murder'd by fuch a 
common Cheat? I am the Man that [aw him bring 
the Money here, and faw the Casket full of good 
and lawful Piítoles my felf; 1 handled it, and. with 
thele Eyes faw the Bag of Money tied about with a 
red Ribbon, and fpotted with Ink.

it, they gave.a fhour ; and above all, the Labciaóa 
*'ery'd out, That the Few (Lo he callld the Banker 
for his Cruelty) fhou'd be hang'd up to a Sign-poft, 
who wow'd take away the Lives of a 1000 Men for 
fuch a Casker wich a 1000 Piftoles in it...

my Man, my Landlordand his Wife,who was more ' 
enragd againít the Banker than her Husband. 
They were all Three examin'd one after another ; 
+ and [aid more, efpecially my Landlord and Land- 
lady, chan they koew, or than. they had feen or 
heard. Then Aguilera was Examin'd to tell what 
he heard when 1T talkd with his Mafter ; and the 
Two Citizens who were then prefent were alío' 
Cited, who Teftified the fame thing with Saave- 
dra; amounting, that I came to his Shop to defire 
him to take my Money in. Aguilera laid, As to 
the Receipt of the Money he cou'd teftify nothing, 
nor as to the Casket , being not there by, his Mi-, 
ftreís having employ'd him about fome little Af- 
fairs in the Houfe ; but “twas true that his Mafter-

BY this means 1 became pofleísd of more Mo- - 
ney than l ever had in my Life together be- 
«fore, my whole Stock amounted to 7000 Eranks, 
“and that more than made amends for what I was 
.robb'd of ar Siera. Having no more Bufineís with 
Aquilera, we took our Leaves of him,and my Chain 
being brought Home and paid for, we continwd to 
give out that we were going to Venicez and one 
“Morning, when we had the Promife of a fair Day, 
«we fuficiently fatisfy”'d my Landlord, bid him fare- 
“wel, and without Noife or Buftle íneak'd “out of 
"Town, taking the Road «to Pavia ; whefe, when 
we arrivd, ] [et to work to provide a proper Equi- 
«page for the Part 1 inter ded to adt at Genoa, which 
“was that of a Lord Abbot coming from Reme. To 
that end 1 bought the richeft and fineít Stufts 1 
Ye, coud 
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coud lay my Hands on to make fuitable Vefiments, 
and dreís'd my felf out like a Prelate, having a pro- 
per Equipage to fupport that Charaéter. Every: 
thing was got ready in a few Days, Saavedra: 
bought Two fair large Trunks, and hird me a Lit-' 
ter, into. which I went, and actended by him as: 
my. Major Domo and a.mew Valet, ¿fet out, with,a. 
Sumpter-Horfe for my Baggage, Saavedra a Horfe= 
back, my Valet a-foot, a hird Man. to drive my 
sumpter-Horfe, and another to conduét my Litrer,.

let, who. was.no Fool;-having receiv'd his Inftrú- 
 Etions from Saavedra, gave out, That 1 was my

- Noble Gexoe/e, Marry'd at Seville. : During the lit. 

.tle ftay we made at Pavia, and oblerving Saavedra:

and having given him a. Magnificent : Account of” 
my Birth, 1 told him, That fetting out from Toledo: 
in extraordinary Circumitances, to come.:and fee

as bad a Husband as he,  T had foon cleard my felf 
of a good Purle full of Piftoles, and arrivd at Ge- 
02 more a Beggar than he ; that applying to my 
Relations -I was us'd very barbaroufly by them, 
which 1 cowd never forget ; and believing the 
time was propitious to my Revenge, I was refolv'd 
to attempt fomething of thac Nature, but it Should 
be on the fide of their Pockets : And to that pur- 
pofe I had thus difguis d my fel£, and puton anQut-

In my firlt appearance abroad in the Town, y 
whither T went the third day after my arrival, with / 
my Major Domo, and my Lackey, who by my or- 4 
der made a very handfome Appearance, as well as $ 
my felf, every Body look'd upon me as a Stran: 1 
ger of Quality ¿ and all I met made me low Bows 
down to the Ground, or rather they paid their Ci-% 
vilities to my Fine Cloaths : For that's all you are. 
confiderd for in the World ; and a Mountebank or 1 
Player, the Two vileft Profeffions upon Earth, in” 
his lacd Coat, fhall be more refpeéted than a Gen dl 
deman or Man of Merit, in one thats out of Fa-f 
thion. 1f a Cicero was ill dreft, and would appear! 


fo every where, he would be a Fool of a Cicerta 


he was a Manof Quality. Whereasthe poor Dog chat: 
can't keep a Footman 15 a Scoundrel, If you comé 
to a place a-foot, and without a Train, there's (9) 
Arm- Chair for you, you muft be contented wit 
aStool ; 'tis very well if you are asi'd to fit down; 
and when you go away, no body fhall wait up 

you to the Door. Caritas lecing  Nonnins cs 
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Triumphal Car, “ask'd, where the Horfes was 
drawing that Dung? How many Nonmjuss are there 
now in theWorld, who a few days ago were on the 
Dunghil ? How many Cars are full of them ? 
But there's no Catulles to hold his Nofe at them ; 
as bad as they are they fmell very well now-2- 
days ; and there are no Nofes lo delicate as to take 
oftence at 'em : They have Money fome of em, 
and lome Places, no matter by what means they 
get their Places or their Money ; either the one or 
the otherisa Perfume , that is, Proof againít all 
Stinks. Let 'em have as much Dung in their Com- 
pofition as you will, there's nothing feen of it ; 
and People judge by their Eyes now, and not by 
their Underftanding. Learn Chymiftry well, fhew 
a full Purfe, your Teeth may be as black as a Coal, 
and your Hands like a Chimney-fweepers, you'll 
find an honourable Reception whereever you come," 
better than a poor Angel with white Hands and 
Feet. What need is there of thele Moral Reflecti- 
ons on a thing wbich every one knows, and yet 
no body will Correét themíelves of this Error, At 
Dinner-time 1 went to my Inn again; tny Land- 
lord paid me Compliments without number ; ask- 
1ng me if 1 would give leave for fome Perfons of 
Quality to dine at my Table. 1 reply'd, Wich all 
my Heart, for 1lovd Company. He then intro- 
duced Four Gentlemen who enter'd the Hail very 
refpeétfully, and made me feveral low Bows, which 
l aníwerd as became a civil and well-bred” Abbot. 
The Difhes being fervd in, 1 took the uppermott 
Place, as became me, and tben defird the Gentle- 
men to fit down. The Converfation for my fake 
was a long time ferious ; but at laít it grew a little 
more gay, and l alío was a little more Sociable. 
Thefe Gentlemen usd to fpend the greareft Pare of 
the Afternoon in Play, and after Supper they went 
to it again ; they play'd high, but fair and free, as

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far as 1 perceivd : YT fometimes diverted my felf to 
fee them play foran Four or Two; andthey would 
have been very glad if 1 would have made one, for. 
they rook me to bs a very rich Abbot, and did not: 
know must of Gaming, though there are as great: 
Rogues among your Abbots as among any Men. 
They. thought 1 wss little usd to play, and that 
they hould mate a Penny of me. But I fhew'd 
fo much indifference ro it, that none of them durít 
mention it to me : However at laft, when I was 
better acquainted with them, they gave me to under- 
ftand, they fhould reckon themfelves honour'd with 
my Company for Two or three Hours atPlay.And' 
as if it were out of meer Complaiíance, 1 reply*d;: 
I would try what 1 cow'd do for half an Hour of 
fo. Talío play'd at a low Game, and wowád not 
make ufe of. Saavedra's help or my own Dexterity ; 
for as yet 'twas not time, 1 loft but a little; and 
wou'd never put what I got into my Pocket, 1 
gave it to their Servants and my own, and the Ser=" 
vants of the Inn, or left it for the Cards, which 
got me the Reputation of the moft Generous and' 
Noble Gamefter that ever was ¿ for 1 won much 
more than Iloft, though 1 did not yet think fit to: 
win any thing to purpofe. Then as foon as ever Y 
took the Cardsin my hand, I had a Crowd of thefe. 
Fellows about me, to ask me, what I woud be: 
pleasd to Command them; knowing every now 
and then a Ducatoon dropp'd. One day Fortune: 
having been kinder than ordinary, and might have: 
been kinder had LE tempted her further, fecing Í' 
had won above Forty Piftoles, and yethad play d: 
much longer than 1 us'd to do, to oblige the Lofera, 
I kept Twenty five Piftoles for my felf, and gave: 
the reft to thofe that were about me ; fomewhat to' 
every one there, except a Captain of a Galleyy 
who 1 thought wou'd not accept of fuch a Treat= 
ment, though he had Mhewd a great Affection for 
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my Intereft while I was at play : He was a very 
pretty Fellow, both as to his Reaflon and Wit; and 
knew how to behave himfelf, which is not ufial 
for thofe lort of Men to do ; the World not fhow- 
ing any thing fo rude as fuch Perfons as are bred 
to the Sea. I knew the Gallies were fuddenly to 
depart for Barcelona, which was a favourable Oc- 
calion for my intended Enterprize to requite my 
Relations for their Civilities to me. The Day of 
their Departure was not fix'd , but 'twas expected 
“twould be declard every day. The Friend- 
hip of fuch a Man as the Captain cou'd not but 
be ferviceable to me, and therefore 1 refolv'd to mifs 
no Opportunity of obtaining it. The Company 
in this Hall' were free, feveral Gentlemen of the 
Townand others us d to come to play themfelves,and 
fee others play. This Captain dind fometimes at 
our Inn, but his Puríe was not very ftrong, hav- 
ing nothing but his Commiflion to live by ; and 
the Genoe/e Pay is very Ímall. Fortune dealtby him 
asfhe ufually doesby Men of Merit; and he wasvery 
often bare of Money. He frequently play'd away 
3 Months Pay in one day : And belides this Extra= 
vagance, he fpent all he cou'd fpare from Play on 
Women. The Name of Favello was given him by 
a Woman whom he paflionately lov"d, and was 
lately dead. I heard all the Stories at the Inn, and 
among the reft this Captain's : Saavedra never fail- 
ing to give me a particular account of every thing 
and every Períon about us. Being refolvd there- 
ore toengage this Captain to be my Friend, both 
ut Of Intereft and Inclination, 1 turn'd about to 
im, and flipping the 25 Piftoles into his hands, 
aid, 1 did not believe a Gentleman who had been 
o long and fo often in Span, couw'd be ignorant of 
he Cuftom there, wherefuch a piece of Gallantry 
vas very juftifiable ; and he might do the. fame 
hing by me when he ta Occalion. He fecemd at 
Ñ : : 3 at 
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at firft a lettle confounded, but the Money came 
fo e propos, and 1 gave ic him ín fuch a manner that 
he was reconcild to the Gift, which gain'd him * 
entirely to my Intereft. He couv'd not tell enough 
how to exprefs his Acknowledgment; but his Looks * 
and his Geftures explain d. himfelf better than 
Words cowd have done. 1 broke off the Difcourfe 
twice or thrice, and turn'd it to fomething elfe , as 
of his Galley, his Commiflion, and Voyages from ' 
Barcelona to Genoa. We foon after went to Supper,. 
and l invited him to fit down with us, defiring him to : 
do me the fame Honour every day ; and telling 
him, That a Plate and Napkin fhould always be” 
laid on purpofe for him, and that we wou d expect 
him. The next Morning he came to pay his Com-. 
pliments to me, and pray'd me at the fame time to. 
take a Walk and fee his Galley. 1 confented to it. 
with pleafure ¿ and had the Pope or Dogg of Genoa. 
been to do him that Honour , they cou'd not 
have had more Refpeét fhewn them. We went out 
of the Gate that leads to that fine and agrecable 
Place, calld San Pietro ld Arena. He told me the 
Names of all thofe Pleafure-Houfes, or rather thote. 
Magnificent Palaces which are on the Sea-fhore,- 
and make the mof! beautiful Profpedrin the World: 
He infornYd me alfo Of the Hifltories of the Own=. 
ers, asto their private or their publick Actions 
For he was very knowing in the Chronicles. 
of the Town; a frank downright Perfon, who” 
ípoke his Mind freely and fpard no body. Look 
there, Monfieur £* Abbe, laid he, what a prodigious | 
Length that Palace is of ¿ what fine Gardens there 
ate ; it Coft above 100000 Crowns, but *twas all” 
out of the Publick Money: The Father of the” 
prefent Owner was not worth 1000 Pence when: 
he came into the World, but having by his Indu- 
ftry found means to get into the Senate , and to be 
made one of the Trealurers to the Republick, he 
App oe e ad SGL managd 
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manag'd his Matters fo well, that he left his Son, 
who 1s little better than an Idiot, one of the beft E- 
ftates, and one of the beft Houfes in Genoz. He 
committed a Thoufand Robberies ; but by greazing 
the Auditors in the Fift, and what Auditor will not 
be lo greaz'd ? he always prevented any InÍpecti- 
on. In which Conduét he was lucceeded by one 
of the Doge's Footmen; who, from a Livery, 
rofe to the Purple ; but not underftanding how to. 
manage Matters lo well as the other, he was ruin'd 
in the fame Polt wherein his Predeceffor got his E- 
Ítate, a Coach and Six. The latter of thefe Mi- 
nifters affeéted the Charaéter of a Gallant Man ; 
“and 1 cou'd tell you a pleafant Story of him, but 
"twowd be too long, and I fee your Curiofity has 
drawn your Eyes on another Palace, that with the 
High Tower, and the four Fanes: You woud 
think ic belong'd to the Defcendant of one of thofe 
Brave Heroes, who made fuch a Figure in the 
“Times of the Crufade : But alas 'tis quite contra- 
Try; there are fome of that Family Shoemakers and 
"Ironmongers at this day. The Owner by his Cun- 
ning and Intrigue, back'd by a little Money, ac- 
-quicd the Dignity of a Senator ; and then pretend- 
ing a great Zeal for the Intereft of his Country, . 
and railing act the Doge, he got to be chofen Se-: 
cretary of State: In difcharge of which Ofhce, 
God knows what Robberies he was guilty of by 
his Bribery and Exactions ; out of which he buile - 
this Fine Palace in the Suburbs, and another in the 
City ; the Gardens of which coft more to main- 
tain, than the Income of his Place was honeftly 
worth. And yet thele are but litele Gudgeons : 
We fhall by and by come to the Palace of the 
Great Fifh, who fwallow'd up the reft; the Ava- 
rice of fuch People being as boundleís as the Sea. 
Look, Monfieur L*4bbe, on that Palace there that 
-ftands higher than the reft, and where no manner 
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of Coft was fpard to make it one of the moft 
Stately and Sumptuous Palaces in lraly: “Twas all 
at the Expence of our Poor Republick: “was + 
our famous Doriz's, who bubbled the World fo with + 
his Fame, and acquird the Reputation of being 
one of the moft Tlluftrious Heroes of his Age; 
whereas, to examine Things to the bottom, in > 
what fhall we find he was fuch a mighty Hero ?- 
except it was, for undertaking almoft a Thoufand : 
Enterprizes, and failing in almoft all of them. 
Indeed, when he fucceeded, 'twas more by Chance, 
than Valour or Conduét. The beft that can te * 
faid of him, is, That he was a good Corfair; but 
he pirated on our Republick more than on her E- 1 
nemies ; ruining her by the vaft Expences to which 
he put her, about wild and unprofirable Defigns. 
What Divilñions did he not low amongft us ? What 
Cabals were there not in his time? Into what: 
Storms did he bring us ¿ lometimes engaging us on 
the Side of the' French, fometimes on the Spaniards 
Side, as his Caprice or Intereft led him? “Thus he. 
in a great meafure contributed to the. Ruin of our - 
Flourifhing State; of which 'ewas not his Fault if. 
he did not make himfelf Mafter: For his Ambition 
all along afpird at the Sovereignty , as was plain 
in all his Defigns. Thus the Captain made his Re- 
fletions on the Owners of all the Palaces we: 
walk'd by, or faw on the Sea-Shore, and the River 
that falls into the Sea there, commonly call d the 
River of Genor. 1 was pleas'd with his Difcourfe, 
and let him talk on for near Two Hours. We: 
view'd his Galley from the Shore, but 1 wow'd not. 
go aboard becaufe 'rwas late ¿ we referv d that for 
another time; and after Dinner Tthought*twou'd be as. 
good as any, forthe Company that usd to bring on 
Gaming happen'd to be out of the way, and 1 
did rot care to encourage it my felf. So I walkd 
to the Sea-fide, and thence was carry'd aboard his 
| Galley 
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Galley in his Gondola , and receivd there with as 
much Honour, as if I was really one of the great= 
elt Perfons of the Order 1 counterfeited. He or- 
derd his Men to row us along the Shore of the 
River of Genoa, and we finifh'd the View of the 
Palaces, and his Reflections upon them... 1f you 
are goveryd by fuch fort of Men, faid IT, your 
States but a forry fort of Government. Sorry, 
quoth he, one of the moft piciful Things” in the 
World. Our Outíide is good in appearance, but 
what Chaos, what Confufion is there within ? How 
are our Laws, Cuftoms and Ordinances broken ' 
or alterd ? Every one does what he pleafes, pro- 
vided he's of the prevailing Party. At prefent the 
Spanifh Faétion is uppermott , and every one calls 
himfelf a Spaniard, that he may have the Privilege 
Of plund ring and tyrannizing with Impunity. In 
a lítele while the French Faétion may prevail, and 
then your zealous Spantard turns as zealous a French- 
mán for the fame Ends. To rob the Publick, which 
iy ellewhere look'W upon as the worít of Crimes, is 
A common here, that the Offenders don't think it 
worth the pains of concealing it. 1f by chance 
“any one is brought to Punifhment, he is fome poor 
Rogue, who has no Friends nor Money; and i 
he is of any Confideration among them, he is on- 
ly banifh'd for Six Months ; and at his Return, he 
very often gets into the Government again, and is 
worfe than ever. ”Twould be endleís to name the 
Abufes crept into our State. How many Stately 
Palaces were built under pretence of raifing Mo= 
_ney to enlarge the Fortifications of our City ? 
How many Fine Coaches had our Ladies, who a 
litele before were but 'Tradeímen's Wives ? How 
many Diamond Necklaces were producd on that 
Occafion ? But the beft of all is, the Dexterity of 
our Magnifico's and Excellentiffimo's ; who, like Sad- 
dles for all forts of Horfes , are fometimes ra 
los: ide, 
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fide, fometimes for another, ,and always at Vari-» | 
“ance among themfelves; being wholly governd-. 
by Ambition and Intereft. The Prince that will. 
give moft for them, has them. And yet we have 
the Example of an lluítrious Prince in our Neigh- 4 
bourhood, who always has known fo well how to * 
carry himfel£, that he has been courted and efteemd 
by both Crowns, without ever engaging in one - 
Caufe Ór t other, that he might not have either of 
them his Enemy. You have alfo, faid 1, the Ex- * 
ample of the State of Venice. We have lo, reply'd 
he; but'tis very difficult for us to do as the Venetí- 
ans do ; their Laws tending all to the Advantage of ! 
the Government, and their Minifters being fo 
clofely watch'd, that they have no Opportunity to 
chear the Publick. The State is well fervd: But: 
with us, thofe that fhhou'd watch over our Mini- 
fters, are the very Perfons that rob us. The Cap- 
tain then enterrd into a more particular Account 
of all the Senators ; and among others naming my 
Relations, who did like the reft ; and faid, Since 
the Veffel is loft , let each of us have a piece of 
the Wreck ; I laugh'd, and reply'd foftly, Do you 
know, Mr. Captain, that 1 am concern'd in the 
Cafe now ; for thofe Perfons are my Kindred ? 
- "Your Kindred, faid the Captain, furpriz'd to hear 
me talk thus. Yes, reply'd L, did not you know 
Jam the Son of a Noble Genoe/e of that Family ? 
who being forc'd to fly for Debt to Seville, ac- 
quid fuch a Reputation there of a Man of For- 
tune, that he marry'd a Lady of Quality of that:

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with Two of your Coufins. 1 have been told, 
that your Pather was a Man of a great deal of 
Wit ; who being taken by the Turks, found means 
to efcape by the Afliftance of a Mosrifh Woman, 
who fell in Love with him ; and that going into 
Spain to recover fome Money due to him there, a 
Lacy of Quality was as kind to him as the Moor, 
and marry'd him. Are you that Gentleman's Son ? 
Even fo,faid Ifmiling. Do you know then,faid he, that 
yourFather's Eldeft Brotherand your Uncle is ftill li- 
ving, and a Batchelor; that he is very rich, and 
ío Old that he cant go without a Stitk 2 1 re- 
ply'd, no, I never heard any thing of himy for 
my Father had no Correfpondence with his Kin- 
dred here along time before he dyd.. 1 wonder, 
aid he, you fhouw'd not know him , for he is one 
of the Richelt Men of .our Republick. 1 an- 
Iwer'd, my having quitted my own Name, made me 
the more a Stranger, and hinder'd my being bet: 
ter acquainted with the Family, whom I was not 
forward to vifit on that Account: For I did not 
want any thing of them: And tho” I thought 1

W! return 'd 'to the City towards Evening, 
and 1 carry'd the Captain home to Supper 
with me.

TI agreed to it; and 
Fortune favouring me ftill, I cry'd to the Captain, 
You know you go a Third Part with me , Which.

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Court as any Body. That gave my old Man an 
opportunity to enquire of my Mother and her Fa- 
mily , of which 1 faid' fine things enough. My 
Uncle here interrupting me, cry'd out, Nephew, 
Pill tell you a very odd Story of an Adven- 
ture which happend 6 or 7 years ago. There 
came a young Rafcal to this City, and tó our Dif- 
grace gave out, that he was our Kinfman, the Son 
of your Father, and ran up and down the Streets 
inquiring after us.

“e. Iturn'd the Diícourle to fomething elfé ; and 
after an Hour's ftay, my Uncle took his Leave. ' 
J waited upon him to the Door with all pofííble 
Demonftration of Refpeét and Civility. 1 did pee 
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fee my Captain chat day at Dinner; one of my 
Coufins having taken him home with him, as an- 
Acknowledgment of the Favour he had done him, 
in giving their Family Advice of their Kinfman's 
being in Genoa. When we had din'd, 1 order d Sa 
avedra to buy me four large handíome Trunks, for 
a Ufe I had to put them to; and my Gamelters 
again prefling me to play, engagd me to game a. 
lirele higher, being nettled that 1 had won fo much 
of them , tho” 1 did not Íeem to play better than 
they. At that Sitting 1 won 400 Crowns of them ; 
which 1 put in my Casket , except a few Piftoles 
which 1 gave Saavedra, who had a little aflifted” 
me in the Matter.

277 
reply'd, That as to keeping it fecrer, 1 might de- 
pend upon him; and not a Man on Earth fhould 
ever know it from him: But hé could not without 
Trouble fee that 1 fhould refufe him the only Op- 
portunity that he might have as long as he liv d, to 
ceftify his Zeal for my Intereít in all things. 1 em- 
bracd him, faying, He would have Opportuni- 
ties enough aboard his'Galley, during our Voyage, - 
to Thew his Tenderneís and Good Will : Thar 1 de- 
manded to have it all there, promifing my felf chat 
we fhoud live pleafantly together.

Having read this Billet , 1 feem'd to be troubled

Uncle, Iask'd him if there were no Jeweller in 
Genoa,who fora Sum of Money,and putting fufficient 
Security in his Hands, would lend a Man fome Jew- 
els for three or four Days: Yes, lays my Uncle, 

there are enough would do it ; But what need you 
be at the Expence of hiring them, when you can 
have "em for nothing ?

_ney and Jewels, which 1 had made a fhift to get 
out of my Relations, and 10000 which 1 and-Sa- 
avedra, whole Money was as good as my own, had 
before: A Sum enough to make the Earth Trem- 
ble, and raife the Duít more than ever. The bet- 
ter to impofe on my Relations 1 vifited every one 
Of them the next day, faying , 1 did it becaufe 1 
was to be at the Wedding on the Morrow, and 
fhou'd not have the Honour to fee em then.

He then condukted me aboard 
his Galley ; and after fome more, Compliments the 
Table was (pread with feveral forts of Provifion 
which 1 had order'd to be laid in ; we eat heartily;, 
chatted away 3 or 4. Hours and went to Bed. We 
were borh wak'd early the next Morning, he by his.

I therefore return'd. fatisfied into my Cabbin, and 
through the Window faw other Gallies do the fame. 
that we were doing ; and a quarter of an Hour 
after the whole Crew took to their Oars : We pre- 
- fenely row'd away, and ina little time, 1 perceivd 
were advancing towards. the Cape Noli. This was: 
Matter of great Joy to me. 1 was perfeAly well 
farisfy'd wich my Fortune, lay down on my Bed and 
flept foundly. Two Hours after, the Captain. 
coming into my Cabbin, told me, We had doubled

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the Cape, and'if the Wind held fo fair 3 or 4 days 
fhowd havea pleafant Voyage. In the Afternoon 
the Wind flackern'd a little ; however we made Mo- 
zaco and anchor'd there at Night. The next Morn- 
ing we rowd away again, the Wind continuing 
ftill fair , which was an Additien of Joy to me, 
and 1 (hould have been one of the happielt Men 
in the World, in my own Opinion, had not my 
Pleafure been interrupted by Szavedra's falling ill: 
On notice of it 1 went to fee him, and found he 
“had a violent Fever upon him, at which 1 was ex- 
tremely troubled, we being nor in a place where 
“we cou'd get any Afliftance. We had a forry Sur- 
geon aboard , who underítood [o little of his own 
Profeflion he cou'd hardly let Blood. 1 hop'd how- 
ever, that the Wind continuing Fair, we fhould 
foon arrive at Barcelona, and there he fhou'd be bet- 
ter look'd after.

«following Night, during which time Death often 

-prefented himfelf before our Eyes. Saavedra Íee= 
ing every body in a Panick Fear , his Mind grew- 
as much difturb'd as his Body, and his Brains were 
quite turn'd in his Head. My Footman watch'd with 

him, but dropping afleep with too much watching 

Saavedr got up upon Deck, in one of his Deliri- 

ous Fits, and Jump'd into the Sea. The Watch law 
him, but cou'd not come time enough to prevent 
him. There was prefently a great Noife to know 
what wasthe Matter. Be it what it wou'd, there 

wasmo.Remedy 'ewas fuch foul Weather and fo: 
dark a Night, after half an Hours fearch "was.

- Mile; and coming to the Place, found the Abbey 
to bea Nunnery ; which 1 lik'd better than if 
it had been a Monaftery of Friars , not only be- 
caufe it pleas'd my Humour better, but becaufe La- 
dies are generally more hofpitable than Men.

Il invited 'em to come and fee me, 
and made them fome other fuch Compliments of 
couríe ; but whatever 1 did or faid, they remaind 
all the while I ftay'd wich them in the Grave Airs 
ia which I found them: 1] did not much trouble ' 
| my. 
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my felf about chat, and the Time of Night requi- 
ring me to withdraw , 1 bad 'em farewell, and re- 
turn'd to my Lodgings. The next day 1 fent all 
my Goods and Equipage from my Lodgings to my 
Houfe ; and my Landlady pretending fhe fhould be 
extremely forry for loling my Company, came and 
delird me to accept of a fmall Treat before 1 re- 
movd. Iconfented, and din'd with her, knowing 
what a fly Piece fhe was, and being unwilling to 
put her out of humour: She gave me three Difhes 
of Meat; but the Deferr was a terrible one; *twas 
fervd in by an Alguazil , or Sergeant, with Six 
Catchpoles , who enterd the Room we were in, 
and fhewd me a Warrant'to apprehend my Perfon, 
1 faw immediately the Danger I wasin , and rofe 
from the Table in a dreadful Diforder : I knew not 
what to do, nor what would become of me : The 
Catchpoles ftood at the Door, and the Windows 
were fo high, 1 could not leap down without

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down, and running it over, came to the Name of. 
Donna Therefa de Melida, the Name of my quondans 
Miítreís. 1 took Breath a little, and askd of the 
Alguazil, What fhe would have of me? He an. 
fwerd, ftill fmiling, I'need only read it through, 
and I fhould fee what it meant ; "was for the 
Crime of Violation, ora Rape. A Rape, faid 1, 
fure fhe has not the Impudence to fay fo ? "Tis not | 
my Bufineís, reply'd he, "tis her's to prove it, and 
your's to defend your felf: All that Tam to do, is. 
to arreft and carry you to Prifon. 1 read the War= 
rant over and over again, and the more 1 medita ' 
ted upon it, the worfe 1 found it: "Twas an ugly 
Affair to happen the Day before I was to be Mar- 
ry'd; I knew of what ill Confequence "would 
have been, if my Miltrefs and Don Andres fhould 
come to the Knowledge of it; as to be fire they 
foon wou'd. By this time 1 had recolleéted my : 
felf, and approaching the Alguazil, faid, Sir, T 
believe you to be a Man of Honour, and as fuch 
declare that 1 never violated this Young Wo-. 
man, "nor committed any Rape upon her, but for 
my Money, as a great many more have done be- 
fides me. He reply"d, You tell me no News: 1 
have a great many fuch Bufinefles as thefe go thro' 
my Hands in a Year: "Tis your Misfortune to 
have to do with one of the wickedett Jades in 
Town, as this Young Woman's Mother is known 
to be; and l believe youw'Il not be able to get clear, 
without a Sum of Money.

The Day appointed for my Marriage being 
come, our Nuptials were Celebrated with greac- 
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Pomp and Magnificence , becoming o 
man of my Father-in-Law's Reputafion. 1 
made my Bride very fine Prefents of the Jewels 
chat were left me: I gave her a Suit cover'd all 
over with Gold; Ireceivd the 10000 Franks, I 
carried her home, and "was one continual Feaft 
for Fifteen Days. 1 provided my Wife Women, 
Maids, Footmen , and fet up a Way of Living 
which was enough to ruin me in a few Years, un- 
leís I fupplied the Expence by my Induftry, or For- 
tune ÍmiPd ar theEnterprizes my Father-in-law and 
l undertook.He was all for vaftDefigns andProjeds, 
and together we thought of no lefs than getting the 
whole Affairs of the Kingdom into our Hands : He' 
depended on my Pocket, and 1 on his : However, 
by feeing one another every day, and being forc'd 
on feveral accounts to communicate our Concerná. 
to one another, we at laft compard Notes, and 
- difcoverd the whole Truth ; we had cheated each 
other, and fo no-body was to blame or was blam'd :

Affairs ; and that the oo Ducats a Year were his)" 
and fhould be paid ro him only, without any Claim 
from me. This Shift was wonderfully tomy Li-- 
king, and. was no more than 1 had feen prattisd 
very commonly at Madrid; and indeed sen 15 
e ong 
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done in all Trading Towns, where Honeíty fhould 

prevail more ; but there is no Remedy for this Es . 

vil. "Tis faid, Commerce ftands in need of a lit- 
dle Indulgeñce now and then; and that a Tradef- 
man mulft trick and cheat, or he could never get 
an Eftate. lt becomes only Rogues and Beggars to 
talk lo ;''tis better he fhould ftarve, than maintain 
himfelf by fuch Unlawful Praétices; and that 
Commerce fhould be driven out of the World, 
than be fepported by Knavery , and Honelt Men 
Juin'd to keep up the Grandeur of Cheats, 

By thelé wicked Means 1 found fomething was 
fecur'dto me, let what wowd happen ; my Cre- 
dit increasd , now 1 had got the Reputation of a 

Landed Man; 1 fell afreíh upon Bufineífs, and did 
as [usd to do: But this was not likely to laft long, 
'for Tricking is one of the molt Temporary Things 
1n the World. My Wife's continual Expences took 
away all my ready Money. Our Gain grew very 


Ímall, and in the end we were forc'd to break, 
My Father-in-Law got clear off ; as for me, 1 was 
arreífted and thrown into Prifon , where 1' endea- 
¡vour'd to compound with my Creditors; who find- 
¡ing every thing was made over to others, and that 
¡they were balk'd of the Eftate they thought 1 had 
¡purchasd , were glad to accept of to per Cen. 
down, and the reft of their Debt in ten Years. So

with a Toung Woman, and Marries her. 


A /TY Father-in-Law and I were as good Friends: 
Ay as ever, tho” our Partnerfhip broke off... lr” 
went againft me to pay back the 10000 Franks, 
which ] cou'd not avoid ; for befides that he was 
entirely Maíter of my Affairs, and 1 wanted his 
Afliftance, 1 was loth to wafte my Money in Law. 
.1 paid him wich a good Countenance : He was 
well pleas'd wich it, and I always found him a good: 
Friend. The Charges of my Wife's Funeral, and, 
the Repayment of her Portion, fo draind me, 
that 1 bad fcarce Furniture enough for one Room 
left; which Don Andres fecing , +he furnifWd a 
Chamber for.me.

Lofs, 

I receivd the Purchafe-Money for my Houfe, 
which 1 put inro the Bank, where it brought little 
or nothing ; but 'ewas fafe, and I could have it our 
when 1 wowd. Having thus finifh'd my moft im- 
portant Affair , and thac on which the making of 
my Fortune depended; 1 bought me a Gown and 
Caflock, fuch as thofe Students wear who afpire to 
the Chair: The Term approach'd at the Acade- 
my, lo IT took Leave of my.

Humanity, and fpoke Lotin fluenely and 
claflically : So 1 began a Courfe of Philofophy, in 
which: 1'made a confiderable Progreís in a Short 
time ; for whac by a Natural Genins for Letters, ¡ 
and by Breat Application, 1 foon acquird the Re- 
putation of one of the belt Students in the Unt- * 
“ In"three Yeárs time 1 went .thro my 
Conte; 'and took my firlt Degree. “1 had the Se- 
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From Philofophy 1 proceeded to. Divinity , 
which 1 defiga'd to finifh my Studies with; and 
had Reafon to believe, that having laid a good. 


I never faild in any of my Exercifes ; we all of. 
us ftood 'upon our Honour in.that Matter, and. 
wowd not for any thing have mifsd one Leflon.. 
You know 1 had been usd to a Life of Freedom* 
and Plenty, and a Man cant prefently reform him= 
felf, efpecially in fuch a Place as Alcala, whichy 
as well as a great many other Univerficies, is full 
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of People, who are given to Plealure and Licen+. 
tioufneís : Befides this, the poor Pittance of our 
Allowance in the College was very fhort , «and 
wou'd keep a Man as lean as he cou'd wifh ; which 
did not at all agree with my Conftitutioh , who 
had been a long while usd to fare well. 1 wanted 
a Pafty, a Couple of Fowls, a Neck of Veal, 
Sweetbreads , and a Bottle or two of Wine fome- 
times to which 1 commonly invited my Land- 
lord, and two or three Friends: This was my Cu- 
tom twice or thrice a Week, and there was as 
much Vanity as Neceflity in thefe Treats, by 
which 1 got the Charaéter of a Generous Genteel 
Man, and one who had Money, and knew how to 
make ufe of it. “Tis a wonder, you'll fay, that all 
this while I avoided the Company of Women, 

even Women of Honour, tho” there are enough of 
all forts to be had at 4leala : But I had feen by 
Experience, that the Commerce of Women was 
a Rock:on which 1 fhould always fplit; and:1 
was afraid to have any thing to do with "em, ha- 
ving already fufferd fo much by them. 1 came to 

Alcala, refolving to go thro' a Courfe of Study, to 
fit my felf for the Church ; and that E might not 
be interrupted in it, I avoided all Womankind.

low in6 YearsAbode at the Univerlity, where Ilivd 
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much above my Income. My Expences for Books 
and other Things neceflary and unnecefflary being 
very large. In this Extremity 1 had recourfe to my 
Father-in-law, with whom 1 had kept a conftant 
. Correfpóndence by Letters, and given him from 
fime to time an account of the Progreís of my. 
- Studies,with which he was extreamly pleasd. It was 
he who putmein a way to getoutof this Difhculty ;

fair Occafions: 1 had not been in fo good a Hu 
mour for feveral Years before : There were tw 
or three Young Gentlewomen,their Neighbours,wh 
were alío very good Company.

28 or 30, as the Merchant usd to give her; but 
good Purfes of 1000 Franks, Diamond Rings 
worth as much, whole Pieces of Tapiftry , Plate 
and other Treafure, which abounded in my Houfe 
as if iu had been a Lord's. 1 drefsd my felf out 
like a Man of Quality, and my Wife was not bé- 
hind-hand in the Figure fhe made. Our Merchant 
quickly perceivd that the new Comer had fup- 
planted him; and that we began to defpife him, as 
a Man whom we had made the moft of, and now: 
was a Burthen to us. The Merchant cou'd not di. 
geft this cruel Ufage, after he had fet us up in the 
World: He firft reproach'd my Wife with Ingra- 
titude, and was fo infolent as to threaten her: 
Which coming to my Ears, 1 talkd to him as 2. 
Man who ow d him nothing, who was refolv'd to ' 
be Malter at Home, and do what he pleasd there, 
without giving an Account to any one ; dc 
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That 1 did not defire to be provok'd further, or 1 
-—fhould let him fee what fuch Men as he was to ex- 
_peét from Perlons of my Condition. When he 
found me in this Tone, he faw plainly he had 
been the Fool of the Play , and that he had no 
more Bufineís at our Houíe ; he went away im- 
mediately, ready to burft with Deípite and Rage, 
fecing himfelf turn'd out to make room fora 
Stranger, and after the many good Services he had 
renderd us, be forc'd to put up fuch an Affront. 
The Flemand did Wonders; evry thing about us 
was Íplendid : 1 had three Footmen, and my Wife 
two Waiting-women. The Gallant Ípent his Mo- 
¡¡ney at my Houíe, I fpent mine at other Folks : 
For Money ill-gotten goes as lightly as it comes. 
'I luppos'd Things would not always profper with 
¡us as they did now; or at leaft I livd as if I was 
¡willing to make Hay while the Sun fhind: And 
¡che Truth is, had not Old Nick interven'd, and 
¡put a ftop to the Progreís of our Affairs , 1 had 
¡done my Bulineís pretry well ; but the Mifchief 
¡ofit was, that this young Lord, like the reft of 
¡his Years , cowd not help bragging of his good 
Fortune, and telling a Courtier of ic, who was his 
Friend, as young, handíome, and amorous as him- 
elf, and fell in Love with my Wife the firít time 
¡he law her. That was nothing wich fuch a Lady 
las mine; fhe had Wic and Beauty enough for both 
lof them; but the latter brought three or four of 
¡his Friends to our Houfe , who would all come in 
Ifor a Share ; and tho”thar was a litele unconftio- 
¡nable, yec Ways and Means were found out to 
'oblige all of *em. Thus our Houfe became Nighc 
¡and Day crowded like an Inn; and the Noife and

“ie went: Though 1 got Money my Íelf, our Way. 
of Living was fuch, that 1 did not find 1 was ever, 
a whit the richer fort. At laft they quarrel'd fo, 
that two of "em fought ; one was wounded, “and. 
my Houfe being Jook'd upon as the Source of thele. 
“Diforders, Complaint was made of it'at Court; 
and: one Morning 1 was hall'd out of my Bedto 
-Prifon by twenty Sergeants , who thought fit to 
«plunder my Houúfe of my moft valuable Moveables, 
«There's no help for what fuch Rogues do: 1 was 
. fhut'up clofe, and to complain had been to no 
purpofe. My Wife was in a deplorable Condition, 
to fee all gone ar once : She drefs'd her felf, and: 
went'to my principal Judge, threw her felf at his: 
Feet, and follicited my Affair. He was a very. 
Grave Perfon, of a Venerable Afpeét, had a grim: 
Air, and was well in Years ;* yet notwithftanding| 
his Grey Hairs', the Fire that fparkled out of my: 
Wife's Eyes thro” her Tears, kindled a Flame in 
the Old Man's Heart, which one would have €x- 
peéted to have been all Ice. He took her up, and! 
carry'd her into his Clofet, that, as he-faid, her: 
Audience might not be interrupted : And while: 
She told him the Matter of Fadt , fhe came about: 
the Leacherous Old Knave ¿ who did not mind: 
what fhe faid, but with one Hand wip'd her Eyes, 
and put the other trembling on her Breafts: Tn 
Mhorr, he gave her hopes that the Bufingís fhould be: 
E A ; ¿a accom-: 
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'accommodated to her mind; and in the mean 
time he fent Order to the Jaylor to ule me well, 
as indeed I was, better than any other Prifoner. 
For he was a Man of Authority , and might have 
let me out that minute if he wowd; but he want- 
ed Time to make Love to my Wife , and he did ' 
not believe, in cafe I was out of Prifon, the Mat- 
ter would have been fo eafy to him as I fhould 
have made it. He appointed her to come the next 
Day to the fame Clofet; where my Wife found 
him provided, perfun'd, combd , and his Beard 
neacly adjufted ¿ with a Colour'd Coat on, which 
he had thrown by-20 Years ago.

At laft he began to think my Company trouble- 
fome, and wowd fain have fent me out of the way.

You may make - 
your Fortune, added he; and T'll help you toa ' 
Place, if yow'l accept of it. Ireply'd, With all | 
my Heart; 'twas what 1 wanted, being weary of - 
a Life of Idlenefs, and Ifhou'd reckon my felf the 
happieft Man in the World, if he would lay fich Ñ 
an Obligation upon me; hoping he wouwd never 
have any Reafon to repent his Choice. He put A 
me off to the Morrow, promifing then to give me : 
a pofitive Anfwer: 1] came to him punétually at 
the Time appointed, and found a Commiflion 
Sign'd and Seald for me to be one of the Rece;- 
wers Of the King's Taxes; and it obligd me to be 
gone immediately to the Precinét where 1 was to 
Colleét them. This Poft did not fuit my Inclina- 
tons very well; for 1 knew that your Receivers 
and Collectors are detefted by the People, and that 
nothing was lo ungrateful and odious as the Name

than ever, and that he muft come at unfeafonable - 
Hours to find my Wife alone, chid me feverely for * 
not taking more care of my own and her Reputa-: 
tion; he reproachd me with the Services he had - 
done me, and heighten'd 'em as much asif he 
had made my Fortune. 1 excusd my felf as well: 
as I could ; however, my Wife and I was át no 
pains to reform: On the contrary, we were wil- 
ling by our Conduét to let him fee we did not.

Itold him, 1 had liv'd 
Díóme time at Seville ; that 1 had been Receiver of the 
King's Taxes at Madrid,but 1 had lo much Compaf- 
fion for the Poor, whom 1 law every day oppreft 
by His Officers, and couwd not pay what 
was Impos'd upon them, that 1 cou'd not in Con- 
Ícience continue in that Office, in which 1 fpent 
“my own Money to fave the Subjett. That after- 
“wards 1 was Steward to a Nobleman, and had the 
¡"Management of all hisEftate; which when I 
undertook , 1 found in great Confufion : 
But while I fet his Affairs in Order on one hand, 
he run out on the other; and after four Years 
¡good and faithful Service , whereas his other Do- 
'mefticks had enrich'd themíelves by cheating him, 
“and made their Advantage of the Profperity into 
which by my great Induftry [ had brought his Af 
fairs, 1 remaind poor and miferable , and was 
Worth no more than when he firft entertaind me ; 
having not receivd fo much as my Wages , and Í 
did not underftand the Ways fome Servants had of 
paying themíelves. The Holy Man heard me out 
very attentively, and perceiving I argu'd reafona- 
bly on feveral Things, and talk'd in the proper 
“Terms; he ask'd me if ever I had been at the 
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Funttion. He tryd me on that Head, and law. 
how far 1 had gone in Divinity and Philofophy : 
He was furpriz'd to find me lo Learned, for 1 bad 
all my Lellons frefh in my Memory, and upon Oc- 
cafion cou'd teach “em to others. He feem'd glad 
to hear me, and know me, and not only conceivd' 
an Efteem , but a Friendfhip for me. 1 ftayd 
with him above three Hours, fo long he was pleas'd 
to keep me; and then he faid, He was to preach 
to-morrow, being Sunday ; and that he wou'd pub=' 
lifh the finding the Purfe, to the end the Right 
Owner might have it; and would have me with= 
out fail come and fee him on Monday , becaníe he * 
hopd to find out a Place for me , which 1 fhoud' 
like. 1lefe him after this, and went to my Mo= 
ther; whom I told that I had unfortunately loft my 
Purfe, with a Ring, her Gold Seal, and about 
200 Franks init; but as Good Luck wou'd have 
it, "twas falln into the Hands of a Dominican 
Fryar , who wou'd be Íure to have ir publifh'd in 
the Church to-morrow after Sermon, and 1 pray d 
her to go and own it; for 1 had fome Reafons, 
which fhe Should know hereafter , why 1 was un= 
willing to lee the Fryar my felf. The Good Woz 
man did what ] delird of her; and knowing .as 
well as 1 what fort of Ring and Seal was in it, 
and how much Money, fhe país d without difficul= 
ty for the Perfon to whom it belong'd ; fo 'twas : 
reltor'd to her; and, as I orderd her, fhe took: 
out a Piftole, gave it to the Good Fryar, and de 
_Tird him to give it to the Períon that found it, 25 
a Reward. Thus 1 had my Purfe again fafely z' 
and on Monday went to the Dominican, as he had 
order d me. He receivd me as kindly as if EN 
bad been his Son ; telling me, the Malter, or ras 
ther the Miltreís of your Purfe is found ; and the 
Good Old Woman who own'dit, has chargd me 
to give you this Piítole for your taking it up. 3% 
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made as if I was Ícrupulous of taking it, becaufe I 
had only done what 1 ought to do, 2nd did not de- 

¡lerve.a Reward, but in Obedience to him ¿1 took - 
it. He added, Friend, 1 have better News;to, tell 
you; Ihave got you a Place with one of the prin- 
cipal Ladies of this City, to.take care of her Bu- 
fineís; and, if you will, you may now live happily 
all the reft of my Life. He added, [ doubt-not of 
your difcharging the Truft commitred to you faith- 
fully: I have paísd my Word for you; acquit 
your felf well, and your Fortune is made. 1 pre- 
lently threw my felf at his Feet, took him by the 
Hand, and kifsd it with Tranfport of Joy. . He 
bad me rifle, and having given me affurance of 
his Protection, wrote a Letter to theiLady, which 
he bad me carry. He had before mightily com- 
mended my Virtue and Capacity , and the Lady 
was impatient to fee.me, and have me in. her 
Houfe.  I waited upon her, ¡and :fhe .receivd. me 
not as a Man that was to be her Domelftick, but as 
a Perfon whofe Worth fhe had fuch.an Opinion of, 
that in cale of Need 1 might lerve inftead of her 
¿Director , or Ghoftly Father. The Fryar, Good 
Man, had already made my Bargain with her, and 
.fettled my Salary and Perquifites. She askd me 
df T was fatisfyd ? Ireplyd, 'twas more than 1 
delervd; bue I wowd endeavour to render .my 
lelf worthy of her Bounty, by my. Care and Fide- 
Jity in her Service. She was charm'd with my 
«Difcourfe, and not difpleasd with my Perfon: 
She wrote a Letter to the Eryar, to thank him for 

recommending me to her ; and delird that 1 woud 
dye in her Houfe chat very Night.  Accordingly, 
¡L brought my Things thither, being a near Trunk 
full of Cloaths, Linnen and Woollen, all fuitable 
to the Parc 1 was to act. 1 had a handlome Room 
¡provided forme, and Íoon got the Refpeét of the 
other Servants, as a Perlon whom, their Lady 
Bb 2 wouid 
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would have refpeéted , and who was her Chief: 
Minifter. All ihe Papers relating to her Eftate * 
and Affairs were put into my Hands, and l applyd — 
my felf wich fo much Zeal and Affiduity to the + 
Difcharge of my Truft , that 1 feldom or never 
went out of the Houfe, and thought of nothing 
elle; infomuch that in fifteen Days time, Madam * 
found as much Bufineís difparch'd , as fhe thought + 
wou'd have taken up fix Months. She was amazd 

atir, and look”d upon me as a Treafure which fhe * 
-——ought to value, and for which fhe often thank'd 
her Confeflor, being obligd frequently to con- 
fult her on fome Affairs which could «¡not be done 
without it. 1behavd my felf always fo refpeét- * 
fully, with fo much Softnels and Infinuation, that * 
YT perceivd I daily got ground in her Good Will, * 
and that her Confidence in me went fomething 
farther. She had had Stewards before, bur fhe * 
thought fhe had never had fuch a one as me. She 
perceiv'd by my Air that 1 had had a more than 
ordinary Education, and had frequented People of: 
Quality. Befides, I let her lee 1 knew fomething 
“of evry thing, and cowd talk to her upon any? 
Subjeét. My Converfation grew more and more * 
ugrecable to her, whether for that Reafon , ort 
others, which fhe 25 yet kept to her felf. She had: 
fet me certain fix'd Times. to come and talk with * 
her about her Concerns; which were, in the 
“Morning at her Toilec, and in che Evening after” 
Supper: But that was not encugh ac laft ; he 
“wou'd come into my Ciofet after Dinner, under” 
fome Pretence or other , and Ípend two or three 
Hours in Difcourfe that had no Relation at ail to. 
her Bufineís. She had heard me fing, by Chance, 
as fhe thought; tho” I took care that:fhe fhould 
hear me; and 'twas a new Charm which made a. 
great Impreflion on her : She then talk'd to me of 
ir, and defir'd me to fing to her. Iaftected a great 
A A 
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deal of Modelty, and fhe was afraid of prefling 
me further. Her Kindneís for me augmented dai- 
ly : All her Concern was, how to hide it; and to 
let me think fome Liberties which fhe took when 
I was in her Chamber were cafual, or Negligen- 
ces, that I might not be fcandaliz'd ; for my fevere 
Virtue was very troublefome to her. But in fhort, 
Fle(h is Flefh; and fhe having made Advances 
above half way, 1 could not forbear meeting her 
the reft. We were very well fatisfy"'d with one 
another ; fhe excusd her Erailty, by her defigning 
to Marry me privately ; and I excus'd mine, by 
the Power of her Charms , which no Virtue was 
ftrong enough to refift. What better Fortune 
coud a Man of my Circumitances and Difpofition 
hope for; and what a Fool was I not to maintain 
my felf init? But as foon as 1 found 1 cou'd 
Íwim in deep Water, 1 was drown'd. No Man 
cou'd behave himfelf more like a Blockhead than 
1 did on this Occafion: My Wifdom, of which I 
was full when 1 did not want it, foríook me when 
I ftood in moft Need of it. As foon as 1 found I 
was the belowd Ruler of Her Houfe, 1 forgot my 
felf, and my Miftreís, whowas fo blinded by her 
Paflion that ev'ry thing 1 did pleasd her; 1 car- 
ry'd my Íelf as if I was ablolute Lord of all, fet 
up for a Beau, made a Figure, fpent her Money, 
¡gave Rewards to whom 1 pleas'd, and took an Un- 
der-Steward to look after che Bufineís of the Heufe, 
which was the High-Road to Ruin. The Ladys 
Relations, who were concern'd to lee that Matters 
went notwell with her,look'd afquint upon me ; they 
did not at firít like that fuch a fort of a Man as I 
fhou'd enter into her Service, knowing her Weak- 
nelles: They were alarm'd when they faw how 
great we were, and that 1 gave the Domefticks in 
the Houfe to underítand all Things were under my 
Government, as much as if I was their Malter.

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They did not know who I was, and believing 1had 
no Wife, were afraid their Kinfwoman wou'd mar- 


ry me, if we were not marry'd already, efpecially 
knowing fhe wou'd before have marry'd her Coach-

1 


lodg'd in a Magnificent Room, that join'd, and had 


- communication with hers by a Clofer which: came. 
xo out. 
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out of her own; in that Clofet was a Private Door, 
over which hung''w Piece of Tapiltry, fo that the 
Door was not feérz befides there was a Hole or 
little Window in the Clofet, which Iknew nothing 
of, 'twas fo near my Bed's Head, chat by putting one's 
Ear to ir, the Perfon hearkening might hear what- 
ever was faid a-Bed , tho” fpoken never fo foftly ; 
there my Lady waited for the Girl's coming in that 
Unfortunate Niglit wherein we were detected: The 
dear little Rogue was punétual at the ufual Hour, 
we laught a lirtle together ; and as we usd to do 
Sometimes, fo, as Old Nick wóuld have it, we now 
fell a railing at our Lady, and jefting upon her A- 
'mour with me and others: The Girl told me all her 
Intrigue with the Coachman, and others of the 
fame nature, and 1 to be quits with her, gave hera : 
full Account of all her Corporal Infirmities, which 

I came to know by having Familiaricty with her: In 
fhort, 1 painted her in fuch filehy Colours, that no 
Woman alive cou'd bear ic. And indeed no Wo- 
man was ever in fuch a Rage ; I believe my Little 
Miftrefs and 1 had felt the Effeáts of ic that very 
Night, if 1 had not had the Precaution to fee the 
Door of the Clofet which open'd to my Chamber 
well barricado'd , for 1 heard a Noife there as if 
fome-body endeavour'd to break it open, but fhe had 
not Strength enough for it: T immediately made my 
Girl get up, and run into her Chamber as faft as 
he cou'd, while 1 faften'd my Door withinfide as 
well as 1 could: 1 can'ctell how my Lady pafs'd the 
reft of char Fatal Night, but all 1 cowd learn from 
one of her Domefticks, was, that as loon as 'twas 
Day fhe fent for one of her Relations who was her 
next Heir, told him I was a Rogue, and had not 
only robb'd her feveral Ways, but had difhonour'd 
her Houfe, wherefore fhe defir'd him to go prefent- 
ly and ferch Officers to” feize my Peron, thar 1 
might be brought to Tryal for robbing her, and 
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punifh'd according to my Deferts: Her Kinfman 
was traníported at the fair Occafion which offer”d 
for him to get rid of me, andifearing the Lady, 
who he fuppos'd did what fhe did out of Jealoufy, 
might be forry for it afterwards, and change her 
Opinion in my Favour if he gave her time to cool 
upon it, and me to appeale her, was as diligent as 
pofííble in executing her Orders : So he obtain'd a 
Warrant to apprehend me asa Domellick Thief 
which was executed before Ten a Clock, and 1 
hurry'd out of Bedto Jail. At ficft I thought my 
Relations at Genoa, or my Creditors at Madrid had: 
done it; but when 1 underítood the Lady had pro- 
ceedgd fo far our of Jealoufy, 1 only laught at ¡e: 
However when being brought to give an Account 
of my Adminiftration for the two Years in which I 
fervd her, 1 was at a lofs, and found my Profecu- 
tors relolv'd in earneftto ruin me ; for fince 1 had 
been her Favourite, I believwd all was my own; 1 
had fpent lo much. Money extravaganely, char E 
knew 'twas impoffible for me to get off ofit, if I was 
rigoroufly examin'd. 1 was above 12000 Franks out 
of Cafh, which I cowd give no manner of account 
of, and if the Lady profecuted me to the utmoft 
I fhow'd be condemn'd. To compleat my Deftru- 
étion, my Under-Steward, feeing I was thrown in- 
to Jail, and fearing, as he deferv'd, the fame Ulage, 
ran away with all the Ready Money he coud lay 
his Fingers on ; all which was laid at my door, as. 
being anfwerable for that Man's Behaviour : 1 had 
neither Money, Credit, nor Friends, and my Mi- 
- Ítrelss Friends had more than enough to procure 
me to be fentenc'd to the Galleys for fix Years: 
This Blow furpriz'd me to the laff Degree, howe= 
ver] was not lo much daunted but 1 had Courage. 
enough ftill to arrempt making myEfcape : 1 dreís d 
my felf up in a Woman's Difguize,. having by my 
Generous Expences got more Liberty than 0d 

| | other 
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other Prifoner s Icame as far as the Outer Door, 
where a Rogue of a One-Ey'd Door-keeper knew 
me, and cry d out : 1 drew out a Dagger to Ítab 
him, but 'ewas too late, Help came in , and this 
was an Aggravation of my Crime. , My Confine- 
ment was clofer than ever, and fome Days after 
my Sentence was folemnly pronounc'd, and 1 was 
orderd for St. Mary Port togo aboard the Galleys : 
“Thus what fhou'd have been my making, was my 
marring; and 1 curs*d the Day l ever enter'd into 
the Lady's Service. The time appointed for my 
marching to PortS:. Mary's being come, 1 was drawn 
out with25 otherPrifoners,our Sentence was read to 
us,and ourChains put on; we were then divided in- 
to four Bands, chain'd one to another, deliver'd to 
“our Conduétor, who had twenty Men to guard us, 
and he led us along by fmall Days Journeys. The 
firft Day we fet out was a Munday, and we lay at 
-Cabecas, a Village nine Miles from Seville; the next 
Day we were call d out early, and a Poor Boy hap- 
pening to drive a Drove of Hogs in our Way, half 
of "em was taken from him, and he cou'd get no 
Satisfaétion from our Conduétor, who hop'd to eat 
his Share oí "em: We país d on with our Prize as 
glad as if we had got ourLiberty : At Dinner-time 
finding none of our Gang took notice of our Con- 

-duétor, 1 made him a Prefent of my Hog, with 
which he was very well pleasd : And obferving he 
was at a lofs how to difpofle of him(elf and his 
-Guards and Slaves for want of Room and Neceffa- 
ries in the Inn, 1 offerd him my Service, if he 
wou'd command my Chains to be taken off, which 
he did, and 1 provided every thingin lo good order, 
that he afterwards usd me more kindly than the 
other Prifoners. But before we left the Inn, 1 had 
an Opportunity to fhew a Caft of my Ofhice on 

two Merchants who came thither very melancho- 

ly for fear of their Goods, knowing we were 
| upon 
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upon the Road. One of themwas more fearful than 
the other, and had always his Eye upon his Port- 
manteau;3 1 had a great mind to play him a Trick, 
which T effected, and with a Keen Knife cut a Hole 
in it, and whip'd out two Parcels while his Hand 
was upon it, one of my Comrades holding him in 
Difcouríe to amufe him. This Comrade's Name 
Was Soto, and 1 had enter'd into a Friendfhip wich 
him in Prifon; fo [ communicated my Delign to 
him, gave him the two Parcels when 1 had got "em, 
and after we had march'd a Mile from the Inn, de- 
find my fair Dividend of him, as Brothers'in Ini- 
quity : He making as if he knew nothing of the 
Matter, faid, he cowd not imagine what I meant 
by it, denying that he had receiv'd any thing of. 
me : ] was enragd to hear him talk fo, when 1 
found he was not in jelt, añd threaten'd to tell our 
Conduétor, being rather willing that he fhou'd have 
the Advantage of my Theft than fuch an Ungrate= 
ful Rafcal : My Threats and Reproaches prevailing 
nothing upon: him, when we came to our lan ac ' 
Night IU told the whole Truth to our Conductor, 
_ Who:prefently demanded the two Parcels of Soto; 3 
he reply'd boldly, I was a Cheat, and had glven 
him nothing; upon which our Conduétor, who 
did: not underftand Raillery when his Intereft.was 
concern d, immediately orderd Soto to be put to 
the Torture, which the Coward no fooner faw, but 
he conteís d he had hid the two Parcels in his Hog's : 
Beily, where they were found, and upon opening 
them, it appear d they were full of Beads and Brace- 
lets of Coral adorn'd with Gold, of excellentWork- 
maníhip: The Conduétor very fairly pit em in 
his Pocket, promiling me a Reward, but 1 have 
had nothing to chis Day. My Comrade and Iwere 
fuch bicter Enemies ever after, thac óur Conduttor 
was forc'd to yoke him with fomebody elle. We 
_areiwd at Port St. Mary as the Galleys were careen- 
108 
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ing to put to Sea, and go out a cruizing : We were 
fufferd to reft a few Days in Prilon, after which 
the Officers of the Prifonand the Galleys divided us 
into fix Bands, and, to my Misfortune , Soto was 
placid with me; we were carry'd aboard our Gal. 
ley , I was feated in the midít of it, over-a- 
gainít the Main Maít , and Soto not far from me 
on the Malter's Bench,which 1 was forry for, know= 
ing what a Malicious Rogue he was: We had the 
'King!s Coat given us, aRed-Waftcoat, two pair of 
'Canvas-Drawers, two Shirts, a Red-Cap, and a 
Sea-Gown : The Barber came to fhave our Beards 
and cut our Hair, which 1 grievd at the moft of 
any thing, for mine was long and fair : In a word, 
“IT was made a Compleat Slave , chaind down to 
'my Oar, as my Life and Aétions had'2 long time . 
¡defervd. In this Condition my firft Care was to 
"make my felf belovd by the Comiflary, the Officer 
who has the Command of the Galley-Slaves aboard; 
T had the fairer Opportunity to do 1t, becaufe he 
¡eat and llept over-againít my Seat, where his Poft 
was; I was very officious to Íerve him in every thing 
he wanted help in : As at Meals, when he was a- 
Bed, in cleaning his Cloaths, and all Things that 
Shewd my Zeal and Affiduity to pleafe him. 1 
'perceivd in few Days that my Care was not un- 
| profitable, the Comiflary look'd favourably upon me, 
| which was a great Comfort to me, and raisd the 
| Envy of my Fellows. IT was fo well lik'd by him ac 
laft, that he would not let any one ferve him but 
| me, and made me change my Seat, that I might be 
| entirely at his Service, to look after his Goods and 
Bed, and provide his Meat for him, finding 1 was 
UU versd in fuch things, which was an equal Honour 
land Advantage to me, becauís by this means I was 
| easdof a Slave's duty ; tho' when 1 had leifure, Tdid 
las the relt out of Supererogation. Our Galley 
was order”d to Cales, to take aboard bo | 

| ards, 
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Yards, and Ships Tackling for the Arfenal ; -1 was 
not oblig'd to row ; however, becaule my Fellow 
Slaves might not be too jealous of me, as they had 
too much Reafon already, feeing me fo well usd 
by the Comite, 1 feated my felf in my. Place, took 
my Oar, and did my Duty on purpofe to learn it , 
knowing 1 was in for a long: time and one time or 
other mightbe put to it; and befides we had now 2) 
little way Only to go: When Night came, 1 found 
my felf fo weary with tuggine at fuch hard Work, 
that all [cou'd do was to put the Comillary to Bed, 
and then wrap my felf up in my Gown, and lye 
down : Iflept fo foundly now, char a Rogue of. 
our Bench, aflifted by two of his Comrades, robb'd 

me of a Piece of Money, all I had left me when TI 
came out eail at Seville: 1 had fowd it up in my. 
Gown, but they found it out, and feiz'd it: As. 
foon as I was awake, 1 felt: for my Treafure, on 
which my Head always run when I was not alleep, 
and came and complain'd to the Comiflary, who 
drubb'd the Slaves till he found it out, advifing me 
to lay out what 1 had in fome little Merchandize. 
or other, which I might fell, and make advantage 
of : That I fhow'd content my felf with pleafing lo 
good a Malter , who fhew'd fo much Kindnefi to 
me. ÁndI muft own, confidering my Condition, 
no body cou'd live eafier and happier than L But 
my Stars mult belye themfelves, or this Good Luck' 
cannot be long livd, and what feen'd to contribute. 
molt to my Happineís, threw me into the lat De- 
gree of Milery. A young Lord, who was a little 
related to the Captain” of our Galley, rich, and a 
Knight of the Ordér of St. Ffames, came aboard 
with a delign to make his Caravan, or firlt Expedi- 
tion as a Knight of the Order; for when our Squa- 
dron had joind that of Naples, we were to cruize 
on the Pirates of Africk. He brought his Train and 
Baggage aboard, where he had not been a Wen 

before 
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before he loft hisGold-Chain, which 'ewas then the 
Fafhion for People of Quality to wear about their 
Necks. His Servants were fufpeéted to be the Rob- 
bers ; all Ways were thought of to find it out, but 
nothing cow'd be difcoverd ; the Cat-a-=nine-tails 
went o work, and all in vain; the Captain's own 
Servants had the fame Tryal, but no Chain. couw'd 
be recover 'd ; upon which the Captain advisd his 
Kinfman to take a Slave to ferve him, to look after 
his Cabin, and to take charge of every thing, on 
pain of being flead with the Lafh , if any thing was 
mifing; Enquiry wasprefently made after me, and 
the Lord heard fuch a Charaéter of my Addreís 
and Capacity in thefe things, that he defird ear- 
neftly of the Captain to have me; the Captain 
knowing 1 had waited upon the Comiflary, fent for 
him, and askd what fort of a Man I was; the 
Comit* faid fo many kind things of me, that the 
Lord was the more impatient to take me into his 
Service ; 1 was call'd, he feenvd to like my Looks, 
and 1 was enrold among his Artendants, to the 
great grief of the Comillary, who had loft a very 
Faichful Servant in me : Thus 1 was advanc'd feve- 
ral Steps higher, and from the Comiflary's Servant 
“rais'd to be Valet de Chambre to a Knight of St. James: 
The firft Favour he obtain'd for me was, that 1 
fhou d have my great Chain truck off, and 
have only a Link on my Foot, that 1 mighe 
be at the more Liberry, and ferve him the more 
commodioufly. All his Cloaths and Plate were 
¡told out to me, as alío his. Linnen., Jewels, and 
levry thing elíe of any Value, which [ put in their 
feveral Places; his Servants being forbidden to en- 
ter his Cabbin, if their Maíter was not there, un- 
les they were permitted.

his Daughters. The Young Lord was wonderful- 
ly pleasd with this Aníwer, tho” I defign"d it only 
fora Jeft: I liwd now: in the Galley as much at 
my Eale as one cou'd defire, and had it in my 
Power to oblige my Comrades with the Remains 
of my Malter's Table, which was always well 
ípread. Itreated them often, not forgetting Soto, 
tho” I had little Reafon to do any thing for him: 
This Villain envy'd my good Fortune , and coud 
never forgive me for the two Parcels: He always 

rail d at me to my Mafter's Servants, who "were 

enrag'd that they were driven out of the Cabbin. 

The Captain's Valets hated me as much, and what- 
ever they heard of me, were fure to tell their Ma-

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Friend, Ifhan't be made a Fool of by you: 1 
know Gu/man of Alfarache too well fort: Thou 
haft been a Thief all thy Life long, and wilt be 
fo till thy Death; 1 was to blame' to truft thee, 
and admit thee into my Cabbin, but thy Skin fhall 
pay fort ; Tll have my Hatband out of it, Pl 
warrant thee : Find it me, or P'll deliver chee over 
to the Under-Commiflary, who fhall handle thee 
as thou defervít. 1 fwore I was innocent, but 
my Oaths were as much in vain as my Search. The 
Captain heard of it, and being naturally chole- 
sick, was in a greater Fury than my Mafter.. He 
examin'd me, and 1 ítill denying the Theft, he or- 

“derd me to be beaten fo that 1 thought 1 fhould 
have dy d under it: He wou'd certainly have had 
that Pleafure, had he not been afraid he fhould 
have been forc'd to have found a Man in my Place, 
or paid the Fine fet upon ev'ry Galley-Slaves 
Head. He woud not fuffer me to ftay at the. 
Stern, but fent me down to the Prow , the moft. 
miferable and uneafy Place of all, and that in.

degrees ; and as foon as 1 cou'd handle my Oar, 
Í row'd as well as the beft of them.
